Regiment" have ^nu<^ desu-ed to see in print its "History 
and Honorary Holi/' Its compilation being a work re- 
quiring no small amoimt of application and research, 
several shrunk from its performance. 

I have culled the materials for this Tolnme from many a 
mass of old orders, private manuscripts and inspection 
returns, during the leisure hours allowed by my clients 
and professional duties. 

Owing to the scattered condition of the necessary mat- 
ter, I frequently thought that it would be said fif me as of 
those who previously attempted the work : Mic homo 
cepU edifcare et non potuU conmmmare:' Still, I perse- 
vered and the following pages are the fruits of my perse- 
verance. 

That the labor could have been more successfully per- 
formed by other hands, I know, but not, I believe, by any 
who could have souglit more earncstAy to do it well. 
And if the parties for whom this book is compiled find 
even a smalUdegree of pleasure and satisia* li n in its 
perusal, I shall deem my efforts amply rewarded.

Tab Twelfth Begiment being a Militia organization, 
I deem it apropos to present here facts and figures to 
show the importance and necessity of a well-organized 

Militia force. Our volunteer troops arc, by many, depre- 
ciated, simplv because they arc not aware of the invaluable 
services rendered by said troops to the State and 2^ational 
Governments. 

Owing to the admirable manner in which this subject 
wari presented to the New York Constitutional Convention, 
by Brig. Gen. Selden B. Maryin, Adjutant General of the 
State, I take the liberty of quoting the following extracts 
from his article : 

"In our State the Militia has been sustained and kept 
up for more than a half a century and while it has had 
much opposition at times strewn in its way, it has con- 
tinued to prosper and its fruits have been apparent in the 
manner in which it has at all times and under all circum* 
stances and in all emergencies, discharged its duties. 

*' Prior to the late terrible conflict, very many of the 
people of the State looked upon the existence of the Militia 
with eyes of disresj^ect and laughed at the efforts that 
were being made for its support, pouring out invectives of 
contumely and contempt and, like many of the most im- 
portant institutions of society and goyernment, the inesti- 
mable importance of a well-organized Militia was ignored 
by the great mass and it was only in the consideration of 
its entire abolition, or in the exercise of its fullest authority 
and influence in the hour of need, that its indispensable 
functions were recognized and appreciated. So much op- 
position was engendered, that those who saw clearly the 
necessity of maintaining the organization, found many ob- 
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stacles to encounter and difficatties to overcome, much self- 
Bacrifice was demanded and the reproaches of the many 
well-nigh stifled the efforts of the few. Bat manfully and 
heroically the battle was fought, the war came and the 
labor of years was crowned with success. 

"The importance of the Militia as a strictly military 
force can not be too highly estimated. It constitutes tlic 
true military strength of the republic, in which the people 
retain all the power, as in its co-ordinate branch, the civil 
authority. It is organized in accordance with the spirit of 
the Constitution of the United States and is made applica- 
ble to the condition of the country in its growing capacity 
and extended relations. Its governance is under constitu- 
tions and laws prescribed and regulated by the people and 
for the support of the Government created by and sustained 
for the people, 

''In a time when taxation is grievous and falls with 
heaviness upon the people, the Militia, in its relations to 
political economy, is of the greatest importance. The cost 
of the maintenance of tlie entire force of the National 
Guard in this State in a high state of ctHciency, would not 
support a single regiment of the Regular Army, including 
all contingent expenses and yet, as has been proved, ihe 
Militia would be as serviceable as the forces whose business 
is war. 

And again, the National Guard, as an auxiliary to the 
Police Force of the State is indispensable. It is the only 

reliance the people have in the suppression of riots and the 
wiping out of local insuneotions. To tl^Jik of maintaining 
a constabulary force for such emergencies would be ab- 
surd. The cost for a force sufficiently largo for all such 
emergencies, especially in large centres of population, 
would be immense and insupportable. 

'*The Militia, in its well-conceived organization and 
with liberal support, exerts a moral luHuence upon the evil- 
disposed and thereby prevents the inception of plots or de- 
signs of organized resistance to the laws. It is, in times 
of such danger, the sole resource of the people and gives 
to legislative and judicial decisions their force and influ- 
ence. Without such a reliable resource it is possible and 
even probable, that laws and the decisions and verdicts of 
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cfmstituted authorities, would be nu^atxyry and despised. 
A small proportion of the people, if nvil disposed, conltl, hy 
concerted and woU-orp^anizcd actioDf defy the large ma- 
jority of peaceable and law-abidin*]^ citizens. Such a suc- 
cessful resistance of law, if even for a very limited period, 
would demoralize society and the loss of lile inevitable in 
such collisions would be terrible and Ihe value of the 
property which might be jeoparded would support an ade- 
quate Militia for centuries. 

. " In this couuectiou, permit me to furnish a hrief resume 
of the services of the National Guard. 

" Whenever it has been necessary in various localities 
to call upon the military authorities for aid and support, 

the response has always been attended with promptness 
and the service efl'ectually performed. The Police Force 
has always found in the Military a sure and reliable body 
for its support and it has ever proved effective in the sup- 
pression of riots and in upholding* the civil form of gov- 
ernment. In the Astor Place riots, the police difficulties, 
the bread riots of 1857, the Quarantine riots and the anti* 
rent trouhles, the Militia has ever faithfully discharged all 
duties imposed upon them hy the civil authorities. In the 
late war its services have heen largely felt and its influ- 
ences have been spread over a large extent of the Success 
that attended our armies. 

" A brief synopsis of the service in tlie late war, I trust, 
will ni it be regarded as tedious or out of plac<5. 

"In April, 18G1, immediately after the rebellion had 
been actively inaugurated and ihe safety of the National 
Capitol was threatened, the State of New York furnished 
and forwarded to the points of danger eleven regiments, 
comprising 7,334 officers and men, whose presence undouht- 
edly savea the nation from a groat and almost fatal ca« 
lamity at the very outhreak of actual hostilities. That the 
State, after so long a period of profound peace, should have 
been enabled to promptly furnish this force for the National 
exigency, is a marked and undeniable indication of the nat- 
ural and innate martial spirit nf ifq citizens. This martial 
spirit nobly evinced during the great revolution and re- 
kindled during the war of 1812, has never been quenched 
iu tills State and ever since this last-named epoch, a luili- 
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tary organization more or less efficient has been sustained 
under exclusive State influences and authority, without 
assistance or encouragement from tlic General Govern- 
ment and during long years of peace, when the martial 
profession was deemed the most useless office of man, the 
New York Militia, at its own expense and despite every 
discouragement, retained that organization and schooled 
officeia and soldiers foi" the nations greatest need. 

"In addition to the force above-named, six complete 
regiments of the State Militia volunteered during the first 
months of the war and were mustered into the service 
for and served three years. Over five thousand officers for 
Volunteer regiments were furnished by the Militia of the 
State. 

"The rebellion having revived in all a military ardor 
and the advance in military science and the unexpected 
draft upon the national resources having exhibited defects 
and suggested their remedies, the Legislature of the State, 
after consideration, enacted, April 23, 1862, an amended 
law, which provided for the enrollment of the arms-bearing 
population and the organization of an active force, entitled 
the 'National Guard,' with a maximum since fixed at 
60,000 men. While this body was in process of organiza- 
tion, the State was enabled to furnish, from its incomplete 
ranks, twelve regiments, comprising 8,688 men, who were 
mustered into the United States service for three months, 
in May, 18G2*; and again, after the active volunteering and 
drafts for the general service had depleted their ranks, 
twenty-six regiments, comprising 13,9*4 1 men, marched, in 
1863, to the defense of Pennsylvania and Maryland. Again, 
in 1864, ten regiments of the National Guard were mus- 
tered into the United States service for one hundred days. 
During the years of 1864 and 1865, when threatened raids 
from uanada harassed and distracted the Government, the 
National Guard, ordered on dut^ at exposed points of the 
frontier, relieved the apprehensions of our citizens, saved 
the detaching of troops from the armies in front of Kich- 
mond, and frustrated the designs of our cncmios. 

"This hasty sketch of the service of the Militia of this 
State displays tlieir efficiency and usefulness at a period 
when the demands of the General Government, by volun- 
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tcoring or forced drafts from their ranks, constantly tended 
to impair and disorganize them and exhibild a vitality and 
zeal under every discouragement, which deserves and should 
receive the respect and consideration of all. 

After the close of the war had returned to the State its 
handreds of thousands of veterans, scarred on every great 
battle-field, the organization of the National Gnard was re- 
sumed and completed, until it now comprises one hundred 
and ten regiments of infantry, artillery and cavalry and 
fifty-two thousand officers and men, most of them armed, 
uniformed and equipped in the most complete manner ; an 
army of disciplined citizens, representing every class of 
society ; intelligent, brave and ardent, bound by every 
relation of life to sustain social and political order and 
prepared at a moment's notice to vindicate the enforcement 
of the laws, National or State, or repel . invasions from 
abroad.'' 

Active membership in a regiment like the Twelfth, may 
be made a physical and moral school for young men, do 
veloping in them qualities which commerce, trades and 
civil professions dwarf or destroy. The exercise is healthy, 
manly and inspiring. The difcipline is calculated to make 
men obedient, punctual and moral. And when the Legis- 
lature of New York shall have passed a law, making the 
term of service in the National Guard four instead of 
seven years; allowing members of the iS'atiunaL Guuid 
going to or returning from drills, parades, or encampments, 
to naefiree on ferries, steam and street cars ; then recruits 
in abundance will be obtained, by exciting the military 
instincts which characterize the healthy young men of our 
State. Becruits thus obtained, are worth ten times as 
much as those who are danced into a regiment at military 
balls" and whose conception of National Guardsmen is 
limited to sliowy uniforms, brass buttons and fascinations 
to the pay l)elle8 of fashion. 

The Twelfth Regiment has no recruits of the latter char- 
Mcter. But its ranks are filled by spirited young men, who 
do duty through patriotic motives, notwithstanding the 
personal inconvenience and expense which the present 
Militia Law imposes on members of the National Guard. 
Let the Legtslature, at its next session, enact that the 
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term of service shall bo shortened and that officers and 
members of tho National Guard shall enjoy the other privi- 
leges aforesaid, and results will follow, pleasant to every 
emiBted man and beneficial to the State,

The Twelfth Regiment was organized on the 6tli of 
May, 1847. It originated in the biendiug the follow- 
ing Hank companies :

The Field and Staff Officers of the Regimont at its 
formation were :

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For two years each of the aforesaid companies wore 
its distinctive uniform. In 1849 they adopted as the 
regimental uniform a plain fatigue cap and jacket. The 
Begiment turned out for duty in this dress during the 
Astor Place riots. 

The officer at that .time commanding the Twelfth, in 
Order No. 5, speaks thus of the K g iment's conduct dur- 
ing said riots : 

" Thn promptness exhibited by the several companies, in compli* 
ance with an order of scarcely two hours' notice, to assemble on the 
16th and 17th insts., to aid in the suppression of a riot then threaten- 
ing the peace of our city, reflects the highest hODOr upon both officers 
and men. The Colonel can not let theoceasion pass without express- 
ing his entire satisfaction of the manner in which the nni rs to 
assemble, on both of those days, "were obeyed ; and the gratitication 
which hivS command afforded him by the soldier-like deportment mani- 
fested while under arms, daring a time of so much public excitement. 
He trusts that there may never again be a necessity for'calllDg upon 
the Kegiment for such unpleasant duty." 

In 1853 the Regiment laid aside the plain fatigue cap 
and jacket, and adopted a most showy and attractive 
nniforai, the famous part of which was the white coat. 
In tliese gay regimentals, the Twelfth turned out, 400 
strong, to celebrate the opening of the Crystal Palace ; 
but the parade on Evacuation Day, November 25, 
1854, surpassed the latter display in numbers and 
brilliancy. 

Tlic folio wing, from the Military Arfrus of December 
21, 1854, relating to the parade on tlic 2oih of Novem- 
ber of the last-named year, may be imercstiiig : 

Tho great feature of the day was the Twelfth Rei^iuuMit, Col. 
Stehbins. bctwcpn which and the Seventh a rivalry honor al)[,' to both 
exists. Upon this occasion the Twolftli had decidedly the advantage 
in numbers, and in fact their marcliing and wheeling, as well as tho 
manual of arms* was in every respect equal to the National Guard. 
The following tabic will show distinctly the relative force of the two 
Rcp^imnnts on this day, omit tinir, of course, the National Guard Troop, 
which rarely parades with the liegimeDt.

The above shows that Col. Stcbbins paraded 286 
more men than Col, Durjea, a most important differ- 
ence. 

The Twelfth seemed now destined to boconic the most 
celebrated regiment in the Union. Jhit all things hu- 
man are inicertain and mutable. In 185o the Regiment 
began to decline, and the future, tliat appeared so bright, 
grew dark. This sudden and unfavorable change in 
the Regiment's condition and prospects was occasioned 
by the resignation of its noble commandant, Ilenry G. 
Stebblns. 

Shortly after tbe resignation of Col. Stebbius, Richard 
French, the courteons proprietor of the well-known hotel 
of the same name, a&snmed command, the field officers 
being Col. French, Lieut. Col. Hart, and Maj. Stearns. 
The famous white coats were now discarded, and a new 
uniform, consisting of a blue coat, white pantaloons, etc., 
adoptejd. In pursuance of Brigade Orders, this Regi. 
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ment paraded, ander Col. French, on the 4tli of June, 
1856. Toward the cloBe of the last-named year, CoK 
French resigned, and Lient OoL Stearns assumed com- 
mand. But he, too, soon withdrew from the organization. 

On the 25th of April, 1857, tlie following officers 
were chosen :

Under command of tlicso new officers, a battalion 
drill took place on the afternoon of May 20, 185T, at 
Hamilton Square. Companies A, B, C, D, G, H, and a 
flank rifle company were present, making a total of 209« 



CHAPTER SECOND. 

On Monday, the 14tli day of September, 1857, this 
Regiment paraded in full uniform, wliite pants, as an 
escort to the First Regiment New York Yoluntecrs fa 
large portion of whose officers were furnished by the 
Twelfth), took part in the reception of the " Scott 
Legion," of Pennsylvania, compauioii- in arms during 
the war witli Mexico, and subsequently joined in cel- 
ebrating the glorious anniversary of the surrender of the 
city of Mexico to the American Army. 

The rank and file of the Twelfth, inspected in October, 
1857, numbered only 136. But in the following nionlii, 
a slight augmentation was perceptible at the Division 
Parade. The Regiment continued to drill with five 
companies till the 23d of April, 1858. At this time, 
Capt. Helmc's Continentals, numbering twenty- five men, 
were transferred from the Eleventh, and became 1 Com- 
pany in the Twolftli KoLnmcnt. 

Col. Cocks, ill Special Orders No. 5, speaks of the 
Continentals' transfer as follows : " Capt. Jolm C. 
Hclme, having reported himself and command for duty, 
in compliance with General Orders No. 41, transferrin*^ 
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said Captain and company, in accordance with iheiv ex- 
pressed desire, from the Eleventii Regiment to this, he 
and his command are received by the Twelfth Eegfment 
with a soldier's welcome." 

Immediately after the Continentals joining theBegi- 
ment, Col. Cocks, in regard to the removal of Company 
L from tlie Twelfth, speaks thus in the aforesaid Order : 
"It is with sincere regret that the Colonel is obliged 
to announce tlie transfer of Company L, which lie re- 
gards as a very considerable loss to the Regiment, and 
more particularly that of Capt. Louis TTeitkamp, whoso 
officer-like and {rontlcmanly deportment at all timcB, 
together witli liis ability and strict attention to duty, lias 
secured for him the highest respect of his brother officers, 
and especially that of bis Colonel. In thus partinn- with 
Company L, the best wishes of the Twelfth Hcgiiueiit go 
with the Captain and his command." 

At the date of the transfer of the aforementioned 
companies, the Regiment laid aside the old flint style 
for the superior percussion lock. The Engineer Corps 
took the vacant letter A, and formed a company under 
command of Capt. George II. Barr. 

On account of the Eegiiucnt's non-appearance on 
parade when the remains of ex-President Monroe passed 
through this city for Richmond (July 3, 1858), Col. 
Cocks, on a false charge of disobedience of orders, was 
placed under arrest. This abuse of power reflects no 
credit on the parties who ordered said arrest. It was 
the 111 St of several acts bearing the marks of official en- 
mity which were exercised toward Col* Cocks and his 
Regiment. Parties in New York and Albany, by 
misrepresentations, obtained from the State General 
Headquarters, an Order to consolidate the Twelfth with 
the Tenth New York State Militia, under Gol. Halsey. 
Owing to the peculiarity and importance of said Order, 
it is given here in full, to recall to the memories of the 
members of the Twelfth Regiment reminiscences of by- 
gone days, which, though at the time of their occurrence 
occasioned a fx*own, can now but awaken a smile.

Commandants of the First Division and of the 
Fourth Brigade, New Yorlv Stute Militia, respectfully represent that 
the Tontli and Twelftli Rn^jim^nta, Fourth Brigade, N. Y. S. M., 
having at the two last unnuai inspections fallen in numerical strength 
mach below the standatd required by our laws aod the good of the 
service, they recommend. that said regiments be coDSolidated ; and for 
this pnrpofse they would propose tliat Companies A and C of the 
Twelfth Regiment be consolidated tocrether ; that Companies B and 
H of the same regiment be consolidated together ; that Companies G 
and F of the same regiment be eonsoUdated together ; and that the 
companies so consolidated, with Company D of the sain i L L iiii iit, be 
transferred to and consolidated with the Tenth Rcgimciit. atider the 
command of Col. Halsey. And tlic nndersigned further recommend 
that Company F of the Tenth liegiment be transferred to the Elev- 
enth Regiment, Col. Boetwick.

IIL—To this end it is hereby ordered that GompaDles A and 0 of 
the Twelfth Regiment bo consolidated together ; that Companies B 
and^ H of the same regiment br^ consolidated tojrethcr ; that Com- 
panies C and K of the same rei^imcnt be consolidated together ; that 
ilie companies so consolidated, with Company D of the same regi- 
mer.t, be transferred to and consolidated with the Tenth Regiment, 
under the command of Ool. William Halscy ; and that Company F 
of the Tenth Regiment Im transferred to the Eleventh Regiment, same 
BriL'adc. 

IV".-— Gen. Ewen will superintend the consolidation hereby ordered, 
and will, as soon as It is enacted, direct the several commandants of 
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companies tlius consolidated or IransfeTrcd to report for duty tO the 
commandants of tiie regiments to which they are transferred. 

V. — After the consolidatiou has been completely effected, Col 
William Halaey, commandiog the Tenth Begiment^ will trausmit to 
thc>e Headquarters a roster of his regiment, giving the letters of com- 
panies, the names of their officers, and the namber of DOfMSomin^ 
sioned officers and privates therein respectively. 

VI. — All officers rendered supernumerary by the provisions of this 
• order will report to this office.

But with characteristic alacrity and love of justice, 
the Twelfth, immediately after the issuinj^ of the 
aforcnfentioncd Order, resolved to go to Albany and 
show the Governor and his staff that the charges 
])rcferred against tlic Regiment were entirely devoid 
of truth. Tlierefore, with an excellent band and 
226 officers and men, it visited tlie State Capital, 
and received the plaudits of tlie people and the honors 
of the military ; bat the looks of State officials were 
cold, and the visit of the Twelfth (in their opinion) 
savored of insubordination. Not receiving the treat- 
ment and redress which it expected and merited, the 
Twelfth, on its return, drilled regularly, but refused to 
report for duty to Col. Halsey, preferring disbandment 
to degradation. 

On the 20th of July, 1859, it paraded for the last 
time as the Old Twelfth." Accompanied by an admir- 
ing multitude, it proceeded to the State Arsenal in 
Brooklyn, and there delivered its arms and equipments. 

Chagrined, but not disheartened, the command return- 
ed to New York, and experienced from all classes sym- 
pathy and respect. Though broken by the false rep- 
resentations of envious parties, tlie Twelfth had in it a 
lustre that could never decay. The regimental organ- 
ization was still kept up, and the following order 
issued :

Oil ilic inih of November, 1359, a new ori^anizatioii 
was cflectcd, and an order issued from General Head- 
quarters creating five companies, and assigning them 
to tlio Twenty-Second Regiment. Immediately there- 
after Col. Cocks rcsi,irncd. 

The companies a?si^u:ned as above rolained the title of 
** Independence Guard,'' and the Twelfili was thus for a 
time merged in tlic Twenty-Second. About the period 
of tliis numerical change the following officers were 
chosen : 

Col. (now Brevet Major General U. S. A.) Daniel 
Butterfield ; Lieut. Col. Henry A. Weeks. The first 
Order issued by Col. Butterfield to Ins new command 
read thus :

It soon became apparent that tho aforesaid numerical 
change was detrimental to the organization. Hence, 
Col. Butterfield petitioned the Commander-in-cliief to 
restore the old and acceptable number Twelve. 
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The wislicd-for numerical restoration took place on or 
about the first of January, 1860. The command again 
paraded eight full companies, as the Twelfth Re^^inient, 
N. y. S. M., on Washington's Birthday, I860. For the 
Twelfth and its friends, that was a joyous and triuiaphal 
parade. 

In the following Spring and Samtner a system of 
morning drills was successfully introduced, which proved 
beneficial in a physical aa veil as in a military point 
of Yiew. Lieut. Col. Weeks resigned in September of 
tlie aforesaid year. 

In pursuance of Division and Brigade Orders, this 
Begiment assembled for parade, in full uniform, on 
Thursday, October 11, 1860, at the reception of the 
Prince of Wales. Mig. Gen. Sandford conferred upon 
this command the honor of receiving the Prince, and 
• escorting him to position in line. In the course of the 
same month (October) the Begiment proceeded to Staten 
Island for target practice. 

On the 25th of the following November, Col. Butter- 
field awarded prizes and medals to the best marksmen 
in the Eegiment, at Madison Square. Toward tlie 
dose of the same year, the Regiment assembled in full 
uniform — blue trowsers, white gloves, and white pom- 
pon, with fatigue caps slung, and proceeded to Staten 
Island for field drill. On their return to the city, the 
command received and escorted to tlicir quarters the 
Fifdi Regiment, Col. Schwarzwaelder, on their return 
from Bedloe'is Island. 
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CHAPTER THIRD. 

When Southern traitors threatened riot and rebellion 
should Abraham Lincoln proceed to Washington for 
inauguration, the services of the Twelftli were 
secretly offered to. the Government. The whole com- 
mand made arrangements to accompany the President 
elect, in citizen's dress, to rendezvous at a certain point, 
■where they would be furnished with arms and equip- 
ments. Said plans and details were submitted to and 
approved by Lieut, Gen, Winfield Scott. 

The Twelfth alone can claim the honor of having been 
the first regiment which offered its services, for the sup- 
pression of rebellion. Immediately after inaiigtiration, ' 
Col. Buttcrficld and bis oiiiccrs held Fevcral meetings to 
devise means and adopt measures for placing the com- 
mand in efficient condition. 

On the night of the bombardment of Fort Sumter, 
the llcgiment adopted tlie chasseur uniform. Its ranks 
were filled to the maximum standard, and its services 
tendered to the Government. 

Accordingly, tlic command, numbering nine companies, 
left New York for Washington, on the 21st day of 
April, 1^61. There were 650 rate recruits^ in addition 
to said companies. The Baltic (the steamship in which 
the Regimen I. .sailed) cleared for Fortress Monroe, but 
instead of going up the Fotomac, the vessel was ordered 
to Annapolis, by Gen. Butler. After landing and 
taking a brief repose, the Regiment started for the 
Junction. On the following Sunday the Twelfth reached 
Washington, and without delay built wooden huts in 
Franklin Square, 

On the :;d of May, 1861, IMnjor, afterward Gen. 
McDowell,' mustered the cotntnand for three months into 
the United States service. The drill and discipline of 
Camp Anderson, as the camping ground was styled. 
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were admirable and rigid. Hence, the Twelfth, whilst 
there, were frequently called Regulars, 

On tlic 23d of May, 180 1, the Regiment crossed the 
famous Long Bridge, and was the first Union regiment 
that set foot on the sacred soil of the " Old Dominion/^ 
Its station w[i< at iioacU's Mills, at that timo the most 
exposed position. 

" The positiOD of the Federal troops aroaod WaBbington has ex- 
perienced no material change, with the exception of the return of the 
Beventj-Firat to their old qnnrters at the Xaw Yard. The Twelfth New 
York Regiment may be said to take the post of honor, being the first 
to cross Long 13ridgo» and the first to receive an aitack after the 
army of the iiiTaaion crossed Into Yirginla." — Niw York Hi^raU, I86I. 

" Col. Butterfield's TwelfUi Begiment, which has its location on the 
heig-hts toward Arlington, ig in equally g-ood condition, and anxious 
for an early contest witli its counlry'-s assailants. The Twelfth was 
justly and highly honored bv Gen. Mansfield iu being given the lead 
in the movement of Tharsday night It was the first regiment to 
enter Virginia, and if needs be will be the last to leave it In ten 
minutes from the time the order was given on Thursday evening, the 
men were out of their bed:?, dressed and in marching order, and so 
quietly did they leave their city encampment, that the residents in the 
city were not aware of their departure until the following day. In all 
that pertains to strict discipline, accurate drill, and soldierly bearing, 
the Twelfth Regiment is unsurpassed, and an honor to its accomplished 
Colonel."— AV?r York Pa^t, 1861. 

" An incident came to our knowledge a few days since which we 
takepleasnre in giving place to, inasmuch as it exemplifies the old 
adage, ' One good turn deserves another,' and shows the cordia! sol- 
dierly feeling which cxhts among the iniHtnry. 

" In the Summer of 1850 the Twelfth liegiment were ordered by 
the Major General commanding the First Division to deliver up their 
arms. The order cansed much ill-feeling among the members of the 
Begiment, but it was obeyed. On marching to the Brooklyn Arsenal, 
which was the place assigned lor the custody of the mnslvet.^, the 
Regiment were reviewed by the Mayor and Aldermen Dayton and 
Van Brunt, of Brooklyn, who also extended other courtesies to tho 
Regiment. 

" On the arrival of the Fourteenth Regiment in Washington last 
week, the corps was but insufficiently provided with mii^ie. Alderman 
Dayton was at the capital, and desiring that the I'rr'olclyn bo}^ 
should make a fine appearance on marching up Fennsylvciuia Avenue, 
knowing full Well that music was a necessary adjunct, proceeded to 
the camp of the Twelfth Regiment, and inquired for Col. Butterfield. 
'iliat gentlemen was not present, but Lieut. Col. Ward was sent for. 
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Alderman Dayton briefly explained the position of tbe Fourtectitli, 
and Lieut, Col. Ward, remembering the kindnc? of the Alderman 
three years before, ordered the regimental band to proceed to the 
depot and play for tiie Brooklyn boys. The band went down to the 
depot on a double quick march. I'he regiment was all formed, the 
band took up their position, and the Fourteenth marched up the 
avenue the observed of all observers, making a decidedly brilliant 
appearance." — New York Post, 1861. 

On tlie 2d of tlie following June the Twelfth returned 
to Washington, and on the 7 th of July was ordered to 
Hagerstown. The eommand had now been recruited to 
the grand number of 1,023« After bivouacking in 
Hagerstown Woods, it moved to Williamsport, forded 
the Potomac, marched all night, and arrived at Martins- 
bur^ on the 9th, just at tbe dawn of the morning. 

About this time Col. Butterfield was appointed 
acting Brigadier General. The Fifth, Twelfth, Nine- 
teenth, and Twenty-Eighth New York Volunteers com- 
prising his command. 

On the 15th of July the Twelfth moved to Camp 
Patterson, at Bunkers Hill, Md. ; thence, on the 17th, 
to Camp McClellan, at Charlcstown, and on the follow- 
ing Sunday proceeded to ITarper^s Ferry, and occupied 
a position on Bolivrir IToiglits. Afterward they 
passed to tlic ground near the Indiana Zouaves, and 
called the same Camp Butterfield. Then the services 
of the BoLnincnt were tendered to and accepted by the 
War Department. 

On the 26tli of July, 1861, Companies A, B, C, and E 
cropped the Shenandoah, and took possession of the 
block-houses built by the rebels on Loudon ITeip:lits. 
There they remained till after the evacuation of Har- 
per's Ferry by Gen. Banks. They were the last troops 
to cross the i'otomac, and had to ford two rivers before 
rejoining the army. 

On the 28tli of July the Regiment was forwarded to 
Knoxvillc, ]\Id. ; thence ordered to New York, where it 
arrived on Friday ( vciiiii,i», August 2, 1861, and received 
a grand and iiutlering welcome. 
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CHAPTER FOURTH. 

The New York troops were called out on the 27th of 
May, 1 862, for a second term of three months' service. 
The Twelfth at once volunteered. After some delay 
in procuring uniformSi arms, and equipments, it departed 

for Baltimore. 

Company A was ordered to drill in Fort McHenry, 
and tlie balance of the Kcoiment sent to Harper's Ferry. 
Hero a brigade was formed by the Twelfth and Twenty- 
Second New York, and the Eighty-Seventii Ohio. The 
Twelfth encamped near the neat village of Bolivar, on 
the heights overlooking the Potomac. 

The daily routine was as follows : 

Reveille at sunrise. 
Surgeon's eall, 5.80 A. M. 
Brill, 6 till 7.30 A. M. 
Guard mounting, 8 A. M. 
Company drill, 9 till 10.80 A. M. 
First Sergeants call, 12 M. 
Roast beef, 1 P. M. 
Fatigue, 2 P. M. 

Battalion drill, 4.45 till 6.45 P. M. 
Tattoo at 9 P. M. 

SUNDAY MORNINGS. 

Inspection at 8.30 A. M. 
Religious services at 10.30 A. M. 

The Regiment having a large number of inexperieneed 
recruits, required incessant drill. Accordingly, it lost 
no time. And ere long, its every member became a 
proficient in tactics. 

When Gen. Wool reviewed the troops at Harper^s 
Ferry, he particularly noticed the Twelfth, and remarked 
that its manoeuTrings could not be surpassed by Regulars. 
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Wlien tliG Eighty-Seventh Ohio reached Harpcr^s 
Ferry, hntifjry, wet, and weary, Col. Wm. G. Ward, 
then coiiiinaiitiant of the Twelfth, called upon liis regi- 
meat to send them a large quantity of coffee, boiled and 
prepared. This may sccin an incident unworthy of 
notice, hut any soldier who served in the field will duly 
appreciate it. And the Ohio llcgimcnt appreciated it 
too. For immediately thereafter they gratefully ac- 
knowledged the exhilarating beverage, in a series of 
complimentary resolutions. 

The Twelfth Regiment's term of service expired on 
the 27th of August, 1862. But, instead of returning to 
Nev York, as did other regiments, it volunteered to re- 
main till the J 5th of October, to aid in the defense of 
the Union works, and in the instruction and formation 
of regiments sent on under the call for 300,000 three 
years men. 

The Twelfth remained at Harper's Ferry until its 
communications with the North were cut off by the 

rebel?, who crossed the Potomac after the second battle 
of Bull Bun. Soon after, the rebel army, nnder Stonewall 
Jackson, rccrossed the Potomac at Williamsport, pro- 
ceeded to Charlestown, and advanced upon Harper's 
Ferry, driving in before them Brig. Gen. White's com- 
mand. 

Col. Miles, Commander of Harper's Ferry, made no 
preparations for its defense, except the cutting down of 
a few trees on Loudon and Maryland TTcights. He 
sent Col. Ford to Maryland nciiihts with a iarffe force. 
But on Friday, September 12lh, Col. Ford was repulsed 
at Solomon's Gap, and compelled to retreat to the place 
whence he canic 

On the morning of September IB, 1862, heavy mus- 
ketry firing began on Maryland Heights, the enemy 
attempting to capture that position. Company T of tiie 
Twelfth had been drilled in nrtillory practice; and 
Capt. Acorn, commanding, took liis moimiaiii howitzers 
to defend the assailed "Hcight>'/' in the desperate en- 
gagement on Maryland Heights, the One Hundred and 
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Twenty-Sixtli New York became disorganized in con- 
sequence of Col. Slierrill being horribly wounded. Col. 
Ford immediately ordered a retreat, and commanded 
Capt. Magrath, of the New York Artillery, to spike 
and destroy his splendid battery of siege guns. At 
that crisis said order was indeed severe, but obedience, 
even unto death, is a soldier's duty. Hence the cannon 
were spiked, dismonnted, and hurled down the hill. 
Capt. Acorn, however, brought his howitzers and am- 
munition safely down. 

After the aforesaid evacuation, the enemy began to 
show themselves on Maryland Heights. Soon they be* 
gan to fire on a party of sharp-shooters belonging to 
the Twelfth. A shell throw n into the midst of the 
rebels quickly cleared t i t Heights. 

Accounts say that Col. Miles neglected to place Lou- 
don Heights in a proper state of defense. Even his 
loyalty has been questioned. But it is no more than 
just that he should be deemed loyal till convicted of 
disloyalty. No doubt his conduct during the attack on 
Harper's Fei-ry was censurable. And to it, the sur- 
render of that stronghold may be attributed. 

On Sunday, September 14, 1862, the enemy placed 
their batteries on and surrounding London Flcights. 
They seemed to be aware that the position Avhich they 
were about to attack was in a poor state of defense, 
hence their assault was sudden. 

Regardless of the superior numbers and advantageous 
situation of the foe, the commnndant of the Twolftli 
(Col. Wm. G. Ward) commenced a vigorous shell iiiii of 
the rebels. So desperate was the attack, and vigorous 
tlie defense, that several irunners of the Twelfth sank 
down at the guns from exhaustion. 

Notwithstandinfr the strenuous efforts of the Northern 
troops, the secession force got tlieir guns in position, and 
opened a treuiendous lire on the Union camp. Whizzing 
shots and roaring shells incessantly flew and fell among 
the ranks of the Twelfth Regiment. Still there was no 
shrinking from duty nor danger. Both officers and 
men manifested admirable bravery. 
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On the followhig Sunday, the cominaiid was ordered 
to proceed to the froiiL and attack the ciicmy. Every 
man in the Eegiment seemed electrified at the thought 
of having a hand-to-haDd iight with the foe. 

The Eegiment formed with the greatest promptness, 
. and forthwith proceeded to Bolivar Heights* On 
reaching there, the Twelfth found the other regiments 
in great confusion. But it marched on till it came 
within mu8ket*shot of a Confederate regiment in ambns* 
cade. They reserved their fire, expecting that the 
Twelfth had been ordered up to clear them out. Jnst 
as the Twelfth was about to charge on the rebels, Col. 
Miles's Orderly rode up in hot haste, and ordered it to 
return immediately to Camp Hill. It seems the Regi- 
ment had been sent out by mistake, at which Col. Miles 
manifested great indignation. 

On the following evening, however, by permission of 
Col. Miles, all the cavalry at Harper's Ferry made their 
escape across the pontoon bridge ; but Jie sternly 
refused to allow any of the infantry to do likewise. 

Orders were given on Sunday evening to throw up 
eai*th-works against the next day's attack. The Twelfth 
worked long and well during tlie night, and completed 
a deep trench and a formidable earth- work. At the 
dawn of the following day, the Twelfth, Col. Wm. G. 
Ward commanding, resumed the bombardment of Lou- 
don Heights. The officers and men of the Regiment 
displayed a coolness and an intrepidity tlint Avould re- 
Wrvl honor on veterans of a hundred battles. They 
seemed determined to rout the enemy, and just when 
victory was within their reach Col. Miles raised the 
white flag. And thus foiled the grand efforts of loyal 
troops. 

Gen. Wliitc tlien surrendered Harper's Ferry, officers 
retaining their baggage and swords. Tlie Twelfth, after 
delivering their arms, faced about, marched back a hun- 
dred paces, and bivouacked in sight of their stacked 
arms. Several of the men, during the night, recovered 
a large number of muskets at the risk of their lives. 
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On Monday oveniDg, rolls of the different companies, 

written on letter paper, were sent to the rebel com- 
mander, and the Twelfth discharged as paroled prisoners. 
Daring the preceding night, Longstreet's corps crossed 
the pontoon bridge andjoined Stonewall Jackson. The 
majority of the rebel force marched off on the following 
mormng to Williamsport, where they crossed tlie Poto- 
mac and reinforced Lee at the battle of Antictam. . 

On Tuesday evening, September 16, 1862, the Twelfth 
Regiment were ordered to leave the rebel lines. As 
tlicy marched through Harper's Ferry, the secessionists 
claimed the colored cooks of the Regiment. Those not 
claimed were sent to Richmond with all the contrabands 
at Harper's Ferry. 

Immediately thereafter the Regiment returned to New 
York, where the Mayor and Connnou Council received 
them with the honors of the metropolis. Alderman 
Ottiwell, President of the Reception Committee, and ai\ 
honorary member of the Regiment, addressed them in 
most eloquent terms, and cordially thanked them in be- 
half of tlio citizens of New York for remaining and 
doing arduous duty at Harper's Ferry after their term 
of service had expired. Subsequently, the city authori- 
ties gave a sumptuous banquet to the officers of the 
Regiment.

On the 20tli of Jimc, 1863, tlic command left New 
York for the third time, to peril their lives in defense of 
the American Union. Col. Wra. G. Ward was then in 
command. The regiment arrived at Harrisburg on the 
21st, and was quartered in Camp Curtin. Departed 
thence on the 22d for Marysvillc, and from that time 
till the 7th of July, detachments were constantly on 
duty obstructing roads leading to the camp, felling trees, 
and digging rifle-pits. 

On the last-mentioned date the Regiment moved to 
Carlisle, arriving there at " midnight^s solemn hour," 
and bivouacking in the public square, while rain fell in 
tori^ents. After sleeping that night as weary soldiers 
sleep, they started at early dawn for Shippensburg, 
fourteen miles away. Reaching tlicrc at sunset they 
marched nine miles more, in mooulight, to bivouac at 
Greenville; and on Luc 8th of July, 1863, arrived ut 
Rock Mount. Tiiey reached Chambersburg on the 11th, 
and there encamped until the 14th, when the Regiment 
was ordered to Greencastle. 

Jast abont tliis time riots broke out in the metropolis. 
Tlie GoTernment, knowing the excellent discipline of 
the Twelfth and its superior skill in street firing, 
ordered it to New York to suppress the rioters. As soon 
as it reached the city, heavy details were " told off," 
and ordered to protect the City Hall, guard the Gas 
Works, and other points of importance. 

The Regiment's headquarters were at the City Hall, 
where some of the companies elected commissioned 
officers. 
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Pursuant to orders from Division and Brigade head- 
quarters, this Regiment paraded on Thursday, October 
1 1863, in full fatigue dress, armod and equipped, and 
l ook part in the reception of the officers of the Eussian 
i'icet by the city authorities. 

Pursuant to a resolution of the Board of Officers, this 
comniLnid paraded, fully armed and equipped, on the 11th 
of June, 1864, and participated in the reception of the 
Thirty-Ninth Regiment, N. Y. Y., "Garibaldi Guard." 
On the 12th of the same month it paraded as funeral 
escort to tlic remains of CoL Orlando H. Morris, late of 
the Sixty-Sixth, N. Y. Y. 

The ioiiowing extract is from the report of Col. J. 
H. Liebenau, Inspector General : 

October 12, 1866^Iinpected this Begiment, which, owing to 
stormy weather, I was obliged to do in their armory. This is one of 
the regiments of which the Division ^and the city ot New York have 
just cause to be proud. The discipline of the Regiment is unsnr- 
passcd. Thev are well and handsomely uniformed. The manual of 
moBf the loadiDgB and firing by file, company, wing, and Imttalion, 
were handsomely executed, and reflected great credit on the oflScera 
and men, showing that officers who are earnest and untiring in their 
eiibrts, are sure to succeed in biii!din£? and BUfitaiuing a good and 
effective regiment, such as is the Twelfth.

Col. John S. Cocks. Elected April 25, 1857. He is 
the author of the best military law ever enacted in the 
Lep;islature of the Emijirc State. A system of street 
firing was invent ud by liim, and iucorporated by the Ad- 
jutant General in the State Regulations. Col. Cocks 
resigned on tlic IGtli day of November, 1858. 

Lieut. Col. H. A. Weeks. Elected April 25, 1857 ; 
resigned May 30, 1859. 

Maj. William Watts. Elected April 25, 1857 ; re- 
signed Korember 16, 1858. 
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Maj. Gen. Dantel Butterfikld, U. S. A.,was elected 
Commandant of the TwelftU Kegiment oii the 18th day 
December, 1860. 

On the 15th of April, 1861, he served as First Sergeant 
of the battalion organized for the defense of Washing- 
ton. On the 19th of the same montli lie was ordered to 
report with his regiment, the Twelith N. Y. S. M., to 
the Genernl iu-Chicf, of the United States Army, at the 
national capital. In compliance witli said order, he 
sailed from New York, with his command, on the 21st 
day of April, 1861 ; arrived at Fortress Monroe on the 
23d, tendered aid to the garrison, bat none being ro- 
qnired, sailed for Annapolis. In May, 1861, he led 
with the Twelfth, the first moTement across the Lon^ 
Bridge into Virginia, under Gens. Mansfield and 
Heintzelmah. 

On the 6th of July, 1861, he was ordered with the 
Twelfth, to Gen. Patterson's colamn, at MartinsburgyYa., 
and shortly after having reported there, a brigade was 
placed under his command. Said brigade consisting of 
four New York regiments, and among them the Twelfth. 
He moved with Patterson's column until] July 21, 1861. 
Then, he was intrusted with the defenses of Bolivar 
Heights, till the 3d of August, the date of the evacuation 
of Harper's Ferry, just two weeks beyond the Regiment's 
term of service. 

On the 5th of August, 1861, he was mustered out of 
service in New York, as Colonel of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment. He received, on this occasion, a complimentary 
order from Gen. Banks. While acting as Colonel of 
the Twelfth N. Y. S. M., he was appointed Lieutenant 
Colonel of the Twelfth United States Infantry, Regular 
Army. Rank to date from May 14, 1861. 

On the 7th of September, 1861, Gen. Butterfielrl wns 
api>ointed Brigadier General of Yolnnteers, and assigned 
to tlie command of the Third Brigade, Porter's Division 
^ (the famous Light Brigade). He led his " Light Brigade" 
at the dreadful siege of Yorktown ; through tlic des- 
perate battles of Hanover Court House, Mechauicsvilic,

Gaines's Mills, Turkey Bend, and Malrern HilL Thongh 
daDgeroosly wonnded at ilie latter engagement, he re- 
mained on duty, like one determined to become a martyr 
for his coantry. 

He commanded the detachments sent to the south side 
of the James River, to cover the withdrawal of McGiel* 
lan's forces. At Groveton, or second Bull Run, he com- 
manded the First Division of the Fifth Army Corps. 

On the 16th of November, 18G2, he assumed command 
of the Fifth Army Corps, and fought in the hard-fought 
fight of Fredericksburg. On the 29th of November, 
1862, he was appointed Major General of Volunteers. 
On the 26th of January, 1863, Maj. Gen. Hooker ap- 
pointed Irim Chief of Stall of the Army of the Potomac. 

About this time, and while performing the aforesaid 
duties, he originated tlio system of calls, picket and out- 
post duty. He devised the present beautiful coat of 
arms of the Twelfth Regiment, and the Corps Badges and 
Flags that were adopted and worn by the Grand Army. 

Gen. Buttcrfield participated in the memorable battle 
of Cliancellorsvillo, and was requested by Gen. Meade, 
who relieved Gen. ITookcr, to ronrain on duty with him 
as Chief of Staff. He served accordingly, and gallantly 
fought in the terrilic battle of Gettysburg, where he was 
so severely wounded, that ho was compelled to retire 
from the field. 

On the 22d of Auj^ust, 1863, he entered on temporary 
duty with Gen. Hooker, at Washington. In the follow- 
ing October ho was ordered, as Chief of Stalf, with Gen. 
Hooker's command, to reinforce llvjsecrans' Army of 
the Cumberland, Gen. Butterficld's position placed him 
in the thickest of the conflict. He participated in the 
battles of Waahatchie,LookoutMountain, Mission Bridge, 
Tenn. ; Ravine Creek, and Ringgold, Ga. In February, 
1864, Gen. Grant ordered liini to convey important dis- 
patches to Gen. Sherman, at Meridian, 5liss. After his 
return, in April, 18(54, he was assigned to the command 
of the Third Division. This command he held during 
the Atlantic campaign, till renewed attacks of the fever 
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contracted during the peninsular campaiga of 1862, com- 
pelled him again to leave the field. Scarcely had lie re- 
cuperated, when he was exposed to the brunt of the 
battles of Buzzard Roost, Reseca, Cassville, Gilgal 
Churcii, Dfillap, New Hope Church, Gulp's Farm, Kene- 
Baw, and Lost Mountain. 

Ou the Ist of July, 18G3, while doing duty as Major 
General of Volunteers, ho was promoted to the Colonelcy 
of the Fifth Infantry, Regular Army. On the 13th of 
March, 1865, ho was appointed Brevet Major General 
United States Army, for gallant and meritorious conduct 
on the battlc-iieid. After a scries of brilliant achieve- 
ments, he was, on the 24th of August, 1865, mustered 
out of the service as Major General of Volunteers, return- 
ing to his rank in the Regular Array. 

Gen. Butterficid, is now Chief of the General Recruit- 
ing Department of the United States, at New York. 
His headquarters are in the magnificent Army Building, 
corner of Greene and Houston Streets. His affablo and 
courteous demeanor, his generosity and noble character, 
have won for him a host of admiring friends. 
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Major General Francis 0. Barlow. 

" Dulce et decorum est, pro patria moriJ^ Thus, iu 
the expressive language of the Roman bard, spoke Fran- 
cis C. Barlow, when traitorous hands fired at the time- 
honored walls of Fort Sumter. He naturally abhorred 
slavery and hated rebellion. His friends knew that he 
was a man who always practiced his theories ; but little 
did they dream that an intellectual young lawyer, wiili 
a large bnsiness and bright j)rospects, would enter as 
a private amone the "boys in blue." Mr. Barlow 
forgot personal danger and comforts, when the destrao- 
tion of our Republic was threatened* 

Unostentatiously he joined the Twelfth Begiment, as 
a priyate, in Company on the 20th of April, 1861. 
The purity, sincerity, and nobility of his character, for- 
bid us attribnting this remarkable condescension to any- 
thing, save patriotism. On the 21st of April, 1861, he 
departed with his regiment for Washington, to defend . 
the nation's capital. 

*' All honor to liira who, when danger afar 
Had lighted for rafai his ominoaa star, 
Left pleasure, and country, and kindred behind. 
Am sped to the shock on the wings of the wind." 

Unlike the majority of privates, Mr. Barlow, wliilo 
in camp, assiduously applied himself to the study of mili- 
tary tactics. His time was equally divided between 
duty, study, and repose. Merit so uncommon, could not 
remain long unappreciated. Hence, Col. Butterfield, 
who always rewarded genuine merit, offered him the 
position of First Lieutenant, in Company F, Twelfth 
Regiment, which he accepted. 

Having fulfilled his period of enlistment, he retarned 
to New York. Whilst internal enemies and external 
foes, were striving to demolish the gigantic and beauti- 
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fal proportions of oar Commonwealtli, ho could not re- 
main inactive. Hence, after the organization of the 
Sixty*Fir8t New York, he waa appointed its Lieutenant 
Colonel. His capacious intellect, quickly learned, as if 
by intuition, company evolutions, grand charges of bri- 
^des, and all the terrible and sublime machinations of 
war. 

Soon he was assigned, with his regiment, to the Army 
of the Potomac, under Qen. McGlellan. Bnrinff the 
dreary months of Autumn and Winter of 1861, Lieut. 
Col. Barlow resolutely and carefully studied every 
chapter, in the books of tactics appointed for the army. 
His superiors easily perceived, that he was master of the 
art of war ;> hence, he was promoted to the rank of 
Colonel, when northern legions marched to the siege of 
Yorktown. 

After tlie lapse of a few fearful days, was fought 
the terrific battle of Fair Oaks. Never was Ameri- 
can valor so severely tested. During the bloody con- 
flict, Col. Barlow's regiment lost its color-bearer and 
four of the color guard. The brave Gen. Howard, hav- 
ing lost an arm. th^ command of his brigade devolved 
on Col. Barlow. At the nevcr-to-bc-forgotten battle 
of Antietam, he proved himself the liravest of the brave. 
To his eyes, on that occasion, death seemed despoiled of 
its terrors. He was shockinirly wounded in the groin 
and breast. The most eminent physicians and surgeons, 
pronounced his wounds curable, only by the Physician 
at whose command, Lazarus came forth from the tomb. 
And that Physician, through the instrumentality of a 
faithful and priceless wife, healed tlie wounded hero. 

Scarcely had he recovered, when treason concentrated 
its forces at Chancellorsville. Through the loni!; battle 
there fought, he gallantly led a victorious brigade ; 
and when leagued rebels poured upon the sunny slopes 
of Pennsylvania, Gen. Barlow led the same brigade 
through the brunt of that horrible engagement. Midst 
the bursting of shells and the thundering of cannon, 
when *' death bhots fell thick and fast," he fearlessly 
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rode in front of liis lino, encouraging tlie troops and 
exhorting tlicm to remain steadfast. 

The slayer death is everywhere, and maoy a form hath he.** 

Four bullets struck Gen. Barlow, and ho fell 
from his horse to the ground. Still the fierce fight 
rajjed, and the prostrate, bleeding General, lay on the 
field, exposed to the fire of friend and foe. Whilst in 
that deplorable condition, he found not a generous 
friend, nor a [litying foe," till night's sable mantle fell 
upon the gory ground. When the mild moon rose up 
slowly and looked calmly down on the corpse-strewn 
battle-field, he was found by the rebel Gcacral, Early, 
who, while passing, discovered his rank. Supposing 
the spark of life to have fled, Gen. Early, though a 
traitor, yet a man, paused with his staff officers to learn 
Ins name, muttering in gram accents : '* We can do 
nothing for that dead general save to glvo him a decent 
burial." Though his life-blood was fast flowing away, 
Gen* Barlow raised his bleeding head and feeble voice, 
and gave Early this grave reply : " I will live to fight 
you yet, General." As if gifted with knowledge of the 
future, these words, were fully verified, at tlie battle of 
Spottsylvania Court House. 

In 1864, Gen. Barlow resumed his command, and 
participated in the great battles of the Wilderness. 
During one of these conflicts he captured a whole 
division of Gen. Early's troops, commanded by Gen. 
Johnson, with forty pieces of artillery and other valu- 
able spoils. He was promoted to a Major Generalship, 
while the army lay in front of Petersburg ; and when 
rebellion fought its last fight before Bichmond, he had 
the gratification of beholding, the great stubborn army 
of the South conquered, by the valiant troops of the 
North. 

Gen. Barlow was nominated by the Union party, of 
the State of New York, in the Autumn of 1865, for the 
office of Secretary of State. The Democrats nominated 
Gen. Blocum, . as an opposition candidate ; but Gen. 
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EarlovT was elected, by a majority of 28,000. His excel- 
lent executive abilities, rendered him an honor to the 
Gorenifiient of the Empire State. 

The Twelfth liegiment is proud, to have his noble 
name and heroic deeds, ou its Imnorary roll. Not 
without cause ; for, what other rej^imeut in our vast Re- 
public, can name a graduate from its ranks, with a 
character so illnstriotis and brave, as that of Maj. 
Gen. Francis C. Barlow ? 

He now fills tlie important position of United States 
Marshal, for the Southern District of New York. » 
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Brig. Gen. William G. Waud. 

This gentlemau is a graduate of Columbia College, of 
the oity of New York, lie enlisted in the Twelfth 
Regiment on the 4th of Marcli, 1854, as a private, in 
Company F. Ho served in all the non-commissioned 
grades, and 'was elected Captain of said company. On 
the 22d of January, 1857, Col, Cocks appointed him 
Adjutant of the Twelfth Eegiment. In the month of 
March, 1860, he raised two new companies, which 
necessarily involved no small expenditure of personal 
wealth. Narrow-minded parties, jealous of his popu- 
larity, preferred charges against him that caused his 
arrest , but, when tried by a court-niarlial, he was 
honorably discharged. 

On the 25th of May, 18G0, he was uiuuiimously elected 
Major of the Twelfth Regiment, and filled said position 
till the 25th of the following November, when he was 
clioscn Lieutenant Colonel of the aforesaid command. 
He went to the seat of war with his regiment (GoL 
Battcrfield commanding) in 1861. 

On the 25th of October, 1861, he was elected Com- 
mandant of the Twelfth, tIco Col. Butterfield promoted. 
He led his regiment to the seat of war in 1862, and 
manifested firmness, self-denial, and bravery at the 
battle of Harper's Ferrj. He gave to his men a noble 
example of heroism and valor ; and he sympathized with 
tliem. Frequently daring the siege did he relieve, in 
person, the exhausted gunners. His presence dispelled 
fear, liowever great the danger. 

During the campaign of 1862, he acted for a time as 
Bfigadier General. 

In 1863 he went with his regiment, on what was 
termed the Pennsylvania campaign. The previous 
service of the Twelfth had worn but its uniforms and 
equipments. To obtain funds from the State or National 
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Treasuries, to purchase new uniforms, was a slow and 
an uncertain process. Hence, OoL Ward, with rare, 
bnt characteristic munificence, defrayed the greater part 
of the expense incarred in uniforming and equipping the 
Twelfth for the Pennsylvania campaign* It is stated, 
that ten thousand dollars would not cover the 
amounts which he has advanced from his private fortune, 
for the maintenance of the Twelfth Begiment, since the 
date of his first commission in the same. 

In the month of November, 1866, Col. Ward was 
unanimously elected Brigadier General of the First 
Brigade, N. G. S. N. Y. This position he now fills, 
with honor to himself and entire satisfaction to all 
parties interested in or connected with the regiments 
whicU constitute his brigade.

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Brbtet Brio. Gest. Fred. T. Locke. 

Tiiis gentleman's military connection with tho Twelfth 
Regiment comprises a period of more than thirteen 
years. He was a member of Company G, " Independ- 
ence Guard," from which tlie Regiment subsequently 
took its distinctive name. He paspcd throiif^h the 
various non-comTnissloncd grades, and was promoted 
from tlic post of First Sergeant, to the office of First 
Lieutenant. The year previous to the reiinllion he 
was made Adjutant of the Twelfth, under Col. 
Buticrtield. In this capacity ho served the llegiment 
during the first three months' campaign of the war. 
Immediately after he was appointed, by the President, 
to the important position of Assistant Adjutant General 
of Yolun leers. He was assigned to Porter^s Division, 
Army of the rotomac. In this capacity he acted 
until the capture of Yorktown. After the formation 
of the Fifth Army Corps, in May, 1862, he was made 
its Adjutant General, and promoted to a Lieutenant 
Colonelcy. He continued in this position during the con- 
tinuance of the war. In nearly all the engagements by the 
Potomac Army, he fought. In tliC3 campaign under Gen. 
Pope ho ulbO manifested incomparable bravery. On the 
8th of May, ISG-l, Brevet Brig. Gen. Locke, whilst gal- 
lantly fightino^ under Gen. Grant, was dangerously 
vonnded at the battle of Spottsylvania Court House. 
The wounds received there, were so severe, that he was 
necessitated to remain inactive for five weary weeks* 
Bat at the end of that time he rejoined his command, 
though not entirely healed. 

In the Autumn of 1864, he was promoted to a full 
Colonelcy, for distlnguislied gallantry, and meritorious 
service in the battles and marches of the campaign. 

On the 9th day of April, 1865, that eventful day, 
whoso name and date arc synonymous with tlio over- 
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throw of treason, Gcu. Locke had tlio satisfaction of 
witnessin^r the surrender of Leo aud his defeated arm v. 
A few weeks afterward, he was appointed Brevet 
Brigadier General, for faitliCul service and conspicuous 
gallantrj, at the battle of Fire Forks. 

Among the many heroes of the late war, it is difficult 
to find one whose record is more brave and brilliant 
than Gen. Locke's. 

The following list of battles, in which he participated, 
eulogizes him more than anj language which could be 
used in theso pages. His name is identified with the 
severest engagements of the war, for the suppression of 
the rebellion* 

He commanded at the siege of Yorktown, at the 
battles of Hanover Court House, Mcchanicsville, Gaines's 
Mills, 'Turkey Bend, Malvern Hill, second Bull Run, 
Antietam, Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, 
Wilderness, Spottsylvania Court House, Appomatoz 
Conrt House, and Five Forks. 

His term of service comprised a period of four ycar^ 
and five months. During three years of said period, he 
performed the arduous and responsible duties of Adju- 
tant General and Chief of Staff, of the largest corps in 
the army. 

It has been the good fortune of Gen. Locke to receive 
the most flattering and complimentary testimonials from 
Gens. Butterfield, Barry, Ciiamberlain, and Grant. 
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Col. John Ward. 

This gentleman is a brother of Brig. Gen. Ward. 
Like the latter, he is ia figure dignified, in manner 
affable and courteous, or suavifer in modo, sed for (iter in 
re. He graduated at Columbia College in 1858, at the 
Columbia Law School in 1860, and at the University 
Medical College in 1864. His knowledge of military 
tactics is thorough. 

In the year 1851 Col. Ward joined the Twelfth Regi- 
ment, as First Lieutenant of Company A. In the latter 
part of June, 18G1, he was unanimously elected Captain 
of said company, but resigned the position in February, 
1862. 

In March, 1862, he again entered the Twelfth, being 
chosen Captain of Company F. 

On Friday, July 2G, 1861, Col. Ward, then Captain of 
Company A, led one of four companies commanded by 
Capt. Husoii, crossed the Shenandoah, and occupied the 
celebrated block-liouses built ou Loudon Heights by the 
rebels under Gen. Joseph Johnston. The command 
held the block-lionsos till after the evacuation of Har- 
per's Ferry by Gen. Banks. In 1862 Col. Ward went a 
second time to the seat of war, with the Twelfth Regi- 
ment. Daring this campaign he commanded Company 
F. His daring and fearless spirit, his remarkable power 
of expelling fear and instilling courage, were notorions 
tliroughoat the Regiment, fience he was chosen, at a 
time when the bravest dreaded togo outside the lines, 
to reconnoitre Loudon Heights. He scouted for miles 
through the country surrounding said heights ; and this 
he did at the peril of his life. 

Wheu the siege of Harper's Ferry began, Col. (then 
Capt.) Ward crossed the pontoon bridge, with Surgeon 
Draper, to reconnoitre. Immediately thereafter rebel 
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sharpsliooierfi appeared on Maryland Heigbts, and 

opened a sharp fire on the party. 

On his rctnrn from Harper's Ferry, he commanded 
Company F, until October, 1866, when he was elected 
Major of the Twelfth* On the promotion of Col. Wm. 
G. Ward to the command of tlie First Brigade, M^jor 
Joltn Ward was elected Colonel, on the 4th of January, 
1867. 

If . all our regiments were commanded by gentlemen 
of intelligence, wealth, and Christian character, like 
Col. John Ward, the National Guard would be, what 
legislators meant it should be, the defense and glory of 
tlio Empire State* 
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Ebv, Stephen H. TrNG, Jb. 

This eminent divine reeelr^ his commission as Chap- 
kin of the Twelfth Regiment, on the 18th day of June, 
1863. He accompanied it during the Pennsylvania cam- 
paign, and like St. Paul, made himself ''all things to all 
mon," for the GospeFs sake. Ilcncc his success in per- 
forming the important and sacred duties of his ofiice. 
In camp as in city, he manifested the genuine spirit of 
a noble minister of the Lord. 

The suavity of manners, geniality, unpretentions bear- 
ing, ardent zeal and exalted intellip ofice of Rev. Stephen 
11. Tyng, jr., have given him a wonderful control over 
the minds, not only of the officers and members of the 
Twelfth Regiment, but also of all who Iiave had the 
happiness to hear his voice or feel his influence. He is a 
piMme mover in every enterprise inaugurated to spread 
the Gospel, or alleviate the woes of the poor and aban- 
doned in this great metropolis. 

"Oh, blessed Charity I Beligionmfld! 

Thy pcntle smiles are never meant to wound; 
No jeat hast thou for error's helpless child, 
But holy tears, and love without a bound. 
Thy constant votaries ! — ^they are seldom fonnd.'* 

To attempt a eulogy of Rev. S. H. Tyng, jr., a gen- 
tleman whose character is so favorably known to the 
world, would be superfluous. He needs no praise in 
those pages. Ministers of every denomination love 
and admire him ; and tlie Tvelftli Regiment sincerely 
hopes that lie may continne to be its beloved Obaplaiti 
for many years to come.

This gentleman is a gradaate of Brovn University, 
His military career began by raising, a company, called 
** Brown University Guards." It was composed of 160 
young gentlemen, all of whom became distinguished 
officers in the Union Army during the rebellion. Ho 
snbsequently received an appointment on the Staff of 
Gov. Sprague. In 1858 be joined the First Company 
of the Seventh Regiment, N« G. S. N. Y. After a brief 
service , therein, he was called to serve on the. Staff of 
Gen. (then Col.) Batterfield, as Paymaster of the 
Twelfth. When the Twelfth Regiment went to tho 
seat of war, in 1861, Lieat CoL Sattorlee was mtlior- 
ized to raise a new company to fill the letter K. In 
two days he recruited 102 men, whom he conducted' 
to Roche's Mills, at that time the most exposed and 
of dangerous position in the Union Army. He was one 
the few who went to tho seat of war immediately after 
marriage. As soon as lie had joined his regiment, it 
was made known to him that the commissioned officers 
were not supplied wi th revolvers. He instantly ordered , 
on his own account, two thousand eight hundred dollars 
worth of revolvers, to be presented to the officers of the 
Twelfth Regiment. During a portion of his term, in 
1861, he acted as an officer in the Secret Service. In 
1862 he went to tlio seat of war, as Lieutenant Colonel of 
tlie Twelfth Regiment, and commanded for a time at 
Harper's Ferry. There he also acted as President of 
the Court-Martial convened to try capital offenses. 

Lieut. Col. Sattcrlee's generous and selt-sacrificini^ 
disposition is well and favorably known. Whilst many 
officers carclcsslv rodo bv their sick and wearied men, 
he frequently descended from his saddle and allowed 
tlie lame of his command to ride on horseback. Wlien 
the regiment reached Frederick, Md., none liad quarters 
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save the ofl&cers, but he nobly refused to accept any 
other dccommodation tlian those enjoyed by the rank 

and file. 

He is authorized by the Governor of tlie Slate of 
New York to raise a brigade on Staten Island. As 
soon as it will be organized, he is to be its General. 
Ho is of commanding statare and dignified presence ; 
possesses a vigoroas, liberal mind, and a memory remark- 
ably retentive. He has a keen sense of tlie ladicrotis 
and a brilliant wit, which, in addition to an inex- 
hanstible store of pleasant reminiscences, make him an 
agreeable companion* He has, too, that frank, open- 
hearted generosity and noble unselfishness which render 
him at once the popular commander and beloved fellow- 
officer. 



Maj. Knox. 

Few can boast of a more honorable record than Maj. 
Knox during his i$onnection with tiie TwelfUi Regiment 
and durinff the war. He was a private in the Engineer 
Corps of tills command, and by meritorious conduct was 
promoted to the rank of Migor in the United States 
Cavalry. 



QUABI£BMAST£E H. T. AbNOLD, 

Appointed April 1861, acted with the Twelfth during 
the campaigns of 1861, 1862, and 1863. 



Engihebb Bbnjaihet S. Chubch. 

This officer, a member of tho Twelfth, will be remem- 
bered and respected as long as history narrates the bat- 
tles of Arlington Heights. 
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Cnpt. Cliarcli was sent forth to roconnoitre in various 
sections of YirLriiiia. He ])re})ared a map of the couii- 
try wbicli lie traversed during his reconnoissances ; said 
map was for tlje War Department. It was pronounced 
and proved io bo tlie raost accurate map over presented 
to the GoTeniment. SubEcquently he was detached on 
special duty, with Lieut. Snvdcr. of the United States 
Eiip;ineers, and chose the sites of the formidable fortifi- 
cations on Arlington Heights. Durino; the survey he 
hod several narrow escapes from death, being constantly 
under fire. He was also captured, but, through his dex- 
terity and bravery, escaped from tlio rebels. Su))se- 
quently he was promoted Brigade Major of the Second 
Brigade. 



Engineeb Meriak. 

This brave young officer was a member of Church's 
Engineer Corps, in the Twelfth Regiment. On account 
of nieriloi ious conduct, he was transferred to the Regu- 
lar Service, and participated in the attack on Charles- 
ton, on board the iron-clad Weehawken. 



SUBGEON ThUBSION* 

This eminent surgeon was for a long time connected 
with the Twelfth. His exalted abilities having been 
communicated to the Surgeon General, he was appointed 
Chief of the Medical Stafl: in the West. 



Assistant Surceon Weib. 

This gentleman, on account of his surgical skill, was 
placed in charge of the General Hospital at Frederick,

Previous to the joining of this corps with the Twelfth 
Regiment, in 1847, little is known of its history, except 
that it was an independent organization, composed of 
respectable citizens. When, in 1847, it joined this 
Regiment, it was styled the "Light Guard,'^ and com- 
manded by Capt. Vincent. 

This company rendered Taluablc services to the 
Union cause during the great struggle between loyalty 
and treason. It went to the seat of war, in 1861, with 
the following officers : 

Captain, Geo. H. Barr. Subsequently nnder Capt. 
John Ward, jr. 

First Lieutenant, J. M. Ferry. 

Second Lieutenant, W. H. Hoagland. 

Second Second Lieutenant, J. M. Mandeville. 

Corporal Abner E. Benedict, of tliis company, was ap- 
pointed Second Lieutenant, U. S. A., in 18(U ; distin- 
giiislied liimself in several cnpragements, and was pro- 
moted Captain in tlie Hei^ular Army. He died wliile in 
service at one of the forts in New York Harbor, from 
his wounds and fever contracted on the field. 

Corporal Seaiy, of this company, also, rose to the rank 
of Assistant Adjutant General, and was posted at Hilton 
Head, South Carolina. 

Frederick Thompson, after leaving this cor|)s, became 
an Aid-de-Camp on Gen. Hooker's Staff, fought in sev- 
eral severe battles, was dangerously wounded, and com- 
pelled to leave the field. 

S. L. Prankard, after Company A returned from tlic 
scat of war, in 1862, went to St. Louis, raised a com- 
pany of 100 men, distinguished himself in the en- 
gagements with the rebel Gen. Price and tlie Union 
forces. For gallantry shown at the battle of Frederick- 
town, he was promoted to ilic position of Lieutenant 
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Colonel, and commanded for some time Ihe post of 

Rolla. 

George B. Swan left the company in 1863, removed 
to Dubuque, Iowa, joined^ an Iowa regiment, went to 
Tennessee, and after having been appointed a Major, 
was killed wliile reconnoitring inside the enemy's lines* 

John Mcllvain, after the company's first campaign, 
went to Wheeling, Va., and became First Lieutenant of 
the Union Guard/' a company raised through his 
exertions. 

Charles M. Livingston, as soon as the company was 
mustered out of service, received the appointment of 
Quartermaster nndor Gen. Marti ndale. 

Jo^pph D. Merritt served with the company during 
tlie campaigns of 1861, 1862, and 180'), and afterward 
joined a Connecticut regiment, as Second Lieutenant, 
but after the battle of Gettysburg was promoted to Uie 
office of Lieutenant Colonel. 

Capt. J. M. Ferry commanded this company dnr- 
ing its stay at Fort McHenry, Baltimore. The qualities 
which he manifested were an ardent love oi discipline, 
bravery, and self-possession. His Lieutenants at the 
aforesaid fort were J. M. Mandeville and Armstrong. 
They were gentlemen fully competent to fulfill the duties 
of their office. 

Thomas Stanton left New York after the Twelfth^s 
return in 18(>2, joined a Maryland regiment just before 
the baUlc ol" Gettysburg, became a First Limi tenant, 
and distinguished himself in the last-named engagement. 

Hiram McFarlain went with the Regiment through 
the campaigns of 1861, 1862, and 1863, left New York 
with the Eighty-Fourth Ohio, fought in ten battles, and 
came Lome with the rank of Mijor.

William II. Murphy, the present Adjutant of the 
Regiment, enlisted in Company A on the 19th of April, 
1861, served during the campaign of tliat year, and also 
with his company at Fort Mcllcnry in \iC)'2 ( this com- 
pany being detached for artillery duty at the Fort, 
whilst the remaining companies of the Kegiment were 
ordered to Harper^s ffcrry). While in Fort McHenry, ho 
was detailed as First Sergeant of Company A, and re- 
mained in tiiat posijlaon until the return of the Be^iment 
to New York. While on duty during the riots of 1863, 
Serg. Mnrphy was detailed as acting Sergeant Major, 
and was warranted as such by Col. Wm. G. Ward, 
September 30, 1863, remaining Sergeant Major for four 
years. He was appointed Adjutant May 20, 1867, and 
performs the arduous duties of his office to his own credit 
and the satisfaction of his superiors.

Previous to 1847, this corps was known as the 
City Musketeers, commanded by Captain Palmer. 
Several facts relative to the past history of the company 
are here presented for the gratification of its members. 
Said facts, or at least some of them, may not bo precisely 
ad rem^ still, they are given ia full, at the requcist of ex- 
officers of Company B. 

On Thursday, the 14th day of October, 1852, the 
" Citizens Corps," under the command of Capt. Thomas 
Kirk, paraded for their second annual excursion, and tlic 
pleasure and military ardor aroused on that occasion 
led to the formation of the Washington Light Guard. 

At a meeting of the members of the " Citizens Corps," 
held at the Bowery Hotel (395 Bowery), on tlie evening 
of January 12, 1853, it was resolved to form a mili- 
tary company, to be attached to some regiment of the 
State Militia, and the company name was decided to 
be tlie Washington Light Guard/' At a subsequent 
meeting officers were elected as follows : 

For Captain, Tliomas Kirk. 
** First Lieutenant, Peter M. Willson. 
" Second Lieutenant, John H. Stokes. 
•* Orderly Sergeant, Charles Russell. 
" Secretary, Henry W. Genet. (State Senator.) 

Cliarlcs Russell shortly after resigned as a member 
of the company, and as the position of Orderly became 
vacant, Edwin P. Whitcomb was elected Orderly, and 
acted as such until his time expired. 

A petition, signed by the members, was forwarded to 
the Governor of the State, requesting that the company 
migiit be placed in some infantry regiment doing duty 
in this city. 

The City Musketeers (Company B, Twelftli Regi- 
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raent) were about di.sbandiag at this time (early in the 
Summer, 1853), and tlioir charter was duly transmitted 
to Oapt. Kirk and his company. First company 
parade of the Washington Light Guard tooli place 
November 22, 1853. 

At the yearly meetinir, held January 5, 1S54, by 
resolution, the 22d day of February was adopted as its 
anniversary. The company at this time was fully ad- 
mitted to the Twelfth Regiment, and had attended 
regimental drills. 

Capt. Tiiouias Kirk died April 3, 1854, and was 
buried on Tuesday, April 4, 1854. 

The following companieB, in connection with Com- 
pauj B, parading by the order of Col. Stebbins : 

Lafayette Fusileers, Capt. French. 
Baxter Blues, Capt. Waterbury. 
City Blues, Capt. 

On Uay 11, 1854, the following officers were elected : 
Captain, Thomas Tiiomas (late of the Cambrian 
Musketeers); Second Lieutenant, Henry W. Qenet, now 
State Senator. At this election CoL Stebbins, Lieut. 
OoL Hart^ and Adjut. Steams, were present. 

First Parade of this company took place on May 31, 
1864. 

Second Parade, July 4, 1854. 

April 25, 1855.— Capt. Thomas died. April 29, 
1856— Funeral of Capt. Thomas; the following com- 
panics parading with Company B : Cambrian Mus- 
ketcerSt Lieut. Short; National Guard (of Brooklyn, L.I.), 
Captain Sprague ; and Tomkins Blues, Company 0; 
Baxter Blues, Company H ; City Blues, Company D; 
Independence Guard, Company E ; Baxter Guards Com- 
pany I ; LafaN'ettc Fusileers, Company F ; and Engineer 
Corps, all of the Twelfth Kcfjinient ; tlic whole forming 
a battalion under command of Capt. Bcsson. 

Tfie offices of Captain, First Lieutenant, and Second 
Licuto!iant, being vacant, an clecLioii was ordered to 
lill vacancies, on June 4, 1 855, with the following result! 
3 
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Captain, Benjamin E. Bremncr ; Second Lieutenant, 
William Gee ; no name being submitted for First 
Lieutcnan t. 

July 16, 1855. — Resignation of Capt. Bremner ac- 
cepted. 

The resignation of Capt. Bremner left the company 
under the command of Second Lieut. Gee. An elcciion 
was ordered by Col. R. French, to take place on the 
evening of September 24, 1855, and which resulted in 
the election of John H. Dixon as Captain, and Fred- 
erick Frye as First Lieutenant. 

On May 19, 1856, William Huson (late Gaptaia of 
Company A, Tenth Regiment, N. Y. S. M.) was duly 
elected Captain of this company. 

At a special meetine of the company, held on October 
31, 1859, it was resolved to apply for a charter for a 
company of the Twenty-Second Regiment, said regiment- 
al district being vacant at the time. A roll was pre* 
pared and signed by all the active members of the late 
Company B, Twelfth Regiment. 

An election wa3 lield on this evening for Captain, 
which resulted in the election of Capt. William Huson. 

At a meeting of the company held on March 14, 1859, 
Private Phinny Ayrcs was elected First Lieutenant ; 
N. L. Hanson, Second Lieutenant ; A. K. P. Dennett, 
Orderly Sergeant. 

Lieut. P. Ay res' resignation as First Lieutenant was 
accepted on December 12, 1859. 

February 15, I860.— Private B. B. Stead was elected 
First Lieutenant of this company. 

From tills, until the time tho Regiment was ordered 
to Washington, in April, 1861, nothing of importance 
occurred as relating peculiarly to this company. 

On April 21, 1861, in coinplianco with General Order 
No. 1^, Twelfth Regiment, the foliowing active mem- 
bers of Company B embarked for Washington :

First Lieut. 1^. C. Stead beinsr unable to leave with 
the Company on its dGparturc (subsequently went out 
OS Captain of a company in the Second Rciyiment, N. Y. 
S. M.), the position of First Lieutenant being vacant, 
the following promotions were made : 

Second Lieut. N. L. Hansen to First Lieutenant. 

Ord. Sergt A. K. P. Dennett to Second Lieutenant. 

Corporal Arnold Goodwin to Orderly Sergeant. 

Subsequently, Ord. Sergt. Arnold Goodwin was pro- 
moted to Second Lieutenant by Brevet, and Second 
Sergt. C. L. W. Brenner was appointed Orderly 
Sergeant. 

Shortly after this, Oapt Wm. Hason resigned, for the 
purpose of accepting a captainey in a regiment at that 
time organizing. 

On or about the same time, the largest portion of tho 
members' time having expired, they obtained their dis- 
charge, and the organization formed in January 12, 
1853, came virtually to an end. 

The following officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
privates of B Company volunteered their services to the 
• Government during the late war. 

Wm. Huson, late Captain of B Company, at tlie 
return of tho Regiment Irom tho three months' campaign, 
resigned his position as Captain of tho Company, and with 
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a number of tho old officers of the Twelfth, N. Y. S. M., 
started the organization of a regiment for the purnosn 
ofofifcring their serWces to the Govcrnmont for tlirce 
years, or during the war. Subsequently, the volunteers 
raised were consolidated into five compaiiio?, with orders 
to report to the Twelfth Regiment, N. Y. S. V. (from 
Oneida County), at that time stationed at Upton's 
Hill, Va, Capt. Iluson received a commission from 
the Governor of this State (E.'D. Morgan), bearing 
date of February B, I8G2, appointing him as Captain of 
B Company, Twelfth Regiment, N. Y. S. V. He left 
with his command shortly after, and joined the Twelfth 
Regiment, N. Y. S. V., at Upton's Hill, Va., partici- 
pated with the Regiment in the following battles and 
skirmishes :

At the battle of GhancellorsvUle, the term of the por- 
tion of the members of the Turelfth, from Oneida County, 
having expired (this being originally one of the two 
years regiments), tlic members from New York City were 
consolidated into four companies, and Oapt. Huson order- 
cd to take command ; their name was at the same time 
changed to the "New York Battalion." This bat- 
talion was ordered out on a reconnoitre, and becoming 
lost from the brigade for twenty-four hours, bivonackcd 
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for the night on the banks of the Rapidan and Rap- 
pahannock, at a place called Scott^s A£Ul,aad oa the day 
following rejoined the brigade. 

Capt. Huson Avas mustered out of* the service on July 
1, 18(>3. having been rendered supernumerary by tlTe 
consolidation of the battalion into two companies for 
Provost Guard duty at the headquarters of the Fifth 
Army Corps, the companies being placed under com- 
mand of Capt. II. W. liider, an old officer of the 
Twelfth, N. Y. S. M. 

Lieut. E. 13. Stead joined the Second Regiment, N. Y. 
S. -Mm at tlic commcnccmeul of the war, and received a 
commission as Captain. 

Lewis L. Stewart enlisted as private in the Sixty- 
Sixth Regiment, N. Y. S. Y., and rose to the rank of 
Captain in same regiment. 

The following members of this corps rendered valu- 
able services to the Government during the war : 

G. G. Tracy became a Oolonei of the 'Eighty -Sixth, 
Penn^lvaDla, after the battle of the Wilderness. 

J. D* Perry, on account of gallantry shown before 
Torktown, received the commission of Kigor in a Long 
Island Eegiment. 

Wm. O'Brien, formerly a Corporal in this Company, 
became a Captain of Yolunteers before the termination 
of the rebellion* 

Thomas Shea fonght in sixteen battles, and wlien 
dying of his wonnds in the Washington Hospital, re- 
quested that the name of Company B, Twelfth Begiment, 
should be painted on the "board of his grave." Com* 
pany B will yet build him a monument. 

/. L. Benjamin, after the Company's last term of ser- 
vice had expired in 1868, removed to Baltimore, and 
soon after was commissioned as First Lleatenant in Com- 
pany 1, Fifth Maryland Yolunteers. 

H. C. Byrne, who was a private in this company, 
in 18C2, is now a Captain in the Eegular Army, doing 
duty in New Mexico. 

Edward J. Jennings, formerly a corporal in this com- 
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pany, was promoted to the office of Major in the Sixty- 
Ninth Kentucky Volunteers. While reconnoitring the 
country around Murfreesboro, he was captured by a 
party of rebels, and when attempting to escape was 
unfortunately shot. 

Henry C. Plunkett, a relative of tlie last-named gen- 
tleman, was likewise a member of Company B during its, 
campaigns of 1861, 1862, and 1863. He joined the Eighty- 
Ninth New York Volunteers, and on account of gallantry 
shown before Petersburg, was presented wilk a gold 
medal and made a line officer in the United States Army. 

Jeremiah Sullivan was justofage when this corps first 
went to the scat of war. He took part in all the regi- 
mental campaigns, and subsequently became an aid on. 
the Staff of (Jcncral Wadsworlh. 

Isaac llalsey was a private in this Company in 1862. 
He is now a Captaia in the United States Army, 
stationed at Galveston, Texas. 



Capt. G« A. Banta, the present Commandant of Oom- 
pany B, has a noble war record. Did space allow, aa 
account of his services daring the rebellion would be 
given in fuU. Suffice it to saj» that he is a high-toned 
gentleman and a brave officer.

Tills organization, like every company in tlie Twelftii, 
existed preYions to 1847 as an independent body. At 
the time of its joining the Regiment it was known as 
the ''Tompkins Bines," nnder command of Capt* 
Besson* 

The present Commandant, William Y* Byrne, being 
now the senior officer of the Begiment, and the ro- 
organizer of C Company, deserres first mention. Ho 
joined the Twelfth in the year 1853, and acted as 
Commissary Sergeant on board the steamship Columbia, 
while transporting the RegimeDt to the seat of war, in 
1861. On the 29th of June, of the same year, Col. 
Butterfield appointed him Sergeant Migor, vhile in 
Camp Anderson. 

On the 26th of August, 1862, he was ordered, with 
fifty-eight men, to defend the Shenandoah Valley, 
against the raids of Stewart^s Cavalry. On the 14th 
of September, 1862, in command of Companies G andK, 
guarded the pontoon bridgo at Harper's Ferry. 

While in the ilcld this company was noted for its 
superior drill and discipliue, which, of course, are in a 
great degree attribatable to the efficiency of Capt. 
William Y. Byrne. 

At the reorganization of the company, in December, 
1861, the following were its officers :

J. C. Shaw, at one time an active member of this 
company, is a Captain in the United St&tes Army. He 
fought at Galveston. 

Sydney Com well, a private, joined a New Hampshire 
regiment, and retarned with tlie rank of Lientenant 
Colonel. 

Henry Maguire, an old member of this corps, rose to 
the position of First Lieutenant in a Monroe Conntv 
regiment, and fell before Petersburg — that spot which 
proved so fatal to New York troops. 

Hiram Sanford went with the Twelfth through all 
its campaifrns, ro-enlisted in a Brooklyn regiment, and 
became a Second Lieutenant. 

F. L. Sherman, a fine-looking soldier, after the Regi- 
ment returned from Harper's Ferry Joined the Sixteenth 
New Jersey as First Lieutenaufc, and was serioosly 
wounded at Malvern Hill. 

George Kunkel went with the company through tho 
campaigns of 18f)l-2 ; joined the Fifth Regiment, and 
rose to the position of Quartermaster. In 1864 he was 
sent to Fortress Monroe, to aid in the exchange of 
prisoners. He fell a victim to yellow fever before 
Lee's surrender. 

Henry Hoftman, a relative of the present Oovernor 
of New York, left this company in 1863, enlisted iti tho 
Seventy-First N. Y. S. M., and for gallantry and meri- 
torious conduct, was promoted to the office of Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Forty-Eighth New Jersey Yolunteers. 

William L. Tracy, also once a private in this corps, 
joined the last-named regiment and became a First 
Lieutenant

Originally this Company was distinguished as " Guard 
Lafayette,'^ under command of Capt. Leclerc. In addi- 
tion to its alphabetic title, it is now known as the 

Wehstcr Guard.'' 

Brig. Gen. Jolin E. Bcndix was the organizer and 
first Captain of E Company. Its origin dates back to 
November, 1847. He commanded it for several years 
after its joining the Twelfth* 

The following abbreviated facts relative to him, will 
no donbt be read with pleasure by those who have known 
him : 

He was promoted Lieutenant Colonel Eleventh Bcgi- 
ment, N. G., Angnst 25, 1858. Organized the Seventh 
Begiment Volunteers, and elected Colonel April, 1861. 

Mustered into the United States service April 23, 1861. 
Embarked for Fortress Monroe, Va., May 26th, arrived 
at Fortress Monroe May 23th. May 29th, joined expedi- 
tion under command of Col. Phelps, and took possession 
of Newport News, Ya., May 30tli. 

June 9th, ordered to take command of detachments of 
the First Vermont, Fourth Massachusetts Militia, and 
Seventh N. Y. Y., about 900 men, and joined expedi- 
tion from Fortress Monroe against Big Bethel. Loss 
to the Seventh, seven killed and twenty wounded. 

Hesigned position on the 7th, and put in command of 
tlie Tenth Regiment N. Y. Y. by Gov. Morgan. Sep- 
tember 2, 1861, on duty in Fortress Monroe all Winter. 
April 9 and 10, 1862, commanded guns in the fort 
during the engagement with the vchcl ram Merrimac. 

May 9, 1862, joined expedition to Norfolk, Ya. May 
10, 1862, captured Norfolk, when the flag of the Tenth 
Reginiciit was hoi.stGd on Norfolk Custom Ilouse, being 
thu iirst Union flag raised since Virginia seceded. 
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Commenced fortifications in Norfolk Harbor until 
June f>, 1862, wlien lie was ordered with his command 
to report to (rcn. McClellan, in front of Richmond. 

Joined the Fourth Brigade, Third Division (Regulars), 
Fifth Corps, June 9, I8G2. Engaged in the seven days' 
fight. Loss in killc l and wounded, thirty men. Here 
Gen. Bendix was slightly wounded in the ankle, but 
did not leave the field. 

Engaged in second Bull Run. Loss, killed and 
wounded, 160 men, three officers. 

Engaged in battle of Antietam. Loss, twenty men. 
Engaged in battle of Fredericksburg December 12, 1 802. 
Loss in killed and wounded, iGO men, seven officers. 
Gen. Bendix was wounded in the neck, and forced 
to leave the field. Sent home on leave of absence for 
twenty days, on December 25, 1862* 

Joined his regiment January 16, 1863. Took com- 
mand of the Fourth Brigade, Third Division, Second 
Corps, and remained in command till April 26th, when 
ordered home to be mastered out of sernce, the term of 
his raiment having expired. Mustered out May 7, 1863. 
Breveted Brigadier General of Volunteers by the Presi- 
dent August 28, 1865. 

Breveted Brigadier General N. G. September 6, 1866. 
Organized Third Regiment Infantry (Bendix Zouaves) 
November 27, 1865, and is now in command of said 
Eegiment. 

Gen. Bendix has served in the State N. G. in every 
grade since ISIO. Has been in commission over twenty 
years, and is the oldest commissioned officer in commis* 
sion at the present date. 

It lm« been the fortune of this corps to be always 
commanded by well-qnalified officers. In the campaigns 
of 1861, it was undQjr the following intelligent and 
active officers :

First Lieutenant, L H. Ackerman. 
Second Lieutenant, J. A. Lewis, jr. 
Second Lieutenant, James Gray. 
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Lieut. Col. Knox McAffee. 

Amonq: the distinguished ex -members of E Company, 
Kuox MeAffec is foremost. He joined the Tweliih on 
the 29th of April, 1862 ; served as Captain of this com- 
pany during the campaigns of 18G2 and 1863. The 
Empire State sent not to the seat of war a braver offi- 
cer than Capt. Knox McAffee. He was promoted to 
the position of Major on the 4ih of January, 1867, and 
on the 12th of April of the same year elected Lfentenant 
Colonel of the Twelfth Regiment. As a military instrnct* 
or he has few equals. His movements are quick and grace- 
ful, his Toice clear and powerful. When he commands, 
every man in the battalion distinctly hears. His superior 
talents, both as a gentleman and an officer, liave pro- 
cured for him the respect and admiration of the officers 
and members of the £>egiment 

Francis Gram, an excellent matliematician, after bis 
discharge from the corps, removed to Annapolis, Md. ; 
is now an instructor in the Naval Academy. 

John J. Dawson was transferred from this Company 
in 1862. He acted as Commissary at City Point dur- 
ino" the stay of the Union Army at that place. 

M. L. Ehlers joined E Company, Twelfth Regi- 
ment, on the 19th of April, 1861. lie served with the 
Twelfth duruv^ tliG campaigns of 1861. On the 12th of 
Septomber, in the year last mentioned, he was commis- 
sioned as Second Lieutenant in the Fifty-Second N. Y. 
Y. For signal bravery, he was promoted as First Lieu- 
tenant on the 10th of March, 1862, and was made Cap- 
tain in the next December. The following battles in 
which he fought bear ample testimony to his dash and 
gallantry : 

He took part in the battles of Fair Oaks, Gaines's 
Mill, Peach Orchard, Savage Station, White Oak Bridge, 
Malvern liiU, Second Bull Run, South Mountain, Antie- 
tam, and Fredericksburg. At the last named battle, 
whilst leading his company through the thick of the 
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figbt, lie was dangerously wounded by gun-shot through 
the right lung, arm, and leg* In the bloody battle of 
Eredoricksbnrg he was severely wounded in the abdo- 
men and side by fragments of a shell. These injaries 
incapacitated him for actiTe serTice* Hence he was 
transferred to the Veteran Beserye Corps on the 10th 
of December, 186B, with the rank of Captain. For gal- 
lant and meritorious services he was Breveted Major, 
Lieutenant Colonel, and Colonel U. S. V. on the 18th 
of March, 1865. Since the close of the war he has oc- 
cupied important positions in the army^ lately in 
Georgia. 

One of the remarkable incidents in the history of 
this company, is the competitive drill which took place 
between it and the Montgomery Guard, of Boston, i, 
Company T, Nintli Rcijiment, Massachusetts Militia. 

Said drill "came Sff" on the 30th of July, 18()8, 
at Tompkins Square, in the city of New York. More 
than twenty thousand people assembled to witness 
the same. A champion flag was the prize to bo awarded 
the victors. Rules and regulations agreeable to both 
companies were adopted. Still, so great was the parti- 
san spirit manircsted by the friends and adherents of 
the Boston company, that editorials were written con- 
demning the manner in which said company was de- 
feated. These false rumors caused the referee, Major 
Egan, U. S. A., to write the following letter : 



Co/one/ I see itk some of the papers of to-day tbat surprise is 



(although a stran<::er till yesterday to yon aiid yoar officers) to give 
you an account of tbat decision. 

Both judges, tlic one on ihe purt of your company and the one on 
the part of the company from Boston, as they coold not agree, left 
the decision to me, and I gave the flag to the company of your regi* 
ment for the followincr rortf^on? : 

In every part of tie (Irill. >;ive tlio nmnnnl of arms, the company of 
your regiment followed the tactics taiLiiiuiiy and excelled the con- 
testing company. The marching, manceavring, and steadiness in carry- 
ing arms, time of step, dress ana attention of the men, were all better,

that the other company did not follow. 

. Capt. Fiuao'a company excelled tin oiic of yonr regiment in the 
manual, bat not enough to counter balance its deficiencies in other 
Kspeots. 

I see, also, there ia an accusation of foul play. T certainly did not 

sec nny of it, thon2;h I faithfully took notice of everything. The 
ground was obstructed often during the drill of your company, and 



and I had the drill stopped at once, till abondanoe of space was cleared 

for him ; and, from the sbouta of admiration, I am confident that 

the friends of Oapt. Fi nan's company obstructed the drill.

Immediately thereafter, a loading journal of New 
York, spoke of the affair ia the language following, 
which is as amasing as it is trnihfar: 

The Late Cijampion Diull. — One would suppose, from the erratic 
editorials and curious correspondence inserted in one of onr " leadin,^ 
dailies" (whose amusing accounts of the National Guard often provoke 
smiles and laughter among military men), that the so-called champions 
of Massachusetts liadbeen fairly champed and mashed up while on a 
recent yMi to this city ; and furthermore, that if one or two wonder- 
fully historic sheets may be believed, or their friends in this city are 
entitled to the least credence, Company T, Ninth Regiment, Mas&iclin- 
setts Volunteer Militia (more familiarly known as the Montgomery 
Guard of Boston), must oe the bes^abused company that ever came 
upon a visit to this city. 

Either these journals, which seek to make capital or create talk 
from this matter, are acting maliciously or in ignorance, is certain, 
for the reason that Company E, Twelfth Infantry, N.'G. S. N. Y., 
not only won their honors, but are fairly entitled to tfie same, they 
having given evidence of superior drill and mana3uvring, although not 
so perfect in the manual. While lampntini? with our cotemporarles 
that the police arrangements at Tompkins Square were so bad, we, 
nevertheless, must object to the ridiculous remarks and insane criticism 
which has been attached to this aflhir. 

We think that the Boston Oompany will admit that the Sixty- 
Ninth Begimenty InfiEtntry, of New York, having not the slightest in- 
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terest ia the contest, at considerable expease to tiiemselves, and wllli 
a generosity characteristic of the race from which they sprang, took 
good care of them while here ; and aUio that the Twelfth Begiment (in- 
cluding even their rivals of Company E) did all that waa possible to 
make ihcm fee! at homo. They fairly lost the fl^iir, and eonld not 
have won it had loaipkius Square been twice aa large as it ia. 

For the Captain ol the deleated company to write a critical com- 
mooicatioQ to the referee is not only in ezeeedlngly had taste, bat to 
publish it, accompauied by a second challen^, is worse. Its only 
effect, perliapg, will be to indace raore negro minstrels to present fre«h 
flags to the much-wronged Montgomery Guard — a company that evi- 
dently came to New York to make a few stamps or establish a brilliant 
fepotatioo. Had their overanziona friends not crowded about the 
company so much, swinging their greenbacks in the face of every 
New Yorker upon the ground, and acted so noisily, probably the 
Massachusetts champions might have been leas nervous, taken the 
right sort of a step, and committed less mistakes than they did ; bat 
this was no faalt of the Twelfth Begiment bom, who knew the diffienlt 
task they had in band, and steadily performed it. As upon the occa- 
sion of a mutch between a celebrated drnmcorp« of this city and that 
of this same Twelfth Regiment, in which the latter were pronounced 
to be the victors, there was no fancy work — no flummery — nothing to 
awaken applause. They woo in the same manner that Company E 
did, by a faithful compliance with thebook and in Btiict accordance 
with the rules of the agreement. 

There is no doubt that Company J, Ninth Regiment, Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia, is (to use a Yankee phrase) " a right smart com- 
pany," and has often astonished the ** Boating folks" with its dashing 
drill. But when they came to New York in the expectation of 
bluffing its entire citizen soldiery, they made one very large mistake; 
and we fancy that if Company E, of the Twelfth, had not taken the 
starch out of their exceedingly stiff and high collars, some other no- 
pretending squad of our National Goard bo^ would have done it for 
them, in a decent and quiet manner. The winning of flags in country 
villages and tlie wearing of frigbtfni-looking Zouave costnTnes do not 
constitute chainjiiou companies, and people not understanding military 
matters may be apt to Confound the meretricious with the meritorioos. 
Our desire is simpiv to do justice to both sides. We shall, therefore, 
in conclusion, simply pick out a portion of the drill, and after upsetting 
the false statements (we shall not call it criticism) of some of the im- 
pudeot organs of the New York and Boston press, inform them how 
and why it Is that the Montgomery Guard Is so superior in their 
manual to Company E, Twelfth Regiment, Infantry, N. Q., and also 
that their celerity in the handling of the piece is no drawback. 

Our space does not enable us to quote military authority in full; 
but thoie anxious to sift things down to a right uadcrstanding can 
safely condode that saeh persons or critics as a«3rt that *' Oapt. 
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Fioau's meo did remarkably well, but that their manual was too 
^oicV* ara in error.. There is no specified time fixed for the ezecu- 

tion of the manual; but it is distinctly stated, in all military works, 
that it shall be executed " briskly." We tako; this to mean quick 
time, as is implied in Scott, paragraphs 159, 406, and 474 ; Hardee, 
129, 323 ; Casey, 136, 332 ; and Upton, 104, 148, 323, and 455. The 
qaidi[oeBB in the exeontion of the maDual by the Montgomery Goavd Is 
not in any way against them, as the ** ninetieth part of a minute " is 
not continuously called for in the several motions, and does not o;overn 
the time always. We must, therefore, award the palm for superiority 
in the handling of the musket to the Boston Company ; but for march- 
ing and manoeuvring, the prize must be given to Company 
Twelfth Infantry, N. 6. 3. Y. It lemains to be Men if the iatter 
can retain their laurels. 

The aforesaid drill, its circumstances and rcsalts, are 
mentioned solely with the view to manifest that compet- 
itive drills excite in military bodies a laudable ambi- 
tion to excel. If properly conducted, are they not cal- 
culated to render the competin^^ parties proficients in 
the art of infantry warfare? The idea, that such drills 
beget ill feeling between our mnitnry bodies, is errone- 
ous. Any regiment which would shrink from a chal- 
lens^e to drill for a prize at a competitive drill, merely 
because a little dissatisfaction might follow, would 
probably flee from tlie enemy in time of war. 

Henry M. Karples enlisted in Company B, Twelfth 
N. Y. M., April 19, 1861, Served with his company 
and regiment until mustered out in August, 1861. Was 
commissioned a First Lieutenant in tlie Fifty-Second N. 
Y. V. March 10, 18G2. Served with his regiment in 
the peninsular campaign, the seven days' battles before 
Richmond, second iiuU Run, South Mountain, AntieLam, 
Fredericksburg, and the last fight of the rebellion be- 
fore Petersburg. He was promoted throngh the several 
trades, to that of Colonel of his regiment ; and while 
leading his ire^iment, was sereral times sererely 
vonnded. He is now in the army, with the rank of 
First Lieutenant In the Thirty-Sixth Infantry. Col. 
Earples is an officer of no mean ability, lacks none of the 
requisites that make the soldier, is kind to inferiors, re 
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spcctfiil and obodiciit to superiors, and has an entire 
disregard of personal danger. 

James W. Parks enlisted in Company E, Twelfth N. 
Y. M., April 19, ISGl. SorvcJ with his company and 
regiment until their return to New York, in August, 
180 1. Upon being discharged, be went to New Hamp- 
shire. Was offered and accept^ the commission of Sec- 
ond Lieutenant in the Fifth H« He participated 
with his regiment in the battles before Bichmond, second 
Bull Bun, Sonth Mountain, and Antletam. Was wounded 
severely in the head at Fair Oaks, Jane 1, 1862, and in 
the hip at Antietam, September 17, 1862, after which he 
was transferred to the Veteran Beserve Corps, with the 
rankof First Lieutenant (having previously attained this 
riink in the Fifth N. H. V.); and when the army was put 
on a peace footing, he was honorably discharged. 

Isaac Blauvelt enlisted in Company E, Twelfth N. Y* 
M,, and served with his regiment until the same was 
mustered out, although before the expiration of his term 
of enlistment he was commissioned First Lieutenant in 
the Seventeenth N. Y. V. Upon his return to New 
York with the Twelftli lie immediately joined the Sev- 
enteenth, and with it went to meet tiie enemy, and par- 
ticipated in all the enc^agenients on the peninsula, as 
well as that of second Bull Run, where he fell leading 
his men, and with his face toward the foe." He had 
previous to his death attained the rank of Captain. No 
honors could be paid liim there. A hasty ditch, a few 
shovclfulls of dirt, and ninid the thunder of rebel guns, 
Capt. Blauvelt was buried. A firm friend, a fearless 
soldier, ho lills an unknown grave; yet his memory is 
kept green. E Company has no brighter example to 
emulate, nor more honored name upon its roll, than that 
of Capt. Isaac Blauvelt. Peace. to his ashes* 

Capt. Robert McAffec, at present in command of £ 
Company, is considered tlie handsomest and most sol- 
dierlike officer in the First Brigade. As an instruct- 
ing officer, he is cqnal to any in the Division. No fur- 
tlier proof of this need be presented, than tlie admirable 
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display of bis couipany during the late competitive 
drill in Tompkins Square. The skill and proficiency 
manifested by liis corps in said drill are in a great 
measure attributable to the intelligence and persover* 
ance of Gapt. McAffee. Like his brother (the Lieaten- 
ant Colonel of the Twelfth), he has a clear, powerful, 
and sonorous Toice, which can be distinctly heard when- 
CTcr be utters a command*

New York, Avith the Kcgimcnt, in ISGl, commaudcd bj 

Captain, James Cromic. 
First Lieutenant, Wm. Dyott. 
Second Lieuteuant, Henry liowley. 

Previous to the rebellion, this company had for its 
Captains such eminent men as William G. Ward, now 
General of the First Brigade, N. G. S. N. Y. 

James Gromie, whose gallantry in the late war ob- 
tained for htm the position of Major in the U« S. A* 

John Ward, the excellent Colonel, commanding the' 
Regiment. 

Durino^ the first year of the war, Lieut. Emery Upton 
was detailed as instructor of this Compnny. Of the 
glory which Lieut. Barlow's cnrccr shed, not only on 
tliis corps, but upon the liegimcnt, mentiou is made in 
the pages prccedinof. 

Capt. Milnor Imiay, at present in command of F 
Company, was actively engaged during the first year of 
the war in the organization and drilling of companies for 
the field. In 1802, lie joined 1 Company, Seventh Regi- 
ment, and served with it in the licid and in the city dur- 
ing the riots of 18()3. Aficr liis return from Maryland 
in 18G5, he was elected Second LieutcniLnL of this corps. 
On the 24th of January, 186G, he was chosen Captain, 
vice Capt. John Ward, promoted Major. From the 
date of Capt. Imlay's appointment as Second Lieatenant 
till the time when he was elected to command, about one 
year, he brought into the company twenty first-class re- 
cruits, for which Capt. Ward praented him with a 
gold medal. In the Board of Officers of the Twelfth 
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Bcgiment, Capt. Inilaj is respected and admired. 
Daring tho six years thai Iiave elapsed since bis con- 
nection with the Tirelfth, he was never snmmoned bo- 
fore the Regimental Gonrt Martial, nor has he missed 
a company meeting or drill. On the 30th of September, 
1868, he and Gapt John Fahnestock, of Company E, 
'I^v elfth Begiment, prepared an excarsion, of which the 
following was the programme :

The ^rmy and Jfavy Journal speaks thus of the 
excursion : 

ExcoRSTOir op Coxpakibs F akd K, Twelfth BEODiBNT^On 

Tuesday evening:. October 15th, Companies F and K» of the Twelfth 
Tlepfiment, left New York, in the steamer Elm City, on nn excursion 
to New Haven. The companies on tlii? occasion paraded about 100 
strong, including the regimental baud ami a drum corps of eight 
pieces, and were under the command of Capt. Hilnor Imlay. The 
loltowing officers accompanied the excursion : Lieut, Whitenack 
(Company K), acting Adintant ; (':>pt Fahnestock and Lieut. Donald, 
()oii!I>any K, and Lieut. Victor Heibuiu] Lieut, llcaly, of Company 
F. i he steamer leit the whari foot of Feck Slip at eleven o'clock

The infantry was preceded by Fels- 
bury's Bancl, the Sarsfiold Guard, Cajjt. Joseph II. Keefe, having 
the right of the line. This company paraded in single rank, and made 



casion accompanied by their band. 
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a fino appearance, wearing a full dress uniform, similar to that re- 
centlj adopted by the Ninth New York National Guard, which has 
been peaeoted to the Gnaid by the citizens of New Haven. The 
second company in line also paraded in single rank» bat, with the rest 
of the regiment, wore the ordinary State nniform. The rest of the 
companies paraded in two ranks and marched well. 

Upon their arrival at *' The Green," the troopa were reviewed Uy 
Governor Englislk Mayor Sperry, and several members of the Gov- 
ernor's staff and other officials, all in citizens* clothes. Major Smith 
wag in coi^imand at the review. At the conclusion of the review 
they made a somewhat extended march thronch the principal streets 
of the city. At the review and on the march the companies of the 
Twelfth made a very good appearance, excelling in their marching, 
etc., most of the Connecticat infantry which paraded witli them. At 
the conclnsion of the march a dress parade was gone through with, 
the ceremony hcin^ concluded with, a prayer by thechaplilo of the 
Second Connecticut. 

In the evening a promenade concert was given at Music Hall by 
the band of the Twelfth Raiment, under the leadership of Bandmas- 
ter Otto. This? concert was given for the benefit of the Soldiers' 
Orphan Asylum, of New Haven. Governor English and staff, Mayor 
Sperry, and other officials, were present, and the concert, as well as 
the hop whidi followed it, were highly enjoyable. The following day, 
Thursaay, was not favorable to a grand excursion to Sabin Rock, 
find it wa5? accordingly postponed, aUhon^h quite a number of the 
Twelfth visited the Rock in the aftenioon, and had a pleasant time 
there. In the evening the Battalion of the Twelfth, under the escort 
of the Light Guard and the Sarsfield Guard, proceeded tothe steamboat 
Continental, stopping on their way to serenade GoverttOr£DgliBh,who 
acknowledged the compliment by a short speech. 

The trip home was without incident. The excursionists arrived in 
New York on Friday morning. The members of the Light Guard 
and the Sarsfield Guard did all in their power to make the visit of the 
Battalion to New Haven a pleasant one.

its original beautiful name. 

Capt. Cairns was its first commandant. 

The following ex-members of Company G are wortlij 

of mention : 

Capt. Jn«. A. Boyle, present proprietor of Knicker- 
bocker Collage, and former commandant of Company 
G, has a record of which this corps and the whole licgi- 
ment are proud. He is a gentleman naturally genial, 
generous, and brave. An account of his conduct during 
the rebellion w uuld be inserted here, were it not that he 
abhors })ubliHliing deeds of duty, however valiantly per- 
formed. SiifTicc it to say, that Capt. Doyle's character, 
both as a citizen and a soldier, i;i a model worthy of 
imitation. 

First Lieut. W. W. Chamberlain, and Second Lieut. 
J. A. Bitoul, also rendered efficient service. 

Lieut Chamberlain, for his bravery, was transferred to 
the United States Begular Army, with full commission 
as Lieutenant, and was killed at a skirmish at the second 
battle of Bull Bun. 

T. H. Brown fought In twelve of the great Virginia 
battles, was severely wounded, and is now a Captain in 
tlic Regular Army. 

Charles Lyon, for distinguished gallantry at Freder- 
icksburg, was made an aid on Gen. Butler's staff. 

8. A. Jenett was promoted as Major in the Army of 
the Cumberland, but was slain at Shiloh. 

I>rcvet Brig. Gen. F. T. Locke, of wliom previous 
mention has been made, was a member of this corps. 
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Brigade Inspector Gilon. 

Edward Gilon joined Company G on the 7tli of Au 
gust, 18G0, as a private. In 1861 lie was appointed Corpo 
ral, and occupied said position till tlie end of that yearns 
campaign. In September of the latter year ho was 
elected First Sergeant. He participated with the com- 
pany in tlie campaigns of 1863. On the ITtli of Jan- 
nary, 1805, lie was elected First Lieutenant of tlii.s corps ; 
and on the 7th of the following April, elected Captain. 
This oflicc he filled with great bcneiit and honor to tho 
company till the 29th of April, 1867. On the day last 
mentioned, he received from Brig. Gen. W. G« Ward 
the appointment of luspector of Uie First Brigade In- 
fantry, with rank of Major. This important position he 
fills with marked distinction. 

When Gapt. Gilon retired from Company G, he left 
it in a prosperous condition. Gen. Ward manifested 
excellent judgment and discernment in appointing 
Capt. Gilon as Brigade Inspector. He is quick, cour- 
teous, and intelligent. 

Patrick McGrain, now an active member of tliis corps, 
went through the war with the gallant Sixty-Ninth 
Y. M. 

Cornelius Evans served with this corps in 1863, and 
afterward became an officer in the Fifty-First N. Y. V. 

Corporal David Watson distinguished liimsclf in tho 
company's terin of service in 18(>o. lie served also 
with the Fifty-First Uegimont during the war, and was 
made a line olTicer. 

Sergt. Jas. C. Angus fought at Harper's Ferry in 
1862, and served three years with the One Hundred and 
Sixty-Fifth N. Y. S. M. 

Sergt. Bernard McGowan, a gallant young officer, 
served with distinction in the last named regiment. 

Second Lieut. E. S. Conklin, a brave officer, partici- 
pated ill tlic severest battles of 1865. He is at present 
in tho company. 
First Lieut. Richard E. Jones, an officer of rare cour- 
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ago, distioguished liimself at tlio battle of Harper's 
Ferry, and durinnr tlic PenBsylvania battles. 

Capt. Charles J. McGowan is one of the most aetive 
and intelligent officers in the National Guard. He served 
witii the Eegiment in 1S61. Sinee then he has filled, ia 
an honorable manner, an important position in the 
United States Ordnance Department. Ho commands 
Company G. As a tactician, Capt. McGowan ranks 
amona; the first.

" Baxter Blues" was the onq:inal name of Company 
H, under command of Capt. Watcrbnry. 

In 1861, wlicn this company entered oa its iirst cam- 
paigD, it liad for its officers : 

Captain, Wm. H. McCormack. 
First Lieutenant, Ezckiel Yancc. 
Second Lientenant, D. G. McKelrie. 

The celebrated Gen. Sweeney, who distinguished him- 
self, not only in the Mexican war, but also in the war 
for the presenratlon of ihe Union, was an actiTC mem- 
ber of this corps. 

M. I. Reynolds, an old member of H Company, went 
from New York to Illinois in 1864, joined the Eighty- 
Sixth Illinois as First Lientenant, went with it to the 
seat of war, and returned as Major. He had, at one time, 
charge of tlic rebel prisoners confined ia Chicago. 

Bernard Eyan, after leaving the Company with an 
honorable record, removed to Kociiester, N. Y., and 
raised a company of ninety-six men, of whom he was 
elected Captain. He joined the Eighty-Ninth N. Y. 
S. M., and was slain before Petersburg. 

Charles Blauvclt, Member of Assembly from tlio Fifth 
District of New York, is nn ox-olhccr of tliis corps. 
He served with the Regiment during the campaigns of 
1862, and was taken prisoner nt Harper's Ferry. 

John A. Doiiiran, the celcbralcd hatter, cor. of Nassau 
and Ann Streets, New York, is an ex-officer of H. Com- 
pany. During the rebellion he ?pcnt large sums of 
money from his private fortune to recruit and equip 
companies for the Union Army. And now, " when the 
cruel war is over," he always extends a helping hand to 
the liuiimed soldiers that arc to be found everywhere,' 
imploring the people'^ pittance. lie is in fact one of 
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those high-minded, public spirited citizens, whose name 
the Twelfth Regiment may well be proud to inscribe on 

its Honorary Roll. 

H. C. Coleman left the Company about tlic snmc time, 
as the last named party. He raised a company in Pitts- 
ford, N. Y. Said company was called the " Coleman 
Guard/' and was placed as a guard over the prisoners 
at Elmira. 

Capt. George Tccts, present commandant oi' H Com- 
pany, is a gentleman of energy and ability. Like every 
genuine officer, he duly estimates the importance of the 
duties of his position. Hence ho performs them in an 
exact and punctual manner. Asa necessary consequence, 
the members of liis corps arc noted for their strict 
observance of duty.

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I Company. 

This corps was organized as the Sixth Company of the 
Twenty-Seventh Kegiment, N. G., in January, 1825, 
under command of L. W. vStcarns. 

On t]ie 20t]i of November, 1833, Thomas Postly, bciiin; 
Captain, tlie company passed a resolution to petition 
• Governor Marcy for a transfer, as a " flank company," 
to the Eighth Kegimcut Light Infantry. On the 30th 
day of the following month, the company adopted the 
title of " National Grays," which they retained till 
April 4, 1861, when tlicy were transferred to and became 
I Company in tlie Twelfth Regiment. Even now, the 
corps occa.sionully displays its pristine name. 

Between the years 1845 and 1861, Company I was 
known as belonging to the Tenth and Twenty-Third 
Regiments. 

On the 22d of February, 1854, the " Grays,'' by invi- 
tation, visited Bofialo, to join in tlie celebration of 
Washington's Birthday. They were the first company 
from the city of New York to visit Syracuse, Eochester, 
Buffalo, and Niagara Falls. 

Brevet Col; Jacob Kaynor was commanclant of this 
corps, for more than twenty years, and did much to 
make it what it is, a first-class company. He was 
elected on the 28th of March, 1836. 

With the balance of the battalion, Company I went 
to the seat of war iu 1861. During tlie campaign of tlie 
first three months its commissioned officers were : 

Captain, Wm. Raynor. 

First Lieutenant, H. B. Mackay. 

Second Lieutenant, L. B. Bingham. 

Second Lieut., E. Fisher (killed in U. S.- service). 

Capt. Acorn, who commanded this corps at Harper^s 
Ferry, in 18G2, was praised in General Orders for meri- 
torious and gallant conduct. Ilis Lieutenant, John R. 
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Ellison also displayed admirable coolness and bravery. 
Lieutenant Ellison was afterward commissioned as Cap- 
tain of the Twelfth New York Cavalry, stationed in North 
Carolina. Served as Lieutenant Colonel of the Second 
North Carolina Cavalry, and engaj^cd in sercral scvcro 
engagements. He is an ofliccr of remarkable courage 
and ability. TTc 1ms in liis po««ession testimonials from 
some of the most prominent Ucnerals of the Union Array, 
among tliem General Wessel of the licgular Army. 

The most notorious member of I Company during its ■ 
term of service in 1861, was Bos Ion Copbit. W liile 
doing duty as a private, he called a superior officer to 
order for using words that were not purely evangelical. 
The officer thus reprimanded iu presence of his command, 
for the sake of discipline, ordered Boston to enter on a 
spiriuial retreat iu the Guard House. Corbit, however, 
was soon released, feeling much stronger in spirit than 
in the flesh. And the next great and notorious act of 
his, that the world heard of (let those praise it who will), 
was tho shooting of John Wilkes Booth, 

Boston Oorbit, with all his eccentricities in the field, 
his burning zeal for the conversion of sinners, and his 
boisteroasness in prayer meetings, is a sincere Christian, 
and a brave man. 

Surgeon Weir, of whom previous mention is made, 
was a private in this company in 1861 • 

Col. Thompson, of the Twenty-Second Kentucky 
Volunteers, was at one time a private in this company. 
He fought in sixteen battles, was wounded twelve differ- 
ent times. He is now in the Regular army. 

Scrgt. Lord, of this corps, joined a New Hampshire 
regiment in 1863. His gallant conduct caused his pro- 
motion to the position of Mnjor. He is in the United 
States Cavalry, stationed at Carson City. 

Brig. Gen. Hall, after Jiaving served two years in 
Company I as a private, removed to Wiscoiibin, raised a 
regiment, went to tho Army of the Cuniberlaud, and, by 
incompaiablo bravery, rose to the rank of Brigadier 
General. At present ho is ailvcr-mining in Colorado. 
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Samuel H. Orook, jr. This young gentleman is a 
private in I Company, though he graduated with hon- 
ors at Tarrjtown Military Academy* He has had sev- 
eral opportunities of promotion, but like Hon* Hannibal 
Hamlin, ex-Yice-President, he deems it honorable to 
bear arms even as a private in the National Guard. 

Samuel H. Crook, jr., belongs to a family thoroughly 
republican. His father, S. II. Crook, senior, the court- 
eous proprietor of the veU*knovn hotel on Chatham 
Street, heartily approves, and is proud of the genuine 
Amorican spirit manifested by his son. 

Major Sherman went with this company to the seat of 
war ill 18G2, as a private, and is now in llic Ke^^iilar 
Army« stationed at Santa JB'e. Me is related to Lieut. 
Gen. Sherman. 

Lieut. Briggs, who was slain at the battle of Freder- 
icksburg, served as a private in this corps in 1801. 

Col. Clark, who commanded the Fifth Missouri 
Volunteers at the battle of Wilson's Creek, held the 
position of Corporal in I Company previous to the 
rebellion. 

Lieut. Ilcnry 13. Wilson, joined I Company in the 
month of April, ISGI, and -served as a private during 
the campaigns of that year. In 1862 he was chosen 
Sergeant, and after displaying much bravery, was taken 
prisoner at Harper's Ferry. During ilie term of serrice 
of 186S, lie acted as Second Sergeant, and subsequently 
received the appointment of Sergeant Major. Becently 
he was unanimously elected Second Lieutenant, which 
position he occupies with distinction. 

Lieut. John E. Dowley joined I Company on the 20th 
of April, 1861, and served with the Regiment during 
its **war campaigns.'' Prompt obedience and unvary- 
ing punctuality arc among the distinguishing traits of 
his character. During the riots of 1863, he was elected 
Second Lieutenant of this corps. He filled this office 
with credit till August, 1867, when he was chosen to 
lill the position of First Lientcnant. He was nominated 
ior iho Captaincy, but declined in favor of J* H« 
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French, tkc present courteous commander. Among the 
members of Company I, he is respected and esteemed. 
At the expiration of bis seven years term of serylce, 
October 15, 1868, they manifested their esteem by 
presenting him with a splendid gold watch. He is at 

S resent Deputy United States Marshal under Qten, 
larlow. 

Capt. John H, French joined Company I in October, 

1862. He served in all the " non-com.^' grades. In 

1863, he went with the Ecgiment through the Pcnnsyl* 
vania campaigns, and gave many tokens of his military 
skill and daring. He pays special attention to his mili< 
tar^ duties, hence everything appertaining to his office 
is in admirable order. He is very exact about the 
character and social standing of all parties seeking ad- 
mission to membership in his corps, conscqi^ciitly the 
company is composed of respectable young gentlemen. 
Capt. French, too, offers valuable presents to parties 
bringing acceptable recruits. Not long ago, he gave to 
the company a rich gold medal to be worn by the mem- 
ber who laboi's must assiduously to increase the ranks. 
Wliile I Company is commanded by Capt. French it will 
prosper.

Frederick Stevens, after leavino; tliis company in 
18G;i, went on board the Wcehawkcn, and fought at 
the battle of Charleston. He subsequently wos made a 
coimiiissioned officer on board the New Ironbi le?. 

George xMunger was a corporal in this company 
at the commencement of the rebellion. After the last 
campaign of the Twelftli, he removed to St. Louis, and 
was made Inspector of .Vfilitary Stores. 

j^llliftni Regan, after having served several years in 
K Company, enlisted in a regiment raised in Lurliugton, 
1 1., wont with it to Virginia, fought during the seven 
c/ays' fight, and though frequently wounded, returned as 
-Major of the regiment, in wliicU he went fortti.as a 
private. 

Capt. John Fahnestock, at present in command of K

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Coat,— Field Offiobrs. 

Dress coat, dark blue clotli, doul)le breasted ; with 
standing collar of same material, to meet and hook UQ- 
dcr the chin, with two black Iiooks and eyes, and to be 
of snch height as to permit of the free turning of the 
chin over it. On each side of the collar, commencing at 
tlie end, a loop of seven-line army gold lace, four and one- 
lialf inches long, with a small State buLlou on the rear 
end of each loop. On breast of coat there shall be two 
rows of State -Begulatioa buttons, seven in each row, 
placed at equal distances from collar to waist, the dis- 
tance between the rows to be six inches at the collar 
(measnring Ifrom eye to eye), and three and one-half 
inches at the waist, diminishing in distance in a straight 
line from top to bottom. The sleeves cat without cuffs, 
slash-flaps of white cloth on the sleeves five and one^half 
inches long, scalloped so as to present three points twt> 
and one-half inches long, and two curves two inches 
wide, four loops of seven-line army irold lace on each flap, 
at equal distances apart, with a small State button on the 
outer end of each loop. The top of the skirts to be half 
the width of the forepart and diminish to two and one- 
half inches at the bottom. Each back to be one and 
three-quarter inches at the waist and two and one-half 
inches at the bottoms ; two larorc State buttons at tlio 
hip. The skirts lined with white farmer's satin, and 
turned up with white cloth on both back and front • 
skirts ; the turn-ups on the front to commence at the 
skirt strap, and on the back two inches below the hip 
button, the back seam to be closed that distance down. 
The turu-ups to be one and one quarter inches at the 
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top and widen downward to one mch in width at a 
place on the skirt two and onc-lialf inclics from the bot- 
tom, thon cnrvc out to a point, and meet at two and one- 
half inches from the bottom of the skirts, the turn-ups to 
form a half circle above and below the point?, with a 
large gold-embroidered bugle on the points of the turn- 
ups. On the centre of each skirt, a flap of white cloth 
seven inches long, scalloped so as to present three points 
three inches long, and two curves two inches wide, the 
upper edge to be two inches below, aud ranging with 
tliC waist scam ; four loops of seven-line army gold lace 
on each flap at equal distances apart, with a small State 
button on the outer end of each loop* The skirts to ex- 
tend to within two inches of tiie bend of the knee. 

Commissioned SiAFi^ Officers. 

The same as Field Officers, except that there shall be 
two rows of Begnlation Stafif buttons on breast of coat, 
nine in each row, eqni-distant 

Line Officebs. 

The same as Field Officers, except that there shall be 
two rows of State Regulation battens on breast of coat, 
nine in each row, equi-distant. 

NON-COMMISSIONED OFFIGEBS AND PbIYATES. 

The same as Field Officers, except it sliall be single 
breasted, with three rows of large State buttons, nine 
in each row, the top button of the outer row to be three 
and one-half inches from the top one of the centre row 
(measuring from eye to eye), and the buttons of the 
outer row to increase in distance from the centre row to 
the tliird button from the top, which is to be the great- 
est across (six and one-hall inches), and then diminish 
with an inward curve to two and oiie-half inches from

All Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and men 
will weur a hat of fdt, covered with mazarine Uue chdh, 
braided with white worsted braid one-quarter of an inch 
wide, in shape of a Y on both sides of body, and one 
row of narrow white worsted braid around the top and 
bottom, with Imnd of patent leather and pressect tip. 
Heigbt in front four inches, rear seven and three-quar- 
ter inches.

STATE OF NEW YORK. 



AN ACT to provide for the mrollmcnt of the Militia, the 
organization and discipline of the A^'atlonal Guard of 
the Stale of JVew Yorkf and for the piihlir defense, 
Passed April 23, 1862, by a two- thirds vote. 

The people of the State of New York, rcprescwlc^im 

Senate aud AbiiCmbly, do enact as follows : 

OF THE PEBSOHS SUBJECT TO IflLITABT J>VT7, 

§ 1. All able-bodied 'wliHc male cUizcns, and pcrsoii<^ 
of foreign birth who shall bavc declared, on oatli, their 
intention to become citizens under and in pnrsiiancc of 
the Jaws thereof, l)Ot\vccn the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five years, residing" in this State, and not exempted by 
tlie laws of the United States, shall bo subject to military 
duty, excepting ; 
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!• All persons in the army or navy and volunteer 
force of the Uoited States, and all miaisters of the 
gospel. 

2. Persons wlio have been or hereafter shall be regu- 
larly and honorably discharged from the army or navy 
of the United States, in consequence of the performance 
of military duty, in pursuance of nny law of this State, 
and Euch firemen as are now exempted by law. 

3. The commissioned olTiccrs who slmll have served 
as snch in the militia of this State, or iu any one of the 
United States, for the space of seven years ; but no 
officer shall be so exempt unless by his resi.i^nation after 
such term of service duly accepted, or in some otlicr 
lawful manner he shall have been honorably discharged. 

4. Every non-commissioned officer, musician, and pri' 
vate. of every uniform coiii[)any or troop raised, or here- 
after to bo raised, who has or shall licreafter unil'ona 
himself according to the provisions of any law of this 
State, and who shall have performed service in suck 

. company or troop for the space of seven years from the 
time of his enrollment therein, shall be exempt from 
military duty, except in case of war, insurrection, or in- 
vasion. (As amended hy chap, 425 of 1863, § I, and by 
chap. 012 1865.) 

§ 2. If any member of snch company or troop, who 
shall have been regularly uniformed and equipped, shall, 
upon his removal out of the beat of such company or 
troop, or upon the disbandment thereof, enlist into any 
other uniform company or troop, and uniform and equip 
liimself therefor, and serve in the same, whenever the 
whole time of his service in such companies or troops, 
computed together, shall amount to seven years, he shall 
be exempt from military duty in like manner as if ho 
bar) porved for the whole period in the company or troop 
in wliich lie was first enrolled. 

§ 3. Idiots, lunatics, paupers, habitual drunkards, and 
persons convicted of infamous crimes, shall not bo sub- 
ject to military duty. 
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OF THE ENROLLliGNT OF PERSONS SUBJECT TO MILITARY 

DUTY. 

§ 4. Under tlie direction and superintendence of tlio 
commander-in-chief, all persons liable to military duty 
within this State, who are not already members of the 
organized militia thereof, shall, immediately upon the 
passage of this act, and from time to time thereafter, as 
the commander-in-chief shall deem necessary, bnt as 
often as once in every two years, be enrolled by the cap- 
tain or commandant of the company district within 
whose bounds snch person shall reside ; or if there be no 
sucli captain or commandant, then by an officer to be 
detailed by the commanding, officer of the regiment in 
wliich such company district is situated, or to be ap- 
pointed by the commander-in-chief. Such enrolUnent 
sliall distinctly specify the names and residences or the 
persons enrolled, and shall also divide tlie same into two 
classes, the persons between tlic ages of eighteen and 
thirty years to constitute one class, and tlie persons be- 
tween the ages of thirty and forty-five years to constitute 
the other class. Four copies of such enroliment shall 
be prepared by the officer making the same, one of 
whicl!. after the same shall have been corrected as here- 
inafter provided, shall be retained by him, another shall 
bo filed in the office of the town or city clerk in which 
such corapanv district is situated, if there be such ofticc, 
another shall be filed in the office of t\ic clerk of tho 
county where such district is situated, and the foarth 
shall be filed in the adjutant-general's office. The officer 
making such enrollment may, with tho approval of the 
commander-in-chief, appoint one or more of his non*Com- 
missioned officers, or other proper persons, to assist in 
making said enrollment and copying said rolls. The 
persons making such enrollment shall be compensated 
at the rate of one dollar and fifty cents per day for every 
day necessarily spent in making and copying the same ; 
the number of days to be certified by the commandant 
of the regimenti and not to exceed ten, and the amount 
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of sach compensation to be paid by the comptroller upon 
production of Bucli certificate, together with the cei> 
ttficates of the town clerk, county clerk, and adjutant- 
general, that such rolls have been duly filed in their 
offices. Such rolls shall be so filed on or before the first 
day of July in each year in which such enrollment shall 
be made. The officer or person making such miroU* 
ment shall, at the time of making the same, serre upon 
each person enrolled a notice, by deliverint^ the same to 
him personally, or by leaving it with some person of 
suitable age and disci'etion at liis place of residence, 
that ho h enrolled as liable to military duly, and that if 
he claims that he is for any reason exempt from military 
duty, he must, on or before tlie fifteentii day of August 
then next ensuing, file a written statement of such ex- 
emption, verified by affidavit, in the office of the town or 
city clerk, to be designated in said notice. Blank no- 
tices for such purpose shall be provided to buch enroll- 
ing officer by the adjutant-general, {^s amended by 
chap. 425 g/" 1863, § 2.) 

§ 5. For the purpose of preparing such enrollment, 
the assessors in each oily. Village, town, or ^ard of this 
State, shall allow captains or commandants of compa- 
nies, or otlicr officers appointed for that purpose, as 
above provided, at all proper times to examine their as- 
sessment rolls and to take copies thereof ; and the clerks 
of all towns and cities shall in like mannertat all proper 
times, allow the said commandant or other officer to esr 
amine and copy the poll lists on file in their offices. 

§ 6* All tavern keepers, keepers of boarding honses, 
persons having boarders in their famOies, and any mas- 
ter and mistress of any dwelling hoase^ shall, upon the 
application of any officer anthorized to nialco such en- 
rollment, give information«of the names of all persons 
residing or lodging in snch honse^ liable to be enrolled, 
and all other proper information concerning such per- 
sons as such officer may demand. 

§ 7. If any person of whom information is required 
by any such officer, in order to enable him to comply 
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witli tlic provisions of this act, shall refuse to give such 
information, or Bball give false information, ho shall for- 
feit and pay ten dollars for each item of information de- 
manded of him . by any such officer and falsely stated, 
and the like sum for each individual name that may be 
refused, concealed, or falsely stated ; and every person 
irho shall refuse to give his own name and proper infor- 
mation, when applied to by any such officer, or shall 
give a false name or information, shall forfeit and pay a 
like sum ; such penalties to be recovered in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, in the name of the people of the 
State of New York ; and it is hereby made the duty of 
such officer to report the names of all persons who may 
incur any penalty in this section prescribed, to the 
commandant of the regimental district in which they 
reside. 

§ 8. Whenever nn enrollment shall be made, as pro- 
vided in this act, the county clerk of each county shall 
cause to be published, once a week, for four weeks pre- 
vious to the first day of August, in a newspaper pub- 
lished in such county, a notice that such roils have been 
completed and filed as aforesaid, wliich notice shall also 
specify that any person who claims that he is, for any 
reason, exempt from military duty, shall, on or before 
the fifteenth day of August then next ensuin^ir, file a writ- 
ten statement of such exemption, verified by affidavit, 
in the office of said town or city clerk, or of the county 
clerk, if tlierc ho no such town or city clerk ; and tho 
publication uf sucli notice shall bo a sufficient notice of 
such enrollment of all persons named tlierein. Such roll 
shall be made in the form prescribed by the commander- 
in*€hie^ and the a^jatant-g^eral shall furnish to all com- 
mandants of companies suitable blanks and instructions 
therefor. {As amended hy^l^ chap, 809 of 1866.) 

§ 9. Such commandant shall not include in said en- 
rollment the names of any officers nor members of tho 
uniformed militia of this State, nor of tho officers or mem- 
bers of any fire company ; and the foreman of every fire 
company in any city, village^ or town of this State, shall, 
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before tlic fifteenth day of May in each year, file in the 
office of the town or city clerk, a list containing the 
names of all persons belonging to their respective com- 
panies, wliich list sliall show the town or ward in which 
each member of such company resides. 

§ 10. All persons claiming exemptions shall file a 
■written statement of the same, verified by affidavit, in 
the oiiicc of the town or city clerli, or of the county 
clerk, in case there be no such town or city clerk, on or 
before the fifteenth day of August, in default of which 
such person shall lose tlie benefit of such exemption, 
except such as are especially exempt by act of congress. 

§ 11. The captain, commandant, or other officer mak- 
ing such enrollment, shall thereupon, if such person be 
exempt, according to law, mark the word " exempt" op- 
posite the name of each person presenting such exemp- 
tion. If such exemption be pprmanent, the name of sndi 
person shall not be incladed in any subsequent enroll- 
ment. If any person shall swear falsely in such affida* 
vit, he shall be guilty of perjury. 

§ 12« The persons thus enrolled shall form the reserve 
militia of the State of New York ; those between the 
ages of eighteen and thirty years sliall constitute the re- 
serve of the first class, and those between the ages of 
thirty and forty-live years shall constitute the reserve of 
the second class* 

§ 13. The reserve militia of the first and second 
classes, except such as shall volunteer or be drafted as 
mcmljcrs of the national guard, as hereinafter provided, 
shall assemble in their several company district?, armed 
mill equipped as provided by law, for parade and inspec- 
tion, on the first ^Monday in So]itornbcr in each vpai\ at 
such hour and place as the captain or commandant shall 
designate in orders, to be posted in tlirec pul)Uc })laccs 
in said company district for ten days, and sliall be under 
the orders of the captain or commandant of such dis- 
trict ; and such captain or commandant shall make a 
register of all such as shall attend at such parade armed 
and ctiuippcd as aforesaid, to which shall be annexed a 
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list of delinqiieiits, containing the names of all such per* 
sons as are on the said enrollment, not marked exempt 
thereon, and who did not attend at sach parade, and 
shall file a copy of the same, on or before tne first day 
of October next following the time of snch parade, in the 
office of the adjutant-f^eneral and of the coanty clerk, 
and shall also file a list of such delinquents with the 
board of supervisors and with the connty treasurer, on 
or before the said fu st day of October* {As amended bif 
^hchap. 809 1866.) 

§•14. All persons duly enrolled, as aforesaid, who 
shall neglect to attend said parade, shall be subject to 
a fine of one dollar, which shall be collected V)y tlio 
collector or receiver of taxes of the town or city in 
which the company district is situated ; and the super- 
visors of the Fcv( lal counties, at their annual meetings, 
are authorized and directed to annex a list of the several 
delinquents, witli tlic lines set oi)})ositc their respective 
names, to the assessment rolls of the several towns and 
wards, and the warrants for the collection of the same 
shall direct the collectors and receivers of taxes to col- 
lect the amount from every person appearing by the said 
assessment roll liable to pay the same, in the same man- 
ner as taxes arc collected, the same to be paid to the 
county treasurer ; and when the name of any person be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and twenty-ono years shall 
appear on the said roll, liable to pay said fine, the said 
warrant shall direct the collector to collect the same 
of the father, master, or guardian with whom such person 
shall reside, or out of any property such minor may have 
in the city, village, town, or ward, and such collector 
shall proceed and execute such warrant ; and no proper- 
ty now exempt from execution shall be exempt from tlie 
payment of such fines. (As amended § 1, cAop* 809 of 
1866.) 

§ 15. The county treasurer of each county shall, on or 
before] the fifteenth day of March in each year, pay to the 
compti'oller, upon his order, the sum of one dollar for 
cjjLch person named on said list of delinquents ; and iu 
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case he sliall not, on the presentation of such draft, liavo 
received all or any of the money directed by this act to 
be collected and paid to him, be is hereby autliorizcd 
and directed to borrow an amount sufficient to pay said - 
draft upon the credit of the county, and the sum borrow- 
ed shall be a county charge, to bo assessed by the board 
of supervisors of said county, at tiieir next annual meet- 
ing, upon the taxable property of said county, and col- 
lected as other county assessments shall be assessed and 
collected ; and It shall be the duty of the county treasur* 
ors of the several counties, and the commanding offieers 
of the several regiments, to report and certify under 
oath to the board of sapervisors^ at their annual meet- 
ings, the deficiencies arising from the non-collection of 
military fines within their respective counties and regi- 
mental districts. {As amended by § 1, cJiap. 809 of 1866.) 

§ 16. The provisions of article first, title threo, chap- 
ter thirteen, of part first of the Revised Statutes, shall 
apply to this act so far as the same are applicable. 

§ 17. The bond required to be executeJi by the col- 
lector, receiver of taxes, and county treasurer shall apply 
to any moneys required to be collected for military pur- 
poses by til is act. 

§ 18. Any deficiency arising from the non-collection 
of said fines shall be a county charge, and sliall be rais- 
ed as aforesaid by the supervisors of said county by 
taxation on the real and personal estates therein in the 
manner now provided by law. 

§ 19. If any collector or receiver of taxes, county 
treasurer, town, county, or city clerk, or supervisor, or 
any other civil or military ofiicer, charged with any 
duty under the provisions of this act, shall refuse or 
neglect to perform an}' of the duLics rccj^uircd oi' him by 
this act, ho shall forfeit and pay the sum of not less than 
twenty-five nor more than one hundred dollars for each 
and every offense, to be recovered in the name of the 
people of the State of New York, and if any of such 
officers shall willfully neglect or refuse to perform such, 
duties as arc hereby required, he shall be deemed ^il(y 
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of a misdemeanor, and it sliall bo tlie duty of tlic district 
attorney of any county \Yitliin which such delinquent 
offender resides, upon the complaint of the commanding 
officer of the regiment^ to prosecute the Bame. Any 
penalty incurred and paid or collected under this section 
shall be paid into the treasury, of the county and belong 
to the muifary fund of such regiment. 

OF THE GENERAL ORGANIZATION OF THE MTTJTTA, AND THE 
ORGANIZATION OF THE NATIONAL GUAUD OF THE 
STATE OF NEW YORK. 

Of Organization. 

§ 20. The commanderr-in-chief of the militia of this 
State shall organize and arrange the same, and the dis- 
tricts therefor, into divisions, brigades, regiments, bat- 
talions, squadrons, troops, batteries, and companies, and 
cause the same to ho numbered as nearly in conformity 
to the laws of the United States as local circumstances 
and the public convenience may permit, and may alter, 
divide, annex, or consolidate the same and the districts 
thercDf, and dismiss snpernnmcrary officers, who were 
made such by nn excess of officers of equal grade 
being tlirown into any division, brigade, regimental, or 
company district. The present divisions, brigades, 
regiments, battalions, troops, squadrons, batteries, and 
companies, and the districts thereof, shall remain as no\7 
established by law, subject to the ])owcr of tiic com- 
mander-in-chief, to alter, diviile, annex, or consolidate the 
same as above set forth. KcgimeiiLal districts, except 
in cities, shall conform, as nearly as convenient, to the 
assembly districts of this State. 

§ 21. The organized militia of the State shall be 
known as the National Guard of the State of New 
YorV and shall consist of eight divisions, and sacb 
number of brigades, regiments, companies, and battalions 
and such batteries, troops, or squadrons, as the comumnd' 
cr-in-chief shall determine and designate. Provided, that

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the aggregate orgaTiizerl force of the national o"nard, in 
lime of peace, to be luHy armed, equipped, and uniform- 
ed, sliall not exceed the number of fifty tlioii.^and non- 
commissioned officers and privates ; but the cumniander- 
iii-chief shall have power in ca:ses of war or insurrection, 
or imminent danger thereof, to nmke further drafia of 
the militia, and to form new regiments, battalions, bat- ' 
tcries, and troops, and to organize the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the service shall require, {yis amended by § 1, 
chap. 801) 0/ 16GG.) 

§ 22. The national guard shall include the present 
uniformed militia of this State, and such volunteers as 
shall enroll themselTes therein in the several districts of 
this State, and such persons as nay be drafted therein, 
as hereinafter provided, and shall be organized, and 
shall serve as engineers, artillery, light artillery, cavalry, 
infantry, and rifles, as the commander-in-chief shall direct. 

§ 28. The commander-in-chief is hereby autliorized 
and empowered, so soon as may be convenient after the 
passage of this act, to appoint and commission the bri- 
gade, regimental, and company officers, in the first in- 
stance, necessary to complete the organization of all 
military districts hereafter to be created, and to fill all 
vacancies necessary for the complete organization of all 
military districts now created in this State, but not snf 
ficiently organi/od for an election. All officers super- 
seded by sucU appointment shall become supernumerary 
officers. 

§ 24. The commandant of each regimental district, for 
the purpose of organization, is hereby autliorized and 
required to appoint the non-commissioned officers requir- 
ed by law for each company in his district, and to issue 
to snch non-commissioned officers the proper warrants of 
their appoiiitiiiciit, until the organization of such regi- 
• ment shall be complete. 

§ 25. The organization of the national guard shall 
conform to the provisions of the laws of the United 
States, and their system of discipline and exercise shall 
conform as nearly as may be to that of the army of the 
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Unitofl States as it now is, or may hereafter be pre- 
scribed by congress. 

§26. Coiiipajiy officers shall use their best efforts to 
obtain sufficient volunteers to raise their re.spcctivc com- 
panies to the nunil)ci- of, at least, sixty-four non-conuni.s- 
sioiied officers and privates, which number is hereby 
.fixed as the ndniniimi, and one hundred as the maxiinuui 
of such company orgauizatioa. (^Jis amended hy § IfChap. 
809 fl/'18iiO.) 

§ 27. Incase oT any company of the national guard 
shall not, on or before the first day of October next, by 
voluntary enlistments, reach the number of sixty-four 
privates^or in case such company shall at any tune fall 
below such number, or in case a sufficient, number of 
persons shall not volunteer to organize new companies 
in the unorganized company districts, it shall be lawful 
for the commander-in-chief to order a sufficient number 
of persons, and also fifty per cent, in addition, to be 
drafted from the reserve militia of the first class, in the 
manner hereinafter provided, to raise such companies to, 
and maintain the same at, such number. The persons so 
drafted shall thereupon be enrolled as members of said 
company, and, unless they shall furnish substitutes, as 
hereinafter provided, shall be subject to the duties here- 
in mentioned, and in case of non-performance of such 
duties, shall be subject to the pains and penalties here- 
in mentioMod ; and such persons, or their substitutes, 
shall be entitled to all the privileges and exemptions 
conferred under any of the terms of this act. {As amend- 
ed by chap. {j\2 of the Laws of ISbo.) 

§ 28. To every company there shall be one captain, 
one first, one second lieutenant, four sergeants, four cor- 
porals, and three musicians, except in companies of artil- 
lery and cavalry, whicli may have one lirst and two 
second lieutenants, provided, however, that whenever 
any company shall exceed fifty rank and file, it may 
have live sergeants and eight corporals, 

§ 2U. Companies shall be formed in separate com- 
pany districts when practicable, but the commander-in* 
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cliief may, iii liis discretion, organize more companies 
tlian one in the same district, or parts of a compaDy in 
different districts. 

§ 30. Kacli division shall consist of not less tlian two 
brigades, eacii bri^zade not less than two regiments, each 
regiment not less than eight battalion companies of sixty- 
four non-comraissloned officers and privates. Whenever * 
any company shall fall below the number of sixty-four 
non-commissioned officers and privates, such company 
may be consolidated or disbanded ; and. whenever any 
regimental organization shall fall below the number of 
eight battalion companies, or an aggregate force of five 
hundred and twelve non-commissioned officers and pr[> 
vates, such regiment shall thereupon be designated as a 
battalion, but shall retain its regimental number, unless 
such battalion shall be consolidated or disbanded. (*ds 
amended hij § 1, chap. 8U9 18G6.) 

§ 31. Tiie commander-in-chief shall have power to 
organize, under the provisions of this act, battalions of 
iniantr}' and liflcs, and battalions, batteries, or com- 
panies of artillery, or for special services where it is not 
expedient or convenient to form regimental organiza- 
tions, or whenever the exigencies of the service may 
require. 

§ 32. No non-commissioned officer, musician, or pri- 
vate belonging to any troop of cavalry or company of 
artillery, light artillery, riflemen, or infantry, shall leave 
the troop or coin])any to which he belongs to serve as a 
fuenian in any lire company now raised or hereafter to 
be raised in any city or county ; nor shall he leave such 
troop or company and enlist in any other, without the 
written consent of the commandant of the regiment, bat- 
talion, or batterv, and of the squadron, troop, or company 
to which he belongs, except he shall have removed out 
of the beat of such troop or company. Such exception 
shall not apply to any troop or company situate in any 
o-f the cities of this State. 

§ 33. No person under the age of twenty-one years 
shall hereafter enlist in or join any uniform troop or 
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company, witliont the consent of his parent or guardian, 
master or mistress, unless drafted iu accordance with 
the provisions of tiiis act. 

§ 34. Every officer of the line and staff, and every offi- 
cer and private of any uniform company of this State, 
. shall provide himself, according to the provisions of tiiis 
act» vith a uniform complete, which shall be such as the 
commander-in-chief shall prescribe, and subject to such 
restrictions, limitations, and alterations as he may order. 

§ 35^ Any non-commissioned officer or private may, 
upon his enlistment, or upon being drafted, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act, if he so select, be 
furnished at the expense of the State with proper uni- 
form and equipments of his reunmentor corps; in such 
.case an entry to that effect shall be made on the com- 
pany roll, and such uniform sliall be furnished by the 
qaartermaster-general's department upon the requisition 
of the commandant of the rei^iment or battalion ; but 
such uniform and equipments shall in no case be differ- 
ent from those prcscrihcd bv the jrcnornl rcf^ulatioiis of 
the military forces of tlio Stntn of New York, unlejiS by 
special autliority of the coinrnandor-iii-nliicf, and only 
two uniforms shall be furnished by the State to any non- 
commissioned officer or private during his term of enlist- 
ment, except in case of actual service in garrison or field 
duty. {As amended 6y § 1, chap. 809 of 18i>6.) 

§ I->6. In case such uniform and equipments be fur- 
nished in accordance with the last preceding section ; 
the same shall be left at the company armory for safe 
keeping, and the person applying tor the same shall be 
charged with the value thereof, and shall be entitled to 
receive half pay only fpr services under this act, at drills, 
^parades, encampments, and lake and sea-coast defense 
duty, until the sum charged against him therefor shall 
Iiave been liquidated by such service, when such uniform 
and equipment shall become theproperty of such person. 

§ 37. Whoever shall secrete, sell, dispose of, offer for 
sale, or in any manner pawn or pledge any uniform or 
equipments, the property of the people of this State, and 
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ony mombcr of ar substitute in the national g^nard who 
shall, when not on duty, wear any such uniform or equip- 
ments without the permission of his conimandinL^ officer, 
shall bo deemed pruilty of a misdemeanor, and shall he 
piinislied by iniprisonnicnt in tlie county jail for not Ir-- 
than one nor more than two months, or by a fine of not 
more than one hundred nor less than fifty dollars. {As 
amended hy % t, chap. 8D9 of 186G.) 

§ 38. The (jiiartermastcr-^eneral shall, under tlic di- 
rection and with the approval of the comma iidcr-in- 
chief, cause to be manufactured the uniforms and c(j[inp- 
ments which may, from time to time, be required for 
cacli res^iment, for the purposes mentioned in this act. 
And the coni[)troUer, upon the order of the commaiider- 
in-chief, shall draw his warrant upon the treasurer for 
such sums as shall, from time to time, be expended for 
the purchase or manufacture of said uniforms and equip-- 
ments ; provided, always, that the price paid for the 
same shall in no case exceed the prices paid for uniforms 
and equipments of like quality for the army of the United 
States. {As amended by chap. 612^1 865.) 

§ 39. All vouchers and accounts under the last pre- 
ceding section shall, from time to time, be audited by a 
committee, to consist of the comptroller, treasurer, and 
secretary of State. 

§ 40. The commander-in chief shall, from time to time, 
direct such books, as to him shall appear expedient, as 
a pfuide for the military forces of this State, to be pro- 
vided, and shall furnish the same to all commissioned 
olhcers at the rxponi^-e the State. 

§41. The CDtntiui ]ider-in-chief slinll cause each com- 
pany, squadron, troop, battery, battalion, regirnent, bri- 
tradc, and division to be numbered or lettered in such 
manner as he shall deem proper and best calculated to 
secure uniformity. Each company, squadron, troop, bat- 
tery, Ixittalion, regiment, bri<?adc, and division shall be 
known by its number and desiirnation, which shall be 
registered at the adjuiaut-gencraFs ofTico. 

§ 42. Non-commissioned oflicers shall be chosen from 
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the manbers of the company to which they belong. All 
commiBsioned officers residing in any city or incorpo- 
rated village in this State shall be deemed to be within 
the bounds of their rc^^pective commands, providing any 
part of the military district to which they properly be- 
long shall be located within such city or village. 

§ 43. All existing uniformed companies, in any each 
regimental din h let, city, or village, shall be deemed to 
be organized under the provisions of tlii^^ act; but no 
snch company shall be so constituted, unless at the time 
of such appiication it contains thirty-two non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates. 

§ 44. Whenever six uniformed companies shall be 
organized in any of the rejrirncntal districts of this State, 
the coniniander-in-chief sliall order an election to he held 
for the choice of suitable person-^ to fill the offices of 
colonel, lieutenant-colonel, and major in such regiment, 
by directing some suitable officer to give the proper 
notice of such election, and to preside thereat, unless 
such officer shall already have been elected or appointed ; 
but the colonel so elected or appointed shall not be com- 
missioned until eight battalion companies of sixty-four 
non-commissioned officers and pri vales shall be fully 
organized. {As amended by § 1, chap, 800 of I860.) 

§ 45. As soon as tlic field officers in the regiments in 
any of the brigade districts of this Slate shall be duly 
chosen and commissioned, the commander-in-chief shall 
order an election to be held for the choice of a suitable 
person to fill the office of brigadier-general and brigade 
inspector in sach brigade district, by directing some 
suitable officer to give the pro-notices of such election 
apd preside thereat, unless such brigadier-general and 
brigade inspector shall already have been elected or ap* 
pointed, as provided by this act* 

§ 46. All commissioned officers rendered supernu- 
merary by the provisions of this act, and every officer 
rendered supernumerary by any consolidation or altera- 
tion of regiments, battalions, squadrons, troops, or com- 
panies, shall be entitled to all the privileges conferred 
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by any preceding law (except command), and shall be 
exempt from the performance of any military duty, ex- 
cept in cases of war and Insurrection, provided they shall, 
within one year after being so rendered supernumerary, 
have reported themselves to the adjutant-general as such ; 
provided, however, that no officer rendered supernu- 
merary shall be entitled to rote at any election held for 
the choice of officers, or servo as a member of any court- 
martial. 

§ 47. Volunteers under the provisions of this act may 
bo received in any company of the national p:uard, 
whether such volunteer reside in the company district 
or not ; but persons liable to military duty shall be 

drafted only in the district where they may reside. 

§ 48. Any officer, non-commissioned officer, musician, or 
nniformod private who may cliannrc In? rosidencc from 
witiiiii the bounds of the first division iu'o any adjacent 
county, or from within any county adjacent into the said 
division district, shall not tliercby vacate bis office or 
post, but lie shall be held to duty in Ihe division, brif^ade, 
regiment, troop, or company to which he was attached at 
the time of such change of residence, and shall be eligi- 
ble to promotion, election, or appointment to office 
therein, and he shall be subject to duty therein, and 
sliall be entitled to all privileges, immunities, and 
exemptions allowed by law, and shall be liable to fines 
and penalties, and the collection of them, in the same 
manner as if such change of residence had not taken 
place, and process for the collection of such fines and 
penalties may be executed in either New York or any 
adjacent county. {As amended 6y § 1, chap, 809 cf 1866.) 

ON TH6 ELECTION AND APPOINTMENT OP MILITABY 
OFFICEBS AND THE TENURE OF THEIB OFFICES. 

§ 49. All major-generals, and tlie commissary-general 
sliall be nominated by the governor, and appointed by 
hifn, with the consent of the senate. 

§ 50. Tiie resolution of the senate, concurring in any 

"X 
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nomination made bj the governor to a military office, 
shall be certified by the president and clerk of the senate, 
and be transmitted to the adjutant-general, who shall 
issue the commission and record the sameiu books to be 
provided by him. 

§ 51. The staff of the commander4n-chief shall con- 
sist of the adjutant-general, an inspector-general, en- 
gineer-iii-chief, judge-advocatc-general, quartermaster- 
general, commissary-general of subsistence, paymaster- 
general, siirgcon-general, and three aids, who shall be 
appointed by the governor, and whose commission shall 
expire with the time for which the governor shall have 
been elected. 

§ 52. The commissary-general shall liereafter be known 
as the commissary-general of ordnance, and shall not 
enter on the duties of his office until heshall have taken 
the oath of office prescribed in the constitution. Such 
oath shall be taken before any officer authorized to ad- 
minister the same oath to the attorney-general within 
the same period, and subject Lo the same regaUaions. 

§ 53. Captains, subalterns, and non-commissioned 
officers of organized regiments, shall be chosen by the 
written or printed votes of the members of their re* 
spective companies ; field officers of organized regiments 
and battalions, by the written or printed votes of the 
commissioned officers of their respective regiments and 
battalions; and brtgaidier-generals and brigade in- 
spectors, by tlie written or printed votes of the field 
officers of their respective brigades, if organized. 

§ 64. Major-generals, brigadier-generals, and cora- 
mandino: officers of regiments or battalions, shall appoint 
the staff officers of their respective divisions, brigades, 
regiments, or battalions, whose term of office shall ex- 
pire when the persons appointing them* shall retire from 
office ; but they shall continue to hold such ofRcc until 
their successor shall be appointed and \\ave quaWlied. 

§ 55. The commissioned officers ot t\\c national guard 
shall be commissioned by the governor, but he may, in 
ills discretion, withhold such commission in ovdei- to 
C 
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determine tlie qualifications of the p'^rson for tlie office 
to wliicli he shall luive been elected or appmnted ; and 
in case of a ;^eiicral or fickl officer, iT upon ret'erciice to 
the inspector-<reneral or an examining board, and in case 
of a line officer, upon reference to liis brigade com- 
mander, 8ach person shall be «djudn:ed unqualified for 
suck office, another officer shall, within ten daya after 
due notice of such adverse decision, be elected or 
appointed, and in default of such election, the vacancy 
shall be filled by the commander-in-chief, and no com- 
missioned officer can be removed from office unless by the 
senate, on recommendation of the governor, stating the 
grounds on which such removal is recommended, or by 
the decision Of a court-martial, or retiring or examining 
board, or pursuant to law. But whenever any regiment 
shall fall below the minimum strength, as is established 
by this act, and the same shall have been designated as 
a battalion, the colonel shall be relieved from command 
of sucli battalion, and rendered supernumerary, by order 
of the commander-in-chief. (As amended by chap, 612 of 
1865, and % § 1, chap. 809 of ISiil).) 

§ 5(). Sorireant-majors, quartermaster-sergeants, ser- 
geant standard-bearers, and drum-majors shall be appoint- 
ed by the commanding officer of tlie regiment or battalion 
to which they shall belong, by warrant under the hand 
of ?nch comniaudiug officer, and shall hold their offices 
during ills pleasure. 

§ 57. Wlicncvcr the office of a l)rigadicr-gcncral is 
vacant in aiij organized brigade, the coiiinuuulcr-in-chief 
shall issue au order for an election to fill the vacancy, 
and shall designate a major-general or some other proper 
officer to preside at such election* 

§ 58. The officer so designated shall cause a written 
or printed notice* to be served on each of the field officers 
of the brigade in which the vacancy exists, at least ten 
days previous to the election, specifying the time and 
place of holding such election. 

§ 60. Whenever the office of any field officer in any 
organized regiment or battalion is vacant, the command- 
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in<r officer of the brigade to wliicli such rcf^iment or 
battalioj^ belongs, shall cause a written or printed notice 
to bo served on each commissioned officer in sucli re.j^i- 
ment or battalion, of an election to fill the vacancy. The 
notice sliall specify the time and place of holding tbe 
election, and be served at least five days before sucb. 
election shall take pliice. 

§ 60. Whenever the office of a captain or sabaltern in 
any organized company or troop is vacant, the command- 
ing officer of the regiment or battalion to which sach 
company or troop belongs shall cause a written or 
printed notice of an election to fill the vacancy, to be 
served on the members of such company or troop, at 
least three days before the election shall take place, and 
shall specify in such notice the time and place of the 
election. 

§ 61. All notices for any election shall be served on 
the persons entitled to vote thereat, in the same manner 
as non-commissioned oQiccrs, musicians, and privates are 
warned to attend a parade, as prescribed in section one 
hundred and thirty-nine of this act. 

§ 62. The officer issuincr the notice shall designate 
some proper person or persons to serve the same or to 
direct such service ; and the person so designated shall 
make a •return of the persons notified, and of the man- 
ner of the services. 

§ 63. The return, if made by a commissioned officer, 
shall be authenticated by his certificate on honor ; if by 
a non-commissioned officer, by the oath of the person 
makiiig^ such service. The oath may be administered 
by any magistrate, or by the officer issuing the notice. 

§ 64. The officer causing the notice to be given for 
any of the aforesaid elections, shall attend at the time 
and place of holding such elections ; he shall organize 
the meeting and preside thereat, and may, for sufficient 
cause, adjourn the same from time to time. 

§ 65. If the ofiicer causing the notices to be given 
shall not attend the meeting for the election, then the 
officer of the highest rank present, or in case of an equal- 
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ity of rank between two or more, then such of them as 
the majority of the electors present shall choose, shall 
preside at such meeting. And the oCQccr issuing such 
notices shall cause the proper evidence of service of such 
notices on all tbe electors t^o be delivered to such pre- 
siding officer. And at meetings for the election of com- 
pany officers, the company roll, parofully revised, shall 
m like nfanner be delivered with such evidence. And if 
it shall happen at any election for commissioned officers 
that legal notice has not been given to all the persons 
entitled to vote thereat, the presiding officer shall ad- 
journ the meeting, and cause such notice to be given . The 
presence of a person entitled to vote at any election 
shall bo deemed a waiver of his right to take exception 
to the want of legal notice. 

§ 66. The presiding officer at any election for com- 
missioned officers shall keep the polls open at least one 
liour after the time appointed for holding the same. 
He shall then publicly canvass the votes received from 
the electors for the officers to be elected, and sliall forth- 
with declare the result, and give notice to every person 
elected of his election. If such person shall not, witliin 
ten days after being notified of his election, signify to 
such officer his acceptance, he shall be considered as de- 
clining the office to which he shall have been chosen, 
and an election shall be held lor a new choice. 

§ 67. Ini mediately after the person elected shall have 
signified his acceptance, the officer who shall have pre- 
sided at the election shall, in case of the election of a 
brigadier-general, communicate the same to the com- 
mander-in-chief; and in all other cases, if not himself 
the commanding officer of the brigade, shall certify to 
such commanding officer the names of the persons duly 
elected. 

§ 08. If at any election an officer, then in commission, 
shall be elected to fill a vacancy, and shall accept, the 
electors present, whether such officer be present or ab- 
sent, shall proceed to elect a person to fill the place of 
the officer so promoted, if the officers or persons assem- 
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bled at such meeting have authority to make the 
choice. 

§ oy. The commanding officers of briu;adc.-; shall trans- 
mit the names of persons duly elected and approved, or 
appointed to oflSces in their respective brigades, to the 
commftndei*4n-chiefy to the end that commissions may be 
issued to them. 

§ 70. Every person thinking himself aggrieved by the 
proceedings at any election for a commissioned officer 
may appeal, if the election be for a brigadier-general, 
to the commander-in-chief, and in other cases to the 
commanding officer of the brigade to which such person 
belongs. 

§ 71. The officer appealed to shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths, and shall hear and determine the appeal ; 
and if in his opinion the proceedings at such election are 
illegal, he shall declare the election void, and shall order 
an election to be held witliout delay for a new choice. 

§ 72. Any person concerned may appeal from the de- 
cision of the commanding officnr of tlie brigade to the 
commander-in-chief, wlio sliall hear and determine such 
appeal, and, in case it shall be necessary, order a new 
election. 

§ 73. Tlie commander-in-chief may make such rules 
and regulations relative to appeals as he shall deem 
necessary and proper to give full effect to the provisions 
of the constitution and of this act. 

§ 74. The com!naiidcr-in-chief shall issue commissions 
to all officers duly elected or appointed in pursuance of 
the provisions of this act ; and every officer duly com- 
missioned shall, within ten days after his commission 
shall be tendered to him, or within ten days after he 
shall be personally notified that the same is held in 
readiness for him, by any superior officer, take and sub- 
scribe the oath prescribed in the constitution of this 
State ; and in case of neglect or refusal to take such 
oath within the time mentioned, he shall be deemed 
to have resigned said office, and a new election shall be 
forthwith ordered to fiU his place. The neglect or 
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refusal of an officer elect to take such oath shall be no 
excuse for iie^rlect of duty uiitil another shall be duly 
commissioned in hh place. 

§ 75. Every commissioned officer shall take and sub- 
scribe puch oath before a judge or some court ot" l ecord 
in this iState, county clerk, commissioner to take affi- 
davits, justice of the peace, or some general or field 
officer who lias previously taken it himself, and who is 
hereby authorized to administer tlic same. 

§ 70. A certificate of the oatli shall be indorsed by llio 
officer administorinij the same on the commission, and a 
copy thereof shall h j liled in the adjutant-c:encrars office. 

§ 77. No fee .shall be received for administering any 
such oath; or indorsijio: such certificate. 

§ 78. Any orf^anized company or troop may, at any 
meeting thereof, elect non-commissioned officers to fill 
any yacancy therein* 

I 79* Sach election shall be directed and condacted 
by the commanding officer of such company or troop for 
the time being, who shall certify the names of the per- 
sons elected to the commanding officer of the regiment 
or battalion to which the company or troop belongs, 
who shall decide upon the legality of the election, and 
shall issue warrants to the persons duly elected. 

§ 8 J. The commandants of companies or troops may, 
whenever they deem it necessary, call a special meeting 
of their respective companies or troops for an election 
of non commissioned officers. 

§ ^ 1. A majority of tlie votes of all persons present at 
an election of brigadier-general shall be neces?:iry to a 
choice ; in all other cases a plurality shall be suthcient. 

§ 82. No othcer shall be considered out of the service 
on the tender of his resi<}^nation until it shall have been 
accepted by the commander-in-chief. The commanding 
officers of brijrades shall receive the resignations of such 
couiaihssioiied officers as may resign in their respective 
brigades, and shall transmiL ihe .^amo to the adjutaiit- 
general. Resignations of all other commissioned officers 
shall be made direct to the commander-in-chief. 
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§ 83. No officer sliall be permitted to resign liis com- 
miSMon who shall bo under arrest, or shall be returned 
to a court-martial for any deficiency or delinquency ; 
and no resignation shall be accepted aniess the officer 
tendering the same shall furnish to the adjatant-general 
satisfactory oridenco that he has delivered all moneys 
in his hands as snch officer, and all books and other 
property of the State in his possession, to his next supe- 
rior or inferior officer, or to the officer authorized by- 
law to receive the same, and that his accounts for money 
or public property are correct. 

§ 84. In time of war, or when the military forces of 
this State arc in actual service, resignations shall take 
effect thirty days from the date of the order of accept- 
ance, unloFs otherwise specially ordered by the com- 
mander-in-chief. 

^ 85. On acceptinn^ the resignation of an}^ officer, the 
connnander-iii-rhinf pliall cause tlic necessary notices and 
orders to be given for nji election to fill the vacancy so 
created ; provided, however, that when the military 
forces of this State shall be in the actual service thereof, 
or in the service of the United States in time of war, in- 
surrection, invasion, or imminent danger thereof, the 
commander-in-chief shall fill all vacancies of commis- 
sioned officers by appointment. 

^§ fcifi. Every officer who shall move out of the bounds 
of his command (unless such removal shall not be beyond 
the bounds of a city in which such command shall lie in 
whole or in part), and every officer who shall be absent 
from his command twelve months without leave of the 
commanding officer of his brigade, shall be considered 
as having vacated his office, and a new election shall be 
held, without delay, to fill the vacancy so created, ex- 
cept as above provided. • 

% 87. No person shall bo allowed to vote at any elec- 
tion for a commissioned or non-commissloned officer of 
a company, unless he is an actual tnember of such com- 
pany wlicre he shall offer to vote, and liable to do mili- 
tary duty therein. 
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§88. If any person offering to vote at any election 
for. a commissioned officer of a company, shall bo chal- 
lenged as unqualified by any person entitled to vote 
thereat, the presiding officer shall declare to the person 

so challenp^ed the quaHfications of an elector. 

§ 89. U lie sliall state himself lo be duly qualified, 
and the challenge shall not be withdrawn, the presiding 
officer shall then tender him the following oath : 

" You f!o awejxr (or affirm) thafc yott arc an actaal member of the com- 
pauy cotiuauuded by , and that you are 

liable to do military dnty thereio.*' 

§ 90. The commissioned officer who shall receive a 
commission for any subordinate officer, sliall, within 
thirty days tliereafter, give notice thereof to the person 
entitled to it. 

§ 91. The commander-in-chief is hereby authorized, 
so often as he may deem that the jjood of the service re- 
quires, to appoint a military board or commission of not 
less than three nor more than five officers, to sit at such 
place as he shall direct, whose duty it shall be to ex- 
apdiDe into the physical ability, moral character, capa- 
city, attainments, general fitness for the service, and 
efficiency of such commissioned officers, as the command* 
6r-in<chief may order to be examined by said board, or 
who may be reported for examination to the adjatant- 
general by colonels of their regiments, or general officers 
. commanding their brigades or divisions, and upon such 
report may be ordered to be examined by t!ic command- 
er-in-chief. If the decision of said board be unfavora- 
ble to such officer, and be approved by the commander- 
in-chief, the commission of such officer shall bo vacated ; 
provided, always, that no officer shall be eligible to sit 
on such board or commiRsion wlio?e rank or promotion 
would in any way be affected by its proceedings ; and 
two members, at least, if practicable, ahall be of equal 
rank with the officer to be examined. The officers con- 
stituting such board shall receive the same pay and 
allowances for traveling expenses as members of courts- 
martial. 
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$ 92. No officer^ whose commission shall have been 
vacated under the next preceding section, shall be clif^i- 
ble for election to any military office for the period of 
one year, and his election Bhall be void ; and in case 
the vacancy so created shall not "witliin thirty days be 
filled by tl)G election of some other and proper person, 
the comniander-in cliief shall have power to iili such 
vacancy by appointment. 

^ 98. ir anv commissioned officer shall have become 
or shall liereafter become incapable of performing the 
dnties of his office, and any commissioned officer who 
sliall liave served in the same grade for the continuous 
period of ten years, may be placed on the supernumerary 
list and withdrawn from active service and command. 
{Jis amended hy §1, dtap. 8Q9 of 1866.) 

§ 94. In order to carry out the provisions of this 
act, the comitiander*in-chief shall cause to as.«emble a 
board of not less than three nor more than five com- 
missioned officers, all of whom shall have served in the 
volunteer service of the United States, one of whom at 
least shall be of the medical staff, to determine the facts 
as to the nature and occasion of the disability of such 
officers as appear disabled or unfit, from any cause, to 
perform military service, such board being hereby in- 
vested with the powers of a court of inquiry and court- 
martial, and their decision shall be subject to like revi- 
sion as tlmt of such courts by the coramander*in-chief. 
The board, whenever it finds an officer incapacitated for 
active service, shall report such fact to the commander- 
in-chief, and if he approves such judgment the disabled 
officer shall thereupon be placed upon the supernumerary . 
list, according to the provisions of this act ; provided, 
always, that the mcinhors of the board shall in every 
case he sworn to an honest and impartial performance 
of their duties, and that no officer shall be placed upon 
the supernumerary list by the action of said board with- 
out liaving had a fair and full hearing before the board, 
if upon due summons he shall demand it. Pi(>viJed, 
that it shall not be necessary to refer any case for the 
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action of such board arising under section Tiinefy-tliree, 
except the officers dcsio:nated by the coinrnaudci'-in-chief 
to be retired, shall within twenty days after notice that 
he will be retired, by notice in writin^^^ to be sci ved on 
the adjutant-<reneral, demand a hearin<r and examination 
before such board. {As amended by chap, ijVA of 1805, 
and by § 1, chap, 809 of 186G.) 

§ y5. In time of war, insurrection, invasion, or immi- 
nent clanger thereof, when the military forces of this 
State shall be in the actaal seryice thereof, the com- 
mander-in-chief shall have power, whenever the public 
Interests may in his opinion so require, to suspend from 
active service such officer or officers as he shall deem it 
discreet so to suspend, and fill the vacancy thus created 
by appointment; but no such suspension shall continue 
for a longer period than thirty days, unless a court- 
martial shall have in the mean time been ordered for 
the trial of such officer or officers. 

OP THB ORGANIZATION OF THE STAFF DEPAIITHBNTS. ' 

§ 96. The commander-in-chief sliall be entitled to 
three aids and one military secretary, each with the 
rank of colonel, and a military messenger witli rank of 
second lieutenant. The commissary-f^eneral shall be a 
meinl)er of the staflf of the coinmander-in-chief, and be 
subject to the provisions of this act. {As amended by 
chap. 612 of 18G5.) 

§ 97. Each major-general shall be entitled to two aids 
with the rank of major ; and each brigadier-general to 
one aid, with the rank of captain* 

§ 98. The adjutant-general shall have the rank of 
brigadier-general ; and in his department there shall be 
an assistant adjutant-general, with the rank of colonel, 
and such acting assistants as may be approved by the 
commanderin-cliief ; to each division, a division inspector 
with the rank of colonel ; to each brigade, a brigade in- 
spector, to serve also as a brigade major, with the rank 
of major ; and to each regiment or battalion, an adjutant, 
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with the rank of first lieutenant. {As amended by chap. 
012 1/ 1865.) 

§ 9^^. The inspector-eoiicral shall ]iave the rank of 
brigadicr-p^cneral, and liis duty shnll be to attend to the 
organization of the militia of this State. He shall in- 
spect every branch connected with the niililary .service, 
attend the military parades and encampments, when 
other official duties wUl permit, and report annually to 
the eommander-in-chief. la the inspector-generars de- ' 
partment there shall be an assistant inspector-general, 
with the rank of colonel, who shall also act, under the 
directions of the inspcctor-generali as inspector of mili- 
tary accounts. 

§ 100, The eugineer-in-chief shall have the rank of 
llpgadier-general ; and there shall be in his department, 
to each division, a division eng^ineer, with the rank of 
colonel ; to each brijrade, a brigade engineer, with the 
rank of major ; to each regiment, one engineer, with the 
rank of captain. 

§ 101. In the qnartermaster-general^s department there 
shall be a quartermaster-general, with the rank of brig- 
adier-general ; an assistant quartcrmaster-f^eneral, with 
the rank ofcolonel ; to each division, a division rpinrter- 
master, with the rank of lieutenant-colonel ; to cncli l)ri- 
gade, a brigade quartermaster, with the rank of captain ; 
and to eacli reo^iinent or battalion, a quartermaster, with 
the rank of lieutenant ; and tlie quartermaster-general 
may, witli the approval of the commander-in-chief, ap- 
point so nmny storekeepers as the exigencies of the ser- 
vice may require, not exceedinof one to each storehouse. 
amended by chap. 834 of 18()4.) 

§ 102. In the department of the commissary-general 
of subsistence, tliere shall be a commissary-general of 
subsistence, with the rank of colonel ; and in his depart- 
ment there shall he so many assistant commissaries, with 
the rank of captain, as the exigencies of the service may 
require ; such assistant commissaries to be appointed by 
tile commander-in-chief, and to hold their offices during 
his pleasure. 
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§ 103. Itt the paymaster-general'a department there 
shall be a paymaster-general, with the rank of brigadier- 
general ; and in his department there shall be an assist^ 
ant paymaster-general, to be appointed by the paymaster- 
frencral, with the rank of colonel ; to each division, a 
division paymaster, with the rank of major ; and to each 
brigade, a brigade paymaster, with the rank of captain ; 
but such paymasters may at any time be detached from 
service in said brio^ades or divisions, a?? well as otiier 
officers of the general staff, by order of the commander- 
iu-cliicf. {As amended by chap, 612 of 1865.) 

§ 104. The commissai'v-general shall hereafter l)0 
known as the commissary-general of ordnance, and shall 
have tho rank of brigadicr-gcncral ; and in his depart- 
ment there shall be an assistant, with the rank of Li- 
onel ; and so many military sLurekeepers, for the safe 
keeping ^and the preservation of tlie State arsenals, 
magazines, fortifications, and military stores belonging 
to this State, as he may find it necessary to appoint, not 
exceeding one to each arsenal. 

§ 105. In the hospital department there shall be a 
surgeon-general, with the rank of brigadier-general ; 
to each division, a hospital surgeon, with the rank of 
colonel ; to each brigade, a hospital surgeon, with the 
ranlc of major ; to each regiment, a surgeon, with the 
rank of major ; and to each regiment or separate bat- 
talion, an assistant surgeon, with the rank of first lieu- 
tenant, who shall be commissioned, on tlie recommenda- 
tion of the surgeon-general ; but the rank of these officers 
shall not entitle them to promotion in the line, nor reg- 
ulate their pay and allowances in the service ; all such 
officers to be graduates of some incorporated school of 
medicine. (As amended by chap, 612 of 1865.) 

§ 106. To each regiment or battalion tlicre shall bo 
appointed one cliaplain, who s]mll be a regular ordained 
^ minister of a christian denomination. 

§107. In the judge-advocate's department there shall 
be a judge-advocate-general, with the rank of brii^adier- 
gcneral ; to each division, a division judge-advocate. 
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with tlie rank of colonel ; and to each brigade, brigade 
judge-advocate, with the rank of major. 

§ 108. There sliall be to each regiment or battalion 
two sergeant Btaudard- bearers, one sergeapt^major, one 
quartermaster sergeant, one commissary-sergeant, and 
one drum-major ; and to each regiment or battalion of 
light artillery and cavah-y, one triiinpet-ranjor. 

§ 109. The chief of each staff dc[)artment shall, under 
tlie direction of the conimandcr-iii cln'ef, have command 
over all subordinate officers in his department, aiic! shall, 
from time to lime, issue orders and instructions lor their 
government and practice. 

§ 110. The coinmander-iii-cliief is hereby authorized 
and empowered to organize, in his discretion, the vari- 
ous staff deparlnicnts, and to prescribe, by rules arid 
regulations, the duties to bo performed by the officers 
connected therewith, ^vliich shall, as far as may bo, con- 
form to those which arc prescribed for the government 
of the staff department in the army of the United States ; 
and, in time of war, insurrection, or invasion, or immi- 
nent danger thereof, add when the exigencies of the ser- 
Tice shall require, he may appoint and commission three 
additional aids upon his stafif, with the rank of colonel ; 
and also such nnmbcr of assistants in the several staff 
departments, with the rank of lieutenant-colonel or ma- 
jor, as in his judgment shall be necessary. Such assist- 
ants shall be selected from persons who have served 
meritoriously in tiic volunteer service of the United 
States, and shall hold their commissions only daring the 
term of service of the staff oflScer in whose department 
they shall be appointed, or during the pleasure of the 
corn n Kin der-in-chief. {Jls amended by chap. 61*2 o/ 1865.) 

§ 111. Each chief of such department shall prepare 
and transmit, at the expense of this State, all blank forms 
of returns, precepts, warrants, and proceedings neces- 
sary in his department, 

OF THB ORGANIZATION OF BANDS OF MUSICIANS. 

§ 112. The commanding officer of each regiment, or 
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battalion maj, in his discretion, organize a band of 
musicians, and by arrant, under his hand, may appoint 

a lejuler of such band. 

§ 113. Sucli musicians shall bo snbject to the orders 
of such leader, aad be under tlic command of the com* 
manding officer of the regiment or battalion ; and the 
whole or any part of said band may be required by such 
coinmandin^r nffircr to appear ut any mcrting of the offi- 
cers for inihtrLrv |)ui poses, niid at the review and inspec- 
tion or encampment of such regiment or battalion. 

§ 114. The leader of eadi band shall, whenever re- 
quired by such commanding onicor. make returns to him 
of the warning of the members of his band, and of the 
delinquents and delinquencies therein, which returns 
shall be duly authenticated by the oath of such leader, 
taken before a lield otlicer of such regiment or battalion. 

§ 115. Such return, so sworn to, shall be received as 
evidence in all cases, in the same manner as like returns 
of non-commissioned officers of infantry companies, 

§ 116. Such commanding officer shall make the like 
retnrns of all such delinquents and delinquencies, as in 
cases of non-commissioned officers and musicians in com- 
panies of infantry, and with like effect, and the courts- 
martial shall impose the like penalties on such delinquent 
members of said band. 

§ 117. The commanding officer of such regiment or 
battalion shall have authority to disband such band, 
whetlier now or hereafter established, and to revoke the 
warrant of its leader. 

§ 118. The provisions of this article shall apply to all 
musicians employed to serve with the military forces of 
this Slate. 

OP THE ISSXnNO AND SAFE KEEPING OF ARMS. 

§ 119. Whenever any company, organized under tlio , 
provisions of this act, shall have reached the minimum 
nufnber of thirty-two non-commissioned officers and j)ri- 
vates, the supervisors of the county in which such com- 
pany dioUict is situated may, at tlicii' discretion, upon 
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the demand of the captain 6r commandant of micb com- 
pany, countersigned by tlie colonel of the regiment, to- 
gether with the certificate of the adjutant general that 
such company comprises thirty-two non-coinmissioncd 
officers and privates, wlio, as appears by the cerliOcate 
of the colonel of the regiment to which puch cnmpnuy is 
attndied, regularly attend the dj-ills and parades of said 
couifjany, and have been furnished with arms, erect or 
rent within the bounds of such regiment for said com- 
pany, a suitable and convenient armory, drill room, and 
place of deposit for the safe keeping of such arms, uni- 
Ibrnis, equipments, accoutrements, and camp equipage 
as sliall be furnished such company under the provisions 
of tliis act, except in sucli places wlierc a public ai inory 
sliall then exist, the same armory to be used by several 
companies, or shall provide a regimental or battalion 
armory to be iised by all the companies, as the inspector* 
eneral and the board of snpervisora of the coanhr shall 
eem expedient, (^s amended &y § 3, chap, 4c '6 of J 863.) 
§ 120. The expense of erecting or renting snch armo- 
ries shall bo a portion of the county charges of such 
county, and shall be levied and raised in the same man- 
ner as other county charges are levied and paid. 

§ 121. In case such armory shall not be erected or 
rented by the supervisors for the use of such company, 
the commandant of the regiment, in his discretion, with 
the approval of ihe inspector-general, may rent a room 
or building to be used for the purpose of such armory, 
and the amount of rent thereof, provided tlie same shall 
not exceed the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars for 
each compaiiy, in the several cities of this State, and 
fifty dollars for roinpanies not located in cities shall be 
a county cliarge, and shall be paid by such supervisors, 
and levied and raised as hereinbefore provided. 

§ 122. Such armory, when erected or rented, shall be 
under tho control and charj^e of the conimandinp^ officer 
of the regiment in whose bounds or district it shall be 
located ; and such commauduig uiliccr shall deposit 
therein all arras and equipments received from time to 
time for tho use of any company in lus regVmcttt* 
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§ 123. The commissary-general of the State shall 
funiirih, on the order of the commander-ii>chicf, all 
necessary arms and cqnipmeuts, suiLed to the particular 
company or corps belonging to each regiment, required 
for camp and fichl duty ; the e-anie to be furnished at tiio 
expense of the State, inchulinp^ transportation. But no 
arms or cqiilpmcnts shall "be fiirni<hed to any company 
or corps, unless such company or corps shall be con- 
nected with the regular military organization of the 
State. 

§ 124. The commanding officer of each regiment or 
company sliall be responsible for the safe keeping and 
return of all arms and equipments committed to his 
charge, and shall execute such bonds as the commander- 
in-chief shall require from time to time ; and no com- 
pany shall bo so furnished until bonds for the safe keep- 
ing and return shall be made out and approved by the 
commander-in-chief, and until a suitable armory or place 
of deposit shall be assigned, rented, or erected, in such 
regiment. 

§ 125. The commanding officer of any regiment or 
company wlio shall liavc received, according to the pro- 
visions of this act, any aniis and equipments from tiie 
State for the use of his regiment or company, shall dis- 
tribute the same to his regiment or company, as he shall 
deem proper, and require of those to wliom they were 
distributed to return them at Bucli time and place as ho 
shall order and direct ; and any oiUcer who shall neglect 
or refuse to comply witli such order, shall forfeit the sum 
not to exceed double the price of any arms or equipments 
he shall have received, to be sued for and collected in 
the name of the commandant of the regiment for the use 
of the military fund of such regiment. 

§ 126. The commanding officer of eacb regiment shall 
appoint a suitable person to take charge of the armory, 
armories, or place of deposit of his regiment, or of the 
several companies in his regiment, and all arms, equip* 
ments, and other property of the State therein deposited, 
and to discharge all duties connected therewith, as shall 
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be from time to time prescribed by the commanding 
officer. 

§ 127. Such person so appointed shall receive a com- 

pensation not to exceed one dollar and fifty cents per 
day for tlie tltne actually employed in cleaning guns and 
other duties indispensably necessary for the safe keeping 
and preservation of such property of tlie State as shall 
be committed to his charge, which shall be a county 
charge upon the county in which said armory is situated, 
and audited and paid in the same manner as other 
county charges, {^s amended hj chap. 612 of 1865.) 

^ 128. The commander-in-cliief plinll, from time to 
time, make such orders, rules, and regulations as he may 
de(*m proper for the observance of all officers haviug 
charge of any armory in which arms of the people of 
this State shall be deposited. 

§ 12*J. Whenever the commissioned officers of any 
uniformed company in this State shall make application 
to the commanding officer of their regiment for any 
arms or equipments suited to the corps to which their 
company may belong, uikI who shall, at the same time, 
furnish such commaudiDg officer with sufficiout bonds for 
the safe keeping and return of the same, he may deliver 
to such officers such arms and equipments belonging to 
this State as he shall deem proper ; bat no snch arms or 
equipments shall be delivered, nnless the bonds given for 
' the safe keeping and return thereof shall be approved 
bjr the sureties who became responsible in the bonds fur- 
nished to the commander-in-chief for all such arms and 
equipments. 

. § 130. Any person who shall willfully injure such 
armorjyOr its fixtures, or any gun, sword, pistol, or 
other property of the State therein deposited, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

§ 131« The commissary-general may, from time to 
time, require any officer to examine any armory provided 
as aforesaid, and report to him the condition thereof, 
and of the arms and camp equipage therein deposited. 
§ 132. AXi officers applying for the issue of camp 

7 
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cqiiipao^e shall set forth in their application tlio number 
of t en Is which tliey will require, the time when their 
respective rc<]:iments or companies go into camp, and the 
number of dayb ^vhich such encampment will continue ; 
and the commanding oiliccr of each camp shall, immetii- 
atcly after the breaking up of the encampment, cause the 
equipage to be returned to such of the State arsenals, or 
turned oyer to snch officer as may be directed by the 
adjutant-general ; provided, however, that 8uch tents 
and camp equipage shall be deposited in someone of the 
State arsenals on or before the first day of November in 
each year. 

OP TIIR DRILLS, PARADES, AND HENDEZVOUS OP TUB 
NATIONAL GUATID, AND OP COMPENSATION FOR 
MILITARY SEaVICES. 

§ 133. Whenever any company or companies shall be 
organized, uniformed, and equipped in any regimental 
district of this State, such company or companies shall 
parade annually thereafter by regiment, battalion, or 

company, at such time and place, between tlie first day 
of May and the first day of November, as the command- 
ino" ofijccrs of their respective brigades shall order nnd 
direct, for the purpose of discipline, inspection, and re- 
view. At any snch parade, all the commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers, musicians, and privates shall 
appear and discharge any and all the duties required to 
be performed by the command iriLr officer. No person 
shall be permitted in the ranks, oii any parade, who does 
not aj^pear in full uniform, and armed and equipped, 
suited to the coinpany to which he belonprs : and no per- 
son shall be permiUed in the ranks w ho ls not, iuliy 
armed aad equipped according to the provisions of this 
act, and the lawa of the United States ; and all members 
who shall appear without snch arms and equipments, or 
without a uniform, at any parade, shall be returned as 
absent from parade and fined accordingly. At such an- 
nual parade an actual muster shall be made by the com- 
manding officer present thereat, of each commissioned 
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and non-commissioned officer, musician, and private 
present and absent, and a muster roll in duplicate, sliall 
be made and officially certified to and returned by such 
commanding officer, in accordance with such rco^iilations 
and restrictions as may be issued by the commander-in- 
chief. And the brigade inspector shall at the same timo 
Miakc a like muster of the field, commissioned, and non- 
commissioned stall' oihcers of each regiment, separate 
battalion, or baLtcry ; and the said muster rolls shall be 
filed in the office of tlie adjutant-general, (^s amended 
% c^ap. 612/1865.) • 

§ 134. In addition to the aonnal inspection herein 
specified, there shall be six drills or parades of tlie na- 
tional guard in each year, not less than three of which 
shall be by regiment or battalion, and at such times and 
places as the commander»in<chief, commandant of diyision, 
brigade, regiment, or battalion shall direct* 

§ 135. The commanding officer, at any parade, may 
cause those under his command to perform any field or 
camp duty he shall require ; and also to put under 
guard for the day or time of continuing such parade, 
any officer, musician, or private who shall disobey the 
orders of his superior omeer, or in any way interrupt 
the exorcises of the day; also all other persons who 
shall trespass on the parade ground, or in any way or 
manner interrupt or molest the orderly discharge of 
duty of those under arms ; and also may prohibit and 
prevent the sale of all spirituous liquors within one mile 
of sucii parade or encampment ; and also, in his discre- 
tion, all hucksters or auction sales, or gambling may be 
abated as nuisances. 

5 13(). In addition to the drills and parades uluve 
specified, the commanding officers of companies may re- 
quire the oificers, non-commissioned ofiiccrs, musicians, 
and privates of their companies to meet for company 
drill and parade once in each month, from November to 
3fay, and so niucli oftencr as a majority of the members 
of such company shall prescribe in and by the by-laws 
for the gOYerument of the same. 
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§ 137, No parade or rendezvous of the national guard 
shall be ordered on any day daring which a general or 
special election shall bo held, nor within five days pre- 
vious to such election, except in eases of riot, invasion, or 
insurrection, or of imminent danger thereof ; and if any 
officer shall order any such parade or roiidczvoi:?, lie 
shall forfeit and pay to the people of this State the sum 
of five hundred dollarp. 

§ 138. For the purpose of warning the non-commis- 
sioned officer*, musicians, and privates to any parade, en- 
campment, or place of rendezvous, the commandant of 
each company shall issue his orders, under his hand, to 
his non-commissioned officers, or to such of tlicm as he 
may deem proper, recpiirincf them respectively to warn 
all tlie non-eODHiiisbioiied ollicers, musicians, and privates 
of his company to appear at such parade, encampment, or 
place of rendezvous, armed and ec^uipped, according to 
law and regulation. 

§ 16\). Each non-commissioned officer, to whom such 
order shall be directed shall warn every person whom 
he shall therein be reauircd to warn, by reading the 
orders, or stating the substance thereof in the hearing of 
such person ; or in case of his absence, by leaviog a 
notice thereof at his usual place of abode or business, 
with some person of suitable age and discretion, or by 
sending the same to him by mail, directed to him at the 
postroffice nearest his place of residence. 

S 140. Such non-commissioned officer shall make a re- 
turn to Ins commandant, in which he shall state the 
names of all persons by him warned, and the manner of 
warning them respectively, and shall make oath to the 
truth of such return, which oath shall foe administered 
by the commandant, and certified by him on the warrant 
or return. 

^ 141. Such commandant sliall deliver the return, to- 
gether with his own return of all delinquencies, to the 
president of the proper court-martial. 

§ 142. The return of such non-commissioned officer, 
60 sworn to and certified, shall be as good evidence on 
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the trial of any person returned as a dclinqiiont, of llic 
facts therein stated, as if sucli officer had testified to the 
same before the conrt-martial on such trial. 

§ 143. Every commandant of a company sliall make 
the like return, upon lioiior, and witli like effect, of every 
delinquency and neglect of duty of his non-commissioned 
officers, either in not attending on any parade or en- 
campment, or not executing or returning a warrant to 
them directed, or not obeying the orders of their com- 
manding officers ; and also tlie names of every non-com* 
missioned officer, musician, or private who shall refuse 
or neglect to obey the orders of his superior officer, or to 
perform such military duty or exercise as may be re- 
quired, or depart from his colors, post, or guard, or 
leave the ranks vithout permission from his superior 
officer. • 

§ 144. Any commissioned officer of a company may, 
without a warrant, warn any or all of the members of his 
company to appear at any parade, encampment, or place 
* of rendezvoos. Such warning may be given by liim, 
either personally or by leaving or affixing a notice in 
tlie same manner as if given by a non-commissioned 
officer ; and his certificate, upon honor, shall be received 
by any court-martial as le«^al evidence of ?iu'li warning. 

§ 145. Nothing in the provi^ion=? of this act shall be 
80 construed as to preclude, in tlic absence of a proper 
return, the eriving in evidence, at any court-martial upon 
trial for delinquencies, neglects of duty, or offense what- 
soever, matters of fact wliicli go to substantiate tlie 
charge or oQense ; but all such proof shall be received 
under the usual rules of evidence in courts of justice. 

§ 116. Every non-commissioned officer, musician, and 
private of the national guard of this State sliall be holden 
to do duty thez'ciii for the term oi" seven years from his 
enlistment, unless disability after enlistment shall inca- 
pacitate him to perform such duty, or he shall be regu- 
larly discharged by the commandant of his regiment ; all 
general and staff officers, all field officers, all commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned officers, musicians, and 
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privateSi shall be exempt from jury duty during the time 
they shall ^rform tnilitary duty. No non-conpaissioDed 
officer, masician, or private in the national enard shall 
be discharged from service except for pbysicai disability 
or expiration of term of service. Discharges for phys- 
ical disability shall be given only upon the certificate of 
the regimental surgeon ; and no member of any company 
shall be discharge from service except npon the cer- 
tificate of the commanding officer of his company, that 
sucli member has turned over or satisfactorily accounted 
for all property issued and charged to him. Command- 
ing officers of regiments shall make returns to the adju- 
tant-general on the first day of January and July of each 
year, of all discharges granted by them during the pre- 
vious six months, j^iving names and grade of the persons 
so^discharprod, and the causes for whicli discharged. 
{As amended by chap, 334 of 1864, and by chap, 612 ^ 
1865.) 

§ 147. All notices, warrants, or summons for officers, 
non-commissioned olliccrs, musicians, and privates of any 
company or troop, to attend a drill, improvement meet- 
ing, or court-martial, maybe served either personally or 
by leaving a written or printed notice, containing the 
substance of such notice, warrant, or summons, at the 
dwelling house, store, counting house, or usual place of 
business of the person to be notified, wai ticd, or sum- 
moned, with some person of suitable age and discretion ; 
and any officer, non-commissioned officer, musician, or 
private, may also be warned to attend any parade encamp- 
ment, or drill, by inclosing a notice directed to him at 
his place of residence, by mall, directed to him at his 
nearest post-office, at least five days before the service 
required of him. 

§ 148. The officers and non-commissioned staff officers 
of each regiment shall be warned to attend any parade 
or drill in the same manner as prescribed by law for the 
warning of the privates of any company, and the com- 
manding officer of each regiment may designate and order 
any or all of the non-commissioned staff officers of tlio 
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regiment to perform that duty, who shall make retnm 
thereof to the commanding officer, or the adjutant of the 
regiment, in the same manner, and under the same penal- 
ties for delinquencies, as are by law imposed on non-com- 
missioned officers of companies for similar delinquencies. 

§ 149. All orders for eDcampment, inspection, and re- 
Tiev shall be published at least twenty days previous to 
such parade, in such manner as tlie commandant of the 
brigade shall direct, and notice thereof shall at the same 
time be given to the inspector-general ; and ail com- 
manding officers of regiments, battalions, or companies 
may, on any parade, read brif^adc, regimental, or bat- 
talion orders, and notiiy their several commands to ap- 
pear a3 specified in said brigade or regimental order for 
llie purposes therein contaificd, which notice shall be a 
sufficient warning to all persons present. 

§ 150. Every officer, non-commissioned officer, mu- 
sician, and ])rivate of any uniformed company, who shall 
unnecessarily neglect to appear on the days at the time 
and place appointed for such duty, agreeably to the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be subject to such fines and pen- 
alties as are hereinafter provided. 

§ 151. The commanding officer of any brigade, regi- 
ment, or battalion, in addition to the rendezvous above 
prescribed, may require the commissioned officers and 
non-commissioned officers to meet for exercise and im- 
provement at such times and places as he shall appoint ; 
and he may require them to appear with such arms and 
accoutrements as he may })r escribe ; said officers shall 
thereupon be formed into a corps of instruction, without 
regard to rank, and shall be thoroughly instructed in 
the manual of arms, the school of the soldier and com- 
pany, and in such other theoretical and practical do- 
tails of duty as the said commanding officer shall deem 
proper. 

§ 152. Each commandant of division may review 
either one of the brigades in his division in each year ; 
and ho shall require the officers of the division staff, 
armed and equipped as the law and regulation direct, to 
accompany him. 
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§ 153. The commandant of each brigade shall attend, 
with the officers of the brigade staff, armed and equipped 
as the law and regulation direct, the annual inspection 
and review of the several regiments and battalions iu his 
brigade. 

§ 154. It shall be the duty of the commandants of com- 
panies, at the annual inspection, to furnish the brigade 
inspector witli a return which shall show : 

1. The number of commissioned, non-commissioned 
officers, musicians, and privates of his company or troop 
present on parade, designating the number of each. 

2. The number of such company absent from parade. 

3. The uniforms, arms, and equipments ins|>ected. 

4. The number of aniforms belonging to said company 
or troop. 

5. The arms and equipments in possession of said com- 
pany or troop. 

§ 155. It shall be the duty of each commandant of a 
regiment or battalion, within twenty days after the an- 
nual inspection, to famish the brigade, inspector with a 
return of the field and staff officers, non-commissioned 
staff officers, musicians of said regiment or battalion, 
present and absent, armed and equipped and uniformed 
according to law and regulation. 

§ 156. At all encampments, the brigade inspector shall 
attend on the first day thereof, to superintend the exer- 
cises and manoeuvres, and to introduce the system of disci- 
pline which is or shall be prescribed by law ; and on 
such day he shall take the command as drill officer, so 
far as shall bo necessary to the execution of those duties ; 
and he si i all also make an annual inspection at such 
times as IIh^ commanding officer of the brigade shall 
order and direct. 

§ 157. It shall be the duty of the brigade inspector to 
transmit a copy of the inspection returns annually to the 
adjutant-general, and a duplicate thereof to the inspector- 
general, within thirty days after the inspection shall be 
made. In order to secure a proper accountability for 
each member, and also for the security of the property 
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issued by the State, tlie annual inspection and muster 
rolls of each company and regiment shall be examined 
and compared by the inspector-general with the mnster-in 
rolls, and the last muster and inspection rolls of the sev- 
eral coiiif)anics, and the annual fiiiid provided by section 
one hundred and eighty-three of chapter four hundred 
and seventy -seven, laws of eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two, as amended by this act, shall be alloved to such 
re^ments, battaltoas, and batteries only as shall make a 
proper return of sach rolls ; and upon the certificate of 
the inspector general that such rolls make a satisfactory 
exhibit of the number of the organization and of the State 
property issued, thereto. There shall bo allowed to bri- 
gade inspectors as compensation for the annual inspection 
and muster, and for making proper rolls and returns 
thereof, the sum of four dollars for each company so in- 
spected and mustered, the same to be allowed and paid 
in the same man nor as other military accounts, upon the 
certi ficate of the inspector-general. (As amended by chap, 
612 <f 1865, and by chap, 809 0/I866.) 

§ 158. It shall be the duty of the brigade inspector, 
within thirty days after the annual review in each year, 
to transmit to the adjutant-general^ statement of the 
reviews and inspection of the several i-o^imcnts or bat- 
talions in his brigade, attended by the commanding 
officer of division, accompanied by division stall, armed 
and equipped and uniformed according to law and regu- 
lation ; and also the commanding officer of brigade, with 
the brigade staff, armed and equipped according to law 
and regulation. 

§159. In case any general officer or any member of 
his stalF shall neglect to attend such inspection and re- 
view, it shall be the duty of the adjulant-general to re- 
quire sucli officer to render an excuse in writing to the 
commander-in-chief for his delinquency. If the command- 
er-in-chief shall deem such excuse insufficient, he shall 
order a court-martial to try the delinquency. 

§ IGO. Each uniform company may form by-laws, 
rides, and regulations, not inconsistent with this act, for 

1* 
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the government and improvement of its members in mili- 
tary science ; and when approved of by two-thirds of all 

the members belonging lo any such company, shall be 
binding ; but may be altered from time to time as may 
become necessary. 

§ 161. For violations of the by-laws of any uniformed 
company, tlin non-commissioned officer, musician, or pri- 
vate otleuding, by a vote of the company, tliree-fiftlis 
being present, may be expelled from the cornp;iny ; and 
upon the action of the company bein^^ coiilirnied in or- 
ders by the commandant of the regiment, the name of 
such person or persons shall be stricken from the roll of 
such company, his certificate of membership shall ])0 
surrendered and canceled, and he or they shall cease lo 
be a member or members of such company ; and his or 
their term of service in said company shall not be allow- 
ed under tlic provisions of this act. 

§ 162. The ailjulant-gencral shall prescribe the form 
of enlisting orders to be furnished and used by each 
company or troop in recruiting or filling up such com- 
pany or troop with its required number. 

§ 163. The commandantsof divisions shall discharge 
the daties, possess the powers, and be liable.to the penal- 
ties pertaining tolheir office, as granted by law or mili- 
tary custom, provided that no division parades, except 
of the first division, or in case of invasion, insurrection, 
or to aid the civil anthorities, shairbe ordered withoat 
the consent of the commander-in-chief. 

§ 164* The commander-in-chief may order such pa* 
rades or drills of the uniformed troops, or any part 
of them, as he shall deem proper. 

1 165. There shall be a camp of instrnction once in 
each year after the present year, in each of the division 
districts of this State, if the commander-in-chief shall so 
order, to be held at such time and in such manner as he 
shall direct ; and the commander-in-chief is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to order such companies and 
regiments fVom such division ^listricts, respectively, to 
attend such camps as ho may deem proper, but in such 
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manner that all the companies and regiments therein 
shall be ordered to attend snch camp from year to year 
in rotation, provided, always, that not more than ten 
thousand men in any one year shall be ordered to attend 
said camps ; and in case sni table ground can not be found 
in any district for said camp, the same may be held in 
the adjoining district. 

§ 166. Such camps shall continue for a period not ez* 
ceeding ten days, and shall be governed by the rules and 
regulations of the army of the United States. 

§ 167* The commander-in-chief is hereby authorized 
and empowered, at his discretion, to order such regi- 
ments, battalions, batteries, or companies ns he shall 
deem proper, and without regard to arm, not, liowever, 
exceeding one thousand men in any one year, to he sta- 
tioned at such forts or otlicr places as may be furnished 
by the United States government, or as may be conven- 
ient for that purpose witliin the State of New York, for 
a period not exceeding ten days in any one year, for in- 
struction in the nianagemont of heavy artillery for sea 
and lake coast defense under such instructors as lie shall 
assign for that purpose. 

§ 168. The commander-in-cliief shall designate com- . 
missioned officers of proper rank without regard to mili- 
tary districts, to command such camps, loris, or other 
places, and sliall assign such other oQicers, also without 
regard to military districts, to duty fis field and staff 
officers and instructors, as may be rcijuired to fuIJy of- 
ficer such camps and forts. 

§ 169. The commissary-general of ordnance sliall fur- 
nish, upon the requisition of the commander-in-chief, such 
arms, ordnance, and ammunition as may be necessary for 
the use of the military forces so encamped or stationed. 

§ 170. The quartermaster-general shall, upon the re- 
quisition of the commander-in-chief, furnish such tents, 
camp equipage, or other State property as may be re- 
quired for the use of the military forces so encamped or 
stationed, and shall also furnish the transportation 
necessary for conveying said forces to and from such 
camps or stations. 
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§ 171. The commtssaiy-general of subsistence sliall, 
upon the reqaisition of the commander-in-«hlef» provide 
the subsistence necessary for said forces, sncb subsistence 
to conform in price and quantity to the ration prescrib- 
ed by the general r^ulations for the army of the United 
States, and to be issued in kind. 

172* The commander-in chief is hereby anthorized and 
empowered to draw his urarrant upon the State treasnry 
for such sum as shall be required by the engineer and 
quartermaster of said camps, forts, or stations, in laying 
out and preparing the ground designated for such pur- 
pose, and in furnisliing quarters for said forces and for 
the services of the officers, instructors, and privates or- 
dered to attend the same ; also for all necessary expen- 
ses of said forces, including transportation and subsist- 
ence : such expenses to be audited by a board to consist 
of the commander-in-chief, comptroller, Stato treasurer, 
and inspector-general.

OF COMPENSATION FOR MILITABT 8BBTICES. 

§ 173. The military forces of this State, when in the 
actual service of the State in time of war, insurrection, 
invasion, or imminent danger thereof, shall, during their 
time of service, be entitled to the same pay, rations, and 
allowances for clothing, as are or may hereafter be es- 
tablished by law for tlie army of llio Uiiitod States. 

§ 174, There shall be paid to such officers, non-com- 
missioned officers, and privates as shall be specially or- 
dered to , attend encampments, and sea and lake coast 
defense duty, in pursuance of the provisions of this act, 
not to exceed the following sum each, for every day 
actually on duty : 

' 1. To all non-commissioned officers, musicians, and 
privates, one dollar. 

2. To all commissioned officers of the line below the 
rank of captain, two dollars* 

3. To all commanding officers of companies, three 
dollai*8. 
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4. To all field officers below the rank of colonel, foar 
dollars. 

5. To all commanding officers of regiments, five 
dollars. 

6. To all regimental staff officers, two doUara a.Yi& 
fifty cents, and to all non-commissioned staff officeraf one 
dollar and fifty cents. 

7. To all brigadier-generals, six dollars. 

8. To all brigade staff officers, four dollars. 

9. To all major-generals, eight dollars. 

10. To all division staff oflicers, five dollars. 

11. All mounted officers, and all members of any com- 
pany of cavalry or artillery, mounted or equipped, sliaJi 
receive one dollar per day for each horse actaally used 
by tlieni. 

12. To each military storekeeper, such sufn. not exceed- 
ing tweuty-tive dollars per annum, as the commander-in- * 
chief shall think proper to allow. 

§ 175. The staff of the commander-in-chief and the as- 
Bistantn in the several departments, in lieu of all compensa- 
tion and allowances now provided by law iu tiuie of peace, 
when upon actual duty iMidcr the provisions of this act, 
either at drills, parades, encampments, lake and .sea coast 
defense duty, or otlierwise, shall receive such reasouablc 
and just compensation, not exceeding t!)e full pay and 
allowances of oOicers of the same rank in the volunteer 
services iu the United States, as the commander-in-chief 
shall deem proper, and in no event to exceed the sum of 
twenty-five hundred dollars per annum, together with 
their necessary expenses and those of their departments, 
to be paid by the State \ipon the certificate of the com- 
mander-in-chief, showing a detailed statement of snch 
services and expenses. (As ammided % § 1, chap. 808 ^ 
1866.) 

§ 176. In case of war, insurrection, rebellion, or inva- 
sion, or imminent danger thereof, when the military 
forces and volanteers of the State of New York, or any 
part thereof, shall be in the actual service of the State, 
or in the service of the United States, the staff of tlic 
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comniander-iii-cliicf, while on duty, tlic assistants nnd 
clerks in tho several staff dcpartmonts, and such other 
ofliccrs as may be detailed by the commander-in-chief for 
the performance of any duties connected with the re- 
cruiting, mustering, enrollinf^, equipping, arming, organ- 
iziifg, paying, inspecting, providing, and administering 
justice for such forces and volunteers, shall, in lieu of all 
other allowances iiadcr this act, receive such reasonable 
and just compensation, not exceeding the full pay and 
allowances of officers of the same rank in the volunteer 
service of the United States, as the commander-in-chief 
sliall deem proper, together with their necessary expenses 
and those of their" departments, to be paid by the State 
upon tho certificate of the commander-in-chief, showinjj 
a detailed statement of such services and expenses. {At 
amended by chap. Q 12 of 12:$65.) 

§ 177. Sucli elerks shall bo employed in the several 
departments of the general staff of this State as shall be 
actually necessary for the publie service, in the opinion 
of the commander-in-ehtef, and they shall receive, for the 
time they may be actually necessarily employed, such 
compensation as the commander-in-chief shall prescribe, 
not exceeding, however, in any case the rate of twelve 
hundred dollars per annum. 

§ 178. The commanding officer of every uniformed 
company which shall have been ordered into camp, or to 
perform sea and lake coast defense duty, in accordance 
with the provisions of tliis act, shall, at the close of the 
term for which such con^pany shall have been ordered 
to such camp or duty, make out an alphabetical list of 
the members of his company Who shall have appeared 
and performed such duty, uniformed, armed, and equip- 
ped as the law niid rniriilations direct, and shall set oppo- 
site to each name the number of days each shall have 
performed duty, and the amount of pay each is entitled 
to receive for such service and deliver tlie same, certified 
on oath to be correct and true, to the commanding 
officer of the camp or post, who shall immediately cause 
the same to bo transcribed in a book or books to be kept 
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by him for that purpose ; sach company commandant 
ediall aldo sot forth, opposite to tlie name of each meniber 
of his company, whether such member is indebted to the 
State in any and what amount on account of his uniform 
and equipments. 

§ 179, The commanding officer of tlic camp or post 
sliall also, at the close of the time for which each com* 
pany, battery, battalion, or regiment shall have been or* 
dered to attend for duty thereat, make or cause to be 
made a complete roster or list of all commissioned 
officers and non-commissioned staff officers who shall 
have appeared and performed, duty at such parade or 
encampment, uniformed, armed, and equipped, as tlic law 
and regulations direct, and shall set opposite to each 
name the number of days each sliall have perlbrmed 
duty at such encampment or post, and tlie amount of pay 
eacii is entitled to receive for such service, and shall im- 
mediately cause tlie said list to be transcribed in a book 
or books to bo kept hy him for that, purpose. 

§ 180. The commandcr-in-clnnf shall draw liis warrant 
upon the comptroller for the amount which shall become 
duo to ofticertJ, non-commissioned officers, and privates, 
for serv ices rendered at the drills and encampments lor 
which payment is allowed by this act. 

§ 181. The paymaster-general, or a division or brigade 
paymaster under his directions, shall, once in each year, 
visit the dilferent reGrimental districts of this State, and 
shall pay to the oliiocib, noii commissioned officers, and 
privates, such sums as they may be entitled to receive 
tl^erefor under this act. 

§ 182. The commander-in-chief shall have power to 
prescribe such further rules and regulations to provide 
for the more convenient payment of all sums which may 
become due to officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
privates, under the provisions of tins act ; and the pay^ 
mastergeneral, under the direction of the commander iu- 
chief, sball prepare the necessary forms and pay voUs, 
and cause the same to be transmitted to the commaad- 
antsof such regiments, camps, and posts. 
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OF XHB BEGIMENIAL FUND AND REGIMENTAL BOARDS OF 

AUDITORS. 

S 183. The comptroller sh&U annually draw liis war- 
rant upon the treasurer in favor of the oounty treaenrer 
of eaoli connty, for the sum of five hundred dollars for 
each regimentt and the som of two hundred and fifty 
dollars for each battalion, and the sum of one handred 
dollars for each battery, certified by the adjutant-gen* 
eral, to be organized according to the provisions of this 
act within the county ; or in case any regiment, battalion^ 
or battery is organised, in two or more counties, then 
the comptroller shall draw his warrant in fayor of such 
county treasurer as the adjutant-general may in his cer- 
tificate direct, which snms, together with the fines col- 
lected.from delinquent officers, non-commissioned officelii, 
musicians, and privates, shall constitute the military 
fund of such regiment, battalion, or batterv. (^s 
amended 6y § 5, (^chap. 425 <f 1853, and § I, cAa/>. 809 
0^1866.) 

§ 184. There shall be a board of officers in cacli rco^i- 
meut, w!]if^]} shall consist of the commanding officer of 
the brigade, who shall be president thereof, and of the 
field officers of the regiment and the senior captain there- 
in, any three of wliom shall form a quorum for business, 
the commanding officer of the brigade being one. 

§ 185. The con 11 11 and ant of each brigade shall, from 
time to time, as he shall deem necessar3% convene the 
board of officers of each regiment created bv this act. 

§ 186. Such board, when so convened, shall audit all 
just claims on the military fund of such regiment for 
contingent expenses of the regiment, and shall make 
their order on the proper county treasurer, which shall 
require him to pay such order out of any money in his 
hands belonging to the military fund of such rogimeiit. 

§ 187. Such board may also direct such printing and 
publishing to be performed and executed as shall be ne- 
cessary for the best interest of the regiment and service. 
The members of such boai*d shall ho entitled to receive 
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for each day's service, as such members, the sum of two 
dollars, for not more than three days in any one year, 
8uch sum to be certified and paid in the same manner. 
Such board shall enter their proceedings, from time to 
time, in a book to be kept for tiiat purpose by each 
regiment. 

§ 188. All fonnty and city treasurers sliall report to 
the brigadier-general, within tlie bounds of whose bri- 
^ades he may reside, the amount of all moneys received 
by them, respectively, by the first days of April and De- 
cember, annually, and the balance then remaining in their 
hands, and tlic nnmber of the regiment to which the 
same belongs. 

OF THE COUBTS OF IKQDIRT AND COUBTS-MA&TIAL. 

Of the Courts of Inquiry and Courts-Martial for the trial 

of Officers, 

§ 189. Courts of inquiry may be instituted by the 
commander-in-chief, or the commanding ofiicer of division 
or brigade, in relation to tliose officers for whose trial 
they are anthorized to appoint courts-martial, for the 
purpose of investigating the conduct of any officer, either 
by his own solicitation, or on a complaint or charge of 
improper conduct, degrading to the character of an of- 
ficer, or for the purpose of settling rank ; but no such 
court shall consist of more than one officer, who may, if 
approved of by the officer orderini:: the court, require a 
judge-advocate to attend sncli court in taking testimony, 
and in investigating any complaint that may come be- 
fore -snch court. 

§ 190. Snch court shall, witfaont delay, report the 
evidence adduced, a statement of facts, and an opinion 
thereon, when required, to the officer instituting such 
court, who may in his discretion thereupon appoint a 
courtrmartial for the trial of the officer whose conduct 
shall have been inquired into. 

1 191 • Every court-martial for the trial of a major- 
general shall be ordered by the commander*in'Chicf,aiid 
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shall consist of live officcrSiany three of wilom shall con* 
stitutc a quorum. 

§ 192. Every court-martial for the trial of a brigadier 
general shall be ordered by the coinmandcr-in-cliief, and 
shall consist of five ofi[icers» auy three of whom shall 
constitute a quorum. 

§ 193. All other courts-martial for the trial of com- 
missioned officers shall consist of three officers, and shall 
be ordered, if for the trial of officers above rank of cap- 
tain, by the commanding ofiiccr of division, and for all 
other officers, by the commanding officer of brigade. 

§ 194. No officer arrested shall be brought to trial, 
unless a copy of the charges and specifications, certified 
by the officer ordering the arrest, shall be delivered to 
iiim, or left at his usual place of abode, within three days 
after liis arrest ; nor unless the officer ordering such 
coLu L-uiartial shall have ordered the same within thirty 
days after receiving notice of the arrest, and a copy of 
the charges and specifications j nor until ten days after 
a copy of a list of the names of the officers detailed to 
form the conrt shall have been delivered to the officer 
arrested, or left at his usual place of abode. 

§ 195. The officer ordering the court may, at any time, 
supply any vacancy that, from any cause, may happen 
therein. 

§ 196« If the officer accused shall have any cause of 
challenge to an3r member of such court, he shfill make 
the same at the time and in the manner provided by the 
military laws of the United States service and the prac- 
tice of courts-martial. The arraignment of the accused, 
the proceedings, trial, and record shall, in all respects, 
conform to the requirements of the United States law of 
courts-martial. {Jh amended by dia/p* of 1865.) 

§ 197. After the court shall be assembled, and after 
all challenges, if any are made, shall have been deter- 
mined, the judge-advocate, whether commissioned or 
special, shall administer to each member the following 
oath : " You do swear (or affirm) that you 

will faithfully try and determine, according to evidence, 
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the matter now before you, between the State of New 

York and tlie prisoner to be tried, and tliat you will 
duly administer justice according to the e.stal)Iished rules 
of military law lor the government of the military forces 
of tliis ^tatc, so help yoa God.'' {As amended by diap. 
C12o/lS(i5.) 

§ 198. Every judge-advocate, whotlior commissioned 
or special, and every moniber of a court-martial, shall 
keep secret the proceedings and sentence of ti»e court 
. until the same shall be approved or disapproved accord- 
ing to law ; and shall keep secret the vote or opinion 
of any particular member of the court, unless required to 
give evidence thereof by a court of justice. {As amend- 
ed hy chap. (U2 of 1805.) 

§ 199. The sentence of any such court-martial shall 
be according to the nature and degree of the olleuse, 
and according to military nsa<rc, but shall not extend 
further, in time of peace, thau ca.shicriii;x Llic officer con- 
victed, and disqualifying him from holding any office in 
the militia of this State, and imposing a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 

§ 200. The proceedings and sentence of every court- 
martial shall, without delay, be delivered to the officer 
ordering the court, who shall approve or disapprove 
thereof, within fifteen dajs thereafter, and shall give 
notice of his approval or disapproval to the president 
of such court-martial and to the arresting officer, and he 
maj, at his discretion, publish the sentence, as approved 
or disapproved, in orders ; but no part of such sentence 
shall be executed nntil after the time allowed for appeal 
has expired. 

§ 201. He also shall transmit such proceedings and 
sentence, and his approval or disapproval thereof, to the 
adjutant-general, to be kept in his office. 

§ 202. The right of appeal to the commander-in-chief, 
as It now exists by military usage, is reserved ; but no 
appeal shall be received, unless made within twenty days 
after the decision appealed from is made known to iho 
person appealing. 
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§ 203. There shall be allowed aad paid out of Uie 
trcasnrjtOa the certificate of the president and the 
jadge-adTOcate, on the approval of the judge-ad vocate- 
general, to each division, brigade, and special jadge- 
adrocate, and to the president and members of any court 
of inquiry or court-martial for the trial of officers, two 
dollars for each day actually employed on duty ; and 
the like compensation to every marshal appointed by 
any such court for every day employed in the execution 
of the duties required of him. In important cases a 
reasonable compensation may be paid to any stenograph- 
er employed by the court, whose services shall be certi- 
fied in like manner. {As amended hy chap. 612 of 18B5.) 

§ 204. The accoinits of all persons who, under this 
article, are entitled to lie paid out of the treasury, shall 
be audited by the comptroller, who shall, on the appli- 
cation of tlie governor, draw his warrant on the treasur- 
er for such sum of money as may be requisite in the ex- 
ecution of the provisions of this act ; and may require 
the chief of each staff department to account quarterly 
for all money received by him for the purpose connected 
with his department. 

Of Beffimental cmd BaiUaUon Courts-Martial* 

§ 205. The commandant of each brigade may at any 
time appoint a regimental or battalion court-martial for 
any regiment or battalion in his brigade, to consist, if 
practicable, of a field officer or captain. 

$ 206. The appointment of said court shall be publish* 
ed in orders at least three weeks previous to the eon* 
vening of the court ; and the officer appointing said 
court shall fix the day on which it shall convene, and 
when convened, the court may adjourn from time to time 
as shall become necessary for the transaction of busi- 
ness, but the whole session of the court, from the day on 
which it shall convene until its dissolution, shall not ex- 
ceed three weeks. 

§ 207. In case any vacancy shall happen in the court, 
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or a iiev coart shall be requti'od, the officer ordering the 
coarti or his successor in commaQd, may fill such vacaQcy 
or order a new court. 

§ 208. The officer constitutiDg such court, before he 
shall enter on his duties as such, shall take the follow- 
ing oath : 

" I, , do Bwear that I will well and 

truly try and determine, according to evidence, all matters between the 
people of fke State of New York and any petMn or peraooa wMoh ehall 
come before the regimental (or battaUon) ooart^martial to wbieh I hare 
been appointed." 

§ 209. Such oath shall be taken by the president, on 
or before the day on which the court shall convene, be- 
fore a justice of the county m which ho may reside, or 
a field officer of his regiment or battalion ; and it shall 
be tiic duty of sucli justice or field o&cer to administer 
the oatli without fee or rewin d. 

§ 210. Such court shall direct a non-commissioned 
ofTicer or other fit person or persons, to be by him des- 
ignated, to summon all delinquents and parties accused 
to appear before the court, at a time and place to be by 
him appointed, which service shall be personal, or by 
leaving such summons at the residence of such parties. 

§ 211. Such non commissioned officer, or other person 
or persona so designated, shall make the like return, and ♦ 
with like eifeet, as commissioned and non-commissioiicd 
officers are authorized and required to make, in cases of 
warning to a company or regimental parade, and shall 
be subject to the like penalties for neglect of duty. 

§ 212. The court, when organized, shall have the trial 
of all offenses, delinquencies, and deficiencies, in the regi- 
ment or battalion for which it shall have been called, 
and shall have pover to impose and direct to be levied 
all tlie fines to which non-commissioned officers, musi- 
cians, or privates are declared to be subject by the pro- 
yisions of this act. 

I 213. From the sentence of anj such court, imposing 
a fine for any offense, delinquency, or deficiency, an ap- 
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peal, if made witliin twenty days, shall be allowed to 
the ofiicer iustituting the court, or to his successor in 
command, who may remit or mitigate such penalty or 
fine. 

§ 214. There shall be allowed and paid out of the 
military fund of said regiment: 

1. To the officer constituting said court, a sum equal 
' to one day's pay for field duty for each day he may be 

actually employed in holding tlie court or engaged in 
the' bufiiness thereof, or in traveling to or from the 
court, allowing thirty miles for a day's traveL 

2. To the non-commissioned officer or other person 
who shall have summoned delinquents to appear before 
the court, one dollar and twenty-fire cents for each day 
he may have been necessarily so employed, and the same 
sum for each day of his attendance on the court. 

3. Each officer to whom a warrant for the collection 
of fines may be directed, shall be entitled to the same 
fees, and be subject to the same penalties for any neg- 
lect, as are allowed and provided for on esecutions is* 
sued out of justices' courts. 

4. For all other services and commitments under this 
act, the sheriff, jailer, and constables executing the same 
shall be entitled to the like fees as for similar services 
in other cases. 

§ 215. All fines and penalties imposed by any reo^i- 
incntal or battalion court-martial, shall be paid, by tlie 
olliccr collcctinj^ the same, to the treasurer of the 
county within which the officer institutinj? the court 
may reside, and shall belong to the military fuud of 
such regiment. 

OF THE IMPOSITION OF PENALXrES AND FINES FOB VIO- 
LATING THE PROVISIONS OP THIS ACT. 

§ 216. In time of peace, every commissioned officer, 
for disobedience of orders, notrlcct or ignorance of duty, 
unofficerlikc conduct or disrespect to a superior oOicer,, 
or for neglecting to furnish himself with a uniform and 
equipments within six months after receiving his com- 
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mission, shall be arrested and brouijlit to trial before a 
court-martial, who may, ou conviction, sentence him to 
be cashiered, incapacitated from holding any military 
commission, or fioed to an amount not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or to be reprimanded, or may sentence 
him to all or either of such penalties, in their discretion. 

§217. Every conunissioned officer refusing to pay 
over moneys in his hands, as is directed by the provis- 
ions of this act, shall be liable to be tried and cashiered, 
or otherwise punished therefor, by a court-martial. 

§ 218. Every commissioned officer, and every non* 
commissioned officer, masician, and private, shall, on due 
conviction, be subject for the following offenses, to the 
fines thereto annexed : 

1. Every non-commissioned officer, musician, and pri- 
vate, for non-appearance, when duly warned or sum- 
moned, at a company parade, a fine of two dollai*s ; at 
a regimental or battalion parade or encampment, not 
less than three nor more than six dollars ; and at a 
place of rendezvous, when called into actual service, a 
sum not exceeding twelve months' pay, nor less than 
one month's pay. 

2. Every commissioned officer, for non-attendance at 
any parade or encampment, and every such ofTiccr, iinn- 
commissioned officer, musician, and private, neglecting 
or refusing to obey the orders of his superior officers on 
any day of parade or encampment, or to perform such 
military duty or exercise as may be required or depart- 
ing from his colors, post, or guard, or leaving his place 
or ranks without periiii-Hioii, a fine not more than one 
hundred nor less than live dollars. 

3. For neglecting or refusing to obey any order or 
warrant to him lawfully given or directed, or to make a 
proper return thereof, if such return be necessary, or 
iiiukino; a false return, or neglecting or refusing when 
required, to summon a delinquent before a court-mar- 
tial, or duly to return such sunmions, a fine not more 
than one hundred nor less than five dollars. 

§ 219. Every commissioned officer, for neglecting or 
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refusing to act as sach wiien dalj elected and commis* 
missioned, may be seatenced to pay a fine not less tlian 
ten dollars ; every non-commissioned officer, for neglect- 
ing or refusing to act as sucli, when duly appointed and 
warranted, may be sentenced to pay a fine not less than 
five dollars; and every non-commissioned officer, for 
neglect of duty or disorderly or unofficcrlike conduct, 
in addition to other penalties, may be reduced to the 
ranks by tlie commandant of ilie company, with the ap- 
probation of the commandant of the regiment or bat- 
talion. 

§ 220. Every non-commissioned officer, musician, or 
private, who shall unlawfully discharge any fire arms 
within two miles of any parade, on tiie day thereof, shall 
be sentenced to pay a fine of one dollar. 

§ 221. Any commissioned officer who shall retain a 
commission received by him for any subaltern for more 
than thirty days, without giving notice by mail or otlier- 
wise to the person entitled to it, shall be liable to pay a 
fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, to be imposed by 
the proper court-martial on the complaint of any officer 
interested. In addition to tiie penalties imposed by 
any of the provisions of this act, every commissioned 
and non-commissioned officer, musician, and private of a 
company or troop, or any other persoii who shall appear 
at any parade or encampment wearing any personal 
disguise or other nnnsaal or ludicrous article of dress, 
or any arms, weapons, or other implements not required 
by law, and calculated to excite ridicule, or to inter- 
rupt the orderly and peaceable discharge of dnty by 
those under arms, shall be liable to a fine of not more 
than twenty-five and not less than five dollars, to be im- 
posed by the proper court-martial. 

§ 222. The court-martial by which any delinquent 
is tried may excuse such delinquent, if it shall be made 
satisfactorily to appear to the court that he has a rea- 
sonable excuse for such delinquency. 

§ 22B« No action shall be maintained against any 
member of a court-martial, or officer, or agent acting 
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under its authority, on account of the imposition of ^ 
fine, or the execution of a sentence on any person, if 
such person shall have been returned as a delinquent 
and duly summoned, and shall have neglected to appear 
and render excuse for such delinqodnoy^ or show his 
exemption before puch court. 

§ 224. When a suit or proceeding shall be commenced 
in any court by any person against any oQiccr of this 
State, for any act dono by such officer in his official 
capacity, in the discharge of any duty under this act, or 
against any person acting under authority or order of 
any such officer, or by virtue of any warrant issued by 
him pursuant to law, or against any collector or receiv- 
er or taxes, the defendant may require the plaintiff in 
such suit to file security for the payment of the costs 
that may be incurred by the defendant in such suit or 
proceeding, and the defendant, in all cases, may plead 
the general issue, and give the special matter in evi- 
dence, and in case the plaintiff shall be non-prossed or 
non-suited, or have a verdict or judgment against him, 
the defendaiit bliali recover treble coiits. 

OF THE COLLECTION OF FINES AND PENALTIES, 

§ 225. For the purpose of collecting such fines as may 
be imposed by any conrt-martial authoiized by this act, 
the president of the court shall, within thirty days after 
the fines have been imposed, make a list of all the per- 
sons fined, designating the company to which they re* 
q^cti^ely belong, and the snms imposed as fines on each 
person, and shall draw his warrant, under his hand and 
seal, directed to any marshal, sheriff, or constable of 
any city or county (as the case may be), thereby com- 
manding him to levy such fines, together with the costs 
of the goods and chattels of such delinquents. No 
property shall be exempt from the payment of such 
fines, and in dtfauU of sufficient goods and chattels vdtk 
which to satisfy the same^ then to take the body of such de* 
Unquent and convey him to the common jail of such city or 
county. Payment of all fines imposed by any cmart-mar* 
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Hal organized pursuant to the provisions of this ad, for 
the trial of officers, may he enforced in like manner. (As 
amended by chap, 612 of 1865, and by § 1, chap, 809 of 
1866.) 

§ 22G. It shall be the duty of the jailer to whom such 
delinquent may be delivered, to keep him closely con- 
lined, "withouL bail or niaiiipiizc, for two days, fur any 
fine not exceeding two dollars, and two additional days 
for every dollar above that sum, unless the fine, together 
with the costs and the jailer's fees, shall sooner be ^aid ; 
but no non-GOmmisBioned officer, mnsiciaD, or private 
shall be imprisoned for the non-payment of such- fine or 
fines for a period exceeding ten days. (As amended by 
chap. 612 (f 1865.) 

§ 227* Every snch marshal, sheriff, or constable, to 
whom any list and warrant shall be directed and deliv- 
ered, may execute the same by levying and collecting 
the fines within forty days from the receipt of such war* 
rant, and make return thereof to the officers who issued 
the same. {As amended by § S of chap, 612 of 1805.) 

§ 229. Any warrant for the collection of fines, issued 
by virtue of this chapter, shall and may bo renewed in 
the same manner that executions issued from justices' 
courts may by law be renewed. 

§ 230. The amount of any fines so collected shall bo 
paid, by the officer collecting the same, into the county 
treasury, and shall form a portion of, and be credited 
to, the regimental fund of the regiment to which the 
person so lined belonged. 

§ 231. In addition to tlie bond now required by law 
to be given by the marshal, sheriff, constable, or other 
officer, for the^ faithful discharge of his duties, such 
named officers s'liall execute a bond for the payment of 
all moneys by them collected, under the provisions 
of this act ; and the sureties of such officers, hereby nu- 
thorized to collect fines and penalties, shall be liable lor 
any official delinquency under this act, such bonds to be 
approved by the county judge of each county. 
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GENERAL PROVISIONS APPLICAULE TO ALL COURTS- 
MABTIAL AND COURTS OF INQUIBT. 

§ 232. The president of every court-martial, and of 
every court of inquiry, both before and after ho shall 
have been sworn, and also the jadge-advocate, if re- 
quired, shall issue subpoenas for all witnesses whose at- 
tendance at such court may, in his opinion, be necessary 
in behalf of tlie people of this State, and also on appli- 
cation for all witnesses in behalf of any officer charged 
or accused, or persons returned as delinquent j and may 
direct the commandment of any company to cause such 
subpoena to bo served on any witness or member of his 
company. 

§ 238. The president of such eoart-martiid, or the 
court of inquiry, shall haye power to administer the 
usual oath to witnesses, and sball have the same power 
to compel attending witnesses to be sworn and testify, 
and to preserve order, as courts of common law juris- 
diction; and all sheriffs, jailers, and constables are 
hereby required to execute any precept issued by such 
president or court for that purpose. 

§ 234. Every witness not appearing in obedience to 
such subpoena when duly served personally with a copy 
of the same, and not having a suQ&cient or reasonable 
excuse, shall forfeit to the people of this State a sum 
not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars ; and the 
president of such court shall, from time to time, report 
to the district attorney the names of all such delinquent 
witnesses, together witli tlie names and places of resi- 
dence of the persons servinp^ such subpoena, the better 
to enable him to prosecute for sucli forfeiture. 

§ 235. Whenever it shall appear to tlie satisfaction 
of any court-martial or court of inquiry, by proof 
made before such court, that any person duly subpoenaed 
to appear as a witness before said court, shall have re- 
fused or nep^lected, without just cause, to attend as such 
witness, in conformity to such subpoena, and tiio party 
in whose behalf such witness shall have been subpoenaed 
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sball make oath that the testimony of such witness is 
material, such court, or the president thereof, shall have 
power to issue an attachment to compel the atteudaacc 
of such witness. 

§ 236. Every such attaclimciit shall be executed in 
the same mauner as a warrant, and by any. officer au- 
thorized to execute warrants, and the fees of the officers 
serving the same shall bo paid by the person against 
whom the same shall have been issued, unless lie shall 
show reasonable cause, to the satisfaction of such court, 
for his omission to attend ; such costs shall be ascer- 
tained by the court, who may thereupon issue an execu- 
tion for the collection against the person liable to pay 
the same, and which may be collected as other execu- 
tions are collected, and by any officer authorissed to col- 
lect executions issued from courts of justice* 

$ 237. Any person or persons who shall be guilty of 
disorderly, contemptuous, or insolent behavior in, or use 
any. insulting or contemptuous or indecorous language 
or expressions to, or before any court-martial or court 
of inquiry, or any member of either of such courts, in 
open eoprt, intending to intercept the proceedings or to 
impair the respect, the authority of such courts, may bo 
committed to the jail of the county in which said courts 
shall sit, by warrant under the hand and seal of the 
president of such court. 

§ 238. Such warrant shall be directed to the slicriff 
or any or citlicr of the constables and marshals of any 
such county, or auy olhcer attending the court, and shall 
set forth the particular circumstances of the offense 
adjudo;od to have been committed ; and shall command 
the officer to whom it is directed to take the body of 
such person and commit him to the jail of the county, 
there to remain without bail or mainprizo, in close con- 
finement for a time to be limited not exceeding three 
days, and until the officer^s fees for committing and the 
jailer^s fees be paid. 

§ 239. Such sheriff shall receive the body of any 
persoa who shall be brought to him by virtue of such 

\ 
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warrant, and keep him tiiitil the expiration of the time 
mentioned in the warrant, and ontil the officer's and 
jailer's fees shall be paid, or until the ofifender shall be 
discharged by due conrse of law, unless sooner dis- 
' charged by any judge of a court of record, in the same 
manner and under the same rules as in cases of im* 
prisonment under process for contempt from a court at 
law. 

§ 240. In the absence of the president of any court* 
martial, the senior officer present may preside, with all 
the powers of tlie president ; and all the members of 
such court shalli when on duty, be in full uniform, 

§ 241. The president of any court-martial or any 
court of inquiry may appoint, by warrant under his hand 
and seal, one or more marslmls. 

§ 242, The marshals so appointed may not only per- 
form the usual duties of such marshals, but may also 
execute all process lawfully issued by such president or 
court, and perform all acts and duties in this act im- 
posed on and authorized to be performed by any sheriff, 
marshal, or constable. 

§ 243. Whenever the sentence of any regimental or 
battalion court-martial shall bo appealed from, tho 
officer hearing the appeal shall require the court, or 
tlie president thereof, to furnish him forthwith with a 
statement of the case, and of the evidence touching the 
same ; which statement and evidence sliall, in the case 
of an appeal to the commandinj^ officer of the brijyade, 
be forthwith, on notice of sucli appeal, transmitted to 
him. {Asamended by cJiap. G12 o/ i865.) 

§ 244. Such statement being furnished, the officer 
hearing the appeal may hear such further evidence, by 
affidavit or otherwise as the nature of the case may 
require, and for that purpose he shall hare power to 
administer oaths to witnesses produced before him, 
and order depositions of such witnesses as can not reason- 
ably be produced at the hearing of such appeal. (Js 
amended Ay chap. 612 ^ 1865.) 

§ 245. The last two sections shall extend to appeals 
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made from the order of an officer approving the fientence 
of a coart-martial. 

§ 246. If any officer having a warrant for the collec- 
tion of any fine shall not be able to collect the fine within 
the time specified therein, then the officers issuing the 
warrant may, at any time thereaflter, within (wo years 
from the time imposing the fines, issue a new warrant 
against any delinquent, or renew the former warrant, 
from time to time as may become necessary. 

§ 247. Any warrant for the collection of fines, issued 
by yirtue of this act, shall and may be rene^ycd in the 
. samid manner that executions, issued from justices' 
courts, may by law be renewed. 

§ 248. It shall be the duty of the respective presi- 
dents of courts-martial to prosecute, in the name of tlie 
people of the State of New York, any marshal, or con- 
stable, sheriff, and their sureties, who shall incur any 
penalty for neglect in the execution or return of any 
warrant, or in payinp- over moneys collected by liim. 

§ 249. Whenever any court-martial shall consist of 
one person, lie shall be deemed the president thereof, 
within the meaning of tins act. 

§ 250. The chiefs of the staff in oacli division, regi- 
ment, or battalion, shall, on or before the first day of 
November, in each year, return to the commandants of 
division and brij^adc, respectively, the names of all 
commissioned officers absent from any parade, encamp- 
ment, or drill, which they shall be required by law to 
attend. Within ten days after the receipt of suell re- 
turns, the respective commandants of division or bri- 
gade, as the case may be, shall order a court-mai lial, to 
consist of tlirec commissioned officers, without regard to 
rank, to pass upon such delinqiiency. It sluill not be 
necessary to cause the arrest of .such absentee, nor to 
serve any charges, unless, in the discretion of the officer 
ordering the court, it may be proper ; but the delinquent 
may be fined, pursuant to the proyisions of this act, pro- 
vided notice of the return and of the time appointed .for 
holding the court*martial shall have been delivered to 
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liim or loft at his usual place of abode, at least ten days 
beibre the assembling of said court. 

§ 251. The court may excuse any such delinquent for 
good cause shown. {As amended by chap, 612 of 1805.) 

§ 252. Any line for offenses against the by-laws of any 
company of the national guards or of regimental boards, 
not exceeding the sum of twenty-five dollars, a certified 
copy of the proceedings relating to the infliction of 
W'liicli has been returned to any rej^imenial court-mar- 
tial or court of appeals^ may be enrurQcd by such court 
in the manuer hereinbefore provided, due notice being 
given to the delinquent ; and further provided, that a 
certified copy of said by-laws be filed with the com- 
mandant of the regiment. 

§ 253. Whenever any portion of the military forces 
of this State shall be ordered to assemble for purposes 
of military instruction, nnder the authority of the com- 
mander-in-chief, or whenever any part of the State 
forces shall be ordered to assemble, under his authority, 
in time of war, insurrection, invasion, or public danger, 
the rules and articles of war, and general regulations 
for the government of the army of the United States, so 
far as they are applicable, and with such modifications 
as the commander-in-chief may prescribe, sliall be con- 
sidered in force and regarded as a part of this act, dur* 
iDg the continuance of such instruction, and to the close 
of such state of war, invasion, insurrection, or public 
danger ; but no punishment under such rules and articles 
which shall extend to the taking of life, shall, in any 
case, be inflicted, except in time of actual war, invasion, 
or insurrection, declared by proclamation of the gov? 
ernor to esA&U 

OP THE DUTIES OP CERTAIX STAFF OFFICERS, AND OP 
VARTOUS MATTERS CONNECTED WITH THBIB VARIOUS 
BESPECXIYE DEPARTMENTS. 

OftTte Mjutant-Genercd. 
§ 254. The adjutant-general shall keep a roster of all 
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the oflScers of the military forces of tiiis State, contain- 
ing the date of their coramissioiis, their rank, the corps 
to which they belong, the division, brigade, and regiment 
of such corps, and tlic places of tlieir residence, as 
accurately as can be ascertained ; which roster shall be 
revised and corrected every year. 

§ 255. He shall also enter in a book, to be kept for 
that purpose, a local description of the several company, 
regimental, brigade, and division districts. 

§ 2i)(^. It shall .be the duty of tlic commandants of 
divisions and brigades to furjii^h the adjutant-gCDcrMl 
with a roster of their officers, containing the facts 
requisite to enable him to comply with the provisions 
of this act. 

§ 257. The books reqaired by the a^atant-geoerat to 
comply with this act, Bhall be fornishea lum at the ex- 
pense of this State, and shall go to his saccessors in 
office* 

§ 258. The seal now used in the office of the adjutant- 
general shall conUnne to be the seal of his office, and 
shall from time to time be delivered to his successor in 
office ; and all copies of records or papers in his office, 
duly certified and authenticated nnder the said seal, 
shall be evidence in all cases, in like manner as if the 
originals were produced. 

§ 259. It shall be the duty of the adjutant-general to 
cause so much of the militia laws as shall at any time be 
in force to be printed in proper form, from time to time, 
and to distribute one copy to each commissioned officer, 
and to each town clerk, supervisors' clerk, and county 
treasurer in this State ; and also, to prepare and cause 
all necessary blank books, forms, and notices to bo 
transmitted at the expense of this Stnto, to carry into 
full effect the provisions of this act ; and tlie comptroller 
is hereby directed to draw his warrant on the treasurer 
of this State for the expenses incurred under this section. 

§ 2G0. The adjutant-general is hereby authorized to 
appoint an assistant, who shall have the rank of colonel 
and be commissioned by the commaudor-in-chiof, and 
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wlio sliall hold sucli oflice during the pleasure of the 
adjutant-general. In case of absence of the adjutant- 
general from the city of Albany, or in case of his ina- 
bility to perform his duties, his assistant shall have full 
power to perform all the duties apperlaiijinor to the office 
of the adJuLaiit-gciicral. But nothing in this section 
shall be so construed as to give any validity to the acts 
of said assistant, or to those of any acting assistant, in 
case of the disapproval of the adjatan^general, after 
such disapproval shall hare been shown by special order 
to that effect {^$ amended hy iihosp. 612 if 1865.) 

Cfihe CammUsarjf'Generd* 

§ 261. The commissary-general shall keep in good 
repair the arsenals and magazines of the State, and 
attend to the due preservation and safe keeping, clean- 
ing, and repairing of the ordnance, arms, aecontrements, 
ammunition, munitions of war, and implements of every 
description, the property of this State ; and he shall at 
all times hare the control and disposition of the same 
for that purpose. 

§ 262. He shall, under the direction of the command- 
er-in-chief, dispose, to the best advantage, of all damaged 
powder, and of all ordnance, arms, ammunition, accou- 
trements, tools, implements, and warlike stores of every 
kind whatsoever, tnat shall be deemed unsuitable for the 
use of the State. 

§ 263. He shall, from time to time, render a just and 
true account of all sales made by him, with all con- 
venient speed, to the governor, and shall pay the pro- 
ceeds of such sale into the treasury of the State for mili* 
tary purposes, or ezj^nd the same in the purchase of 
suitable arms, ammunition, and camp or other equipage, 
as the commander-in-chief may direct. 

§ 264. Whenever the commanding officer of a brigade 
sliall certify that a stand of colors, or any drnms, fifes, 
or bugles are necessary for any com|ianv, bLitialion, or 
regiment in Ijig brigade, the commissary-general, with 
the approbation of the commander-in-chief, shall furnish 
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Buch company, battalion, or regiment with a stand of 
colors, and a sufficiency of drams, fifes, and bugles, at the 
expense of the State. 

§ 2fi5. TliG commissary-general shall issue tlie proper 
allowaiico of powder and balls to artillery companies 
for pracLicc ; and the several commandants of artillery 
companies shall annually report to the eommissary-gen- 
cral the situation and state of the pieces of ordnance, 
arms, implements, and accoutrements, the property of the 
State, intrusted to their charge respectively. 

§ 266. The commissary-general ^liall issue all ammu- 
nition, suited to tlie several anus of Uie service, upon the 
requisition ol any commandant of brigade, regiment, or 
battalion ; and sliall, on a like requisition, replace such 
a nicies or iin| i]cmcuts for ordnance as may be by use 
rendered nnfii fur service. 

§ 267. The commissary-general shall report annually 
to the commander-in-chief, whose duty it shall be to 
transmit the same to the legislature, a true and particu- 
lar statement, showing the actual situation and disposi* 
lion of all the ordnance, arms, ammunition, and other 
monitions of war, property or things, which in any wise 
appertain to or respect the department confided to his 
keeping. 

§ 263. He shall keep a just and true account of all the 
expenses necessarily incurred in' and abont his depart^ 
ment, which shall include all expenses for transportation 
to and from the arsenals, all ordnance, arms, ammunition, 
and camp equipage, and deliver the same to the comp- 
troller, who shall thereupon examine and audit the 
same, and shall draw his warrant on the treasurer for 
such sum as he shall audit and certify to be due. 

§ 269. It shall be the duty of the judge-advocatc-gen- 
eral to prosecute any bond, the condition of which is 
violated by a neglect or refusal of any officer to report 
the condition of any arms or equipage, or to return tho 
same to any of the arsenals of this State, as required by 
law. 

§ 270. The comaussary-geueral is authorized to ap- 
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point an assistant, witli the rank of colonel, and who 
shall be commissioned by tlic commander-in-chief, and 
hold his office during tlie pleasure of the commissary- 
j^eneral, and shall perform the duties now required by 
law to be performed by the military storekeeper at the 
New York arsenal, and shall be compensated in the 
same manner as sucli military storekeeper has been 
compensated. In the absence of the commissary -gen- 
eral from tlio city of New York, or iu case of his ina- 
bility to perform his duties, his assistant shall have full 
power to perforin all the duties appertaining to the 
office of the commissary-general; but nothing in this 
section sliall be so construed as to give any yalfdity to 
the acts of such assistant in case of the disapproval of 
the commissary -general . 

Of the Inspector' Generd^ 

§ 271. It shall be the duty of the inspector-general to 
Tisit, at least once in every two years, each , regimental 
district in the State. He shall critically inspect, as 
often as lie may deem necessary, every branch connected 
witii the military service, including armories, arsenals, 
and military storeliouses ; and he shall also attend to 
the organization of the militia, and report to general 
headquarters the improvement in discipline and tactical 
instruction of the uniformed forces. 

§ 272. Commandants of regiments and companies 
shall furnish to the inspector-general such information 
as lie may require, as to the number and kind? of arms, 
equipments, and military property of the State issued to 
tlieir respective regiments and companies ; and, at the 
conclusion of the inspection of any armory, arsenal, or 
military storehouse, if he find tho property which ought 
to be kept therein, or any part of it, missing, injured, 
unfit for use, or deficient in any respect, lie shall forth- 
with report the facts, in respect thereto, to tho com- 
jiiandcr-in-cliicf. 

§ 273. it shall be his duty, after the lirst day of No- 
vember in each year, to inspect the tents and catnp

equipage belonging to the State, and report any de- 
ficiency therein, or any damaged property or uniit for 
use, to tlic commander-ill-chief on or before the first day 
of January next thereafter. Upon receiving the reports 
mentioned in this and the last preceding section, tlic 
commander-in-cliicf may order such property to be sold 
at public auction, upon thirty days notice to be pub- 
lished once a yreek in the State paper, and also in some 
newspaper printed in the county in which socli property 
is situated, to tlie highest bidder, under the direction of 
the commissary general of ordnance, and the tet avails 
thereof shall be paid into the treasury to %h^ credit of 
the militia fand. {^s amended by chap, 612 ^ 1865.) 

§ 274. In his annni^l report he shaU state what gen- 
eral and field officers have been in command of parades 
and encampments, what changes of general or field offi- 
cers haye been made, and what degree of improvement 
has been attained by both officers and men, and whether 
the general regulations have been observed, together 
with such suggestions as he may see fit to make. 

§ 275. To the inspector-general will be referred, by 
order of the commander-in-chief, such matters as require 
an examination at a distance from the general head- 
quarters, for the information of the commander-in-chief ; 
and it shall be the duty of inspector-general, upon such 
reference, to report upon the qualifications of persons 
named to the commander-in-chief, for appointment to 
militarv office, and also upon the possession of the ne- 
cessary requisites by the applicants for the organization 
of companies. 

§ 276. The division and brigade inspectors, wlienever 
required by the inspector-sreneral, shall report to him tlie 
condition of their respective divisions or brigades, and 
shall also, upon his request, report to him upon any 
matter properly belonging to his department, whicli may 
require examination within their respective division or 
brigade districts. 

§ 277. The inspector-general shall visit the several 
encampments which shall bo ordered by the commander- 
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iQ-clilcf, and to ascertain whether the troops liave been 
properly instructed in tlie exercises and evolutions of the 
field ; he will cause them to be exercised in the manoeuvres 
required to be practiced during the year, as prescribed by 
the ropfiilations ; and he will give liis instructions, as to 
tlie exercises, to the commandinc: officer, who will issue 
all necessary orders and directions to the troops for 
their execution. 

§ 278. The inspector-general shall, at least once in 
every two yenr^, examine the book of proceedings of the 
board of auditors of each regiment, and the accounts 
filed with tlie secretary of such board during the two 
years previous, or since the last examination made by 
the insj I cc tor-general, and he shall carefully compare 
the bool^ of proceedings with accounts ; he sliall also 
examine the warrants drawn by the board of auditors, 
in the possession of the county treasurer, and he shall 
bpccially report to the commander-in-chief whether the 
proceedings of the board of auditors are regularly and 
properly entered, and whether the warrants are in duo 
form ; and whether any military funds have been drawn 
from the county treasurer for improper purposes, or by 
persons not entitled thereto. 

§ 279, The inspeetor-general is hereby authorized to 
appoint an assistant, who shall hare the rank of colonel, 
and be eonnnissioned by the eommander^in-chier, and 
who shall bold sach office during the pleasure of the in- 
spector-general, and shall receive the same compensation 
as the assistant adjatant-generaL In the absence of the 
inspector-general from the city of Albany, or in case of 
his inability to perform his duties, his assistant shall 
haye full power to perform all duties appertaining to the 
office of the inspector-general* Bnt nothing in this 
section shall be so construed as to give any yalidity to 
the acts of said assistant, in case of the disapproval of 
the inspector^eneral. ; 

Of the Judge- Advocate- Cknerd. 
§ 280. The judge-adTOcate^genei*al, as chief of his 
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department, is cliai^^cd with tlie supervision, care, and 
management of all tiilnprs relating to the administration 
of justice among tl:e military forces of tliis State. lie 
sliall diligently scrutinize and examine the proceedings 
of all courts-martial whore an appeal has been taken, 
and report thereon for ilio infonaalion of the com- 
iii;iii(Jcr-in-chief ; he shall alio, in like muiincr, report in 
all cases of disputed elections whore an appeal has been 
takcii. Under the orders of the commander-in-chief, 
the judge-advocate-general shall act as judge-advocate 
at any court-martial where the public interests shall 
require his attendance. 

§ 281» The jttdge^advQcate-general is Ihe legal adviser 
of the several staff departments, upon all legal questions 
which may arise therein, and to him may be referred 
for supervision all contracts, agreements, or other in- 
struments, to be drawn or executed in the course of the 
business of such department* 

§ 282. The officers of the judge advocate generaVs de- 
partment, when not engaged iu the special duties of the 
same, may be detailed for such other staff duty as the 
commandants of their respective brigades or divisions 
shall direct. 

OF INYASIOir, IKSURUBOTIOir, BREACHES OF THB PEACE, 
AND DRAFTS OP THE MILITIA. 

Of Invasion and Insurrection, 

§ 283. In cases of insurrection or invasion, or immi- 
nent danger thereof, tlic commander-in-chief may, by 
proclamation or otherwise, order and direct the com- 
mandants of such company districts as he shall desig- 
nate, to accept sufficient volunteers, should the same 
ofi'er, to raise said company, and maintain the same at 
the maximum number provided by law, and if sufficient 
volunteers should not offer, then a sufficient number shall 
be drafted from the reserve militia of said districts in 
the manner hereinafter provided, who shall thereupon 
be enrolled as national guards in said company, and 
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shall be liable to duty in case tlie military forces of the 
State should be called into service. 

§ 284. The coramandcr-iii-chief slrall liave power, ki 
case of insurrection or invasion, or imminent danger 
thereof, to order into the service of the State snch num- 
ber and description of companies or reji^iments of the 
national guard, or of other militia of tliC Stale as lie 
shall deem proper, and under the command of such 
officers as he sliall direct, and in such case the forces so 
called into service shall receive the same pay and rations 
as troops in tbe service of the United States* And all 
the actSt proclamations, and orders of tbe p;overnor of 
this State since the sizteentli day of April, eighteen 
hundred and 8ixty*one, relating to the calling oat of the 
militia or volunteers from this State for the service of 
the United States, are hereby approved, and in all re- 
spects l^alissed and made valid, to the same intent and 
with the same effSect as if they had been issued and done 
with the previous express authority and direction of the 
legislature of this State, and all commissions issued or 
licreafter to be issued to the ofTicers of such volunteer 
forces by the governor of this State, in accordance with 
the act of congress in such cases made and provided, are 
hereby confirmed. 

§ 285. In case of any invasion, or of imminent dan- 
ger thereof, within the limits of any division, brigade, 
regiment, or battalion, it shall be the duty of the com- 
mandant of such division, brigade, regiment, or battalion, 
to order out, for the defense of the State, the militia, or 
any part thereof, under his command, and immediately 
report what he has done to the commander-in-chief, 
through the adjutant-general. 

§ 28f>. It shall also be his duty to give immediato 
notice of such invasion, and of the circumstances attend- 
ing the same, to his immediate commanding officer, by 
whom such information shall be transmitted wiUi 
utmost expedition to the commander-in-cblef. 

§ 287. The commandant of every regiment or 'bat- 
talion, within the limits of which an insurrection li^^y 
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happen, sliall immediately assemble his regiment or 
battalion, under arms, aiid with the utmost expedition 
sllaU transmit information of such insurrection to tlie 
commandant of bis brigade and to the commander-in- 
chief. 

§ 288. He shall also give immediate notice of such 
insurrection to any judge of the county in which it 
shall happen, and shall take such measures for its sup- 
pression as to such judge shall appear most proper and 
effectual. 

§ 289. If tlie said judge shrill deem a greater force 
requisite to quell the insurrection, he shall require such 
additional force as he may deem necessary from the com- 
mandant of the division, or of any brigade therein, 
whose duty it shall be to obey his requisition. 

§ 290. Every person wlio, whilst in the actual service 
of this State, shall be wounded or disabled in opposing 
or suppressing any invasion or insurrection, shall be 
taken care of and provided for at the expense of the 
State. 

OF BIOTS, TUHULTS, BfiEAGHBS OF THE PEACE, AND RE- 
SISTANCE TO FB0CE8S. 

§ 291. In case of any breach of the peace, tumult, 
riot, or resistance to process of this State, or apprehen- 
sion of imminent danger of the same, it shall be law- 
ful for the sheriff of any county, or the mayor of any 
city, to call for aid from any division, brigade, regi- 
ment, battalion, or company ; and it sliall be the duty 
of the coinnmuding oflScer of such division, brigade, 
regiment, battalion, or company, to whom such order 
is given, to order out, in aid of the civil authorities, 
the military force, or any part thereof, under his 
eoramand. 

§ 292. In such case it shall not be necessary for com- 
mandants of companies to issue written orders or 
notices for calling out their men, but yerbal jQrders 
and notices shall be sufficient ' . ' . . 

§ 293. It shall be the duty of the commanding officer 
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of any division, bngade^ regiment, battalion, or com- 
pany, in all cases when so called into service, to provide 
the men of his command, so ordered out, with at least 
twenty-four rounds of ball cartridge, and arms in com* 
plete order for actual service. 

§ 294. Such officer shall be subject, as provided by 
law, to the sheriff or public officer who shall so re- 
quire Ins aid ; and for refusinnf or neglecting to obey 
the order of such sheritf, or public ofTiccr so requiring 
Hervice, or for interfering or in any way hindr ring or 
preventing the men of his command from performing 
sucli duty, or in nny manner, by neglect or delay, pre- 
venting the due execution of law, every sucli command- 
ing officer, and every commissioned officer nnder his 
command so offending, shall be liable to a fine of not 
less than one hundred nor more than five hundred dol- 
lars, and imprisonment in the county jail for a period 
not exceeding six months. 

§ 295. It shall be the duty of the district attorney of 
any county where such offense shall be committed, to 
prosecute the same; and in addition thereto, such officer 
shall be liable to be tried by court-martial and sentenced 
to be cashiered and incapacitated forever after for 
holding military commission in this State. 

§ 296. Any non-commissioned officer, musician, or 
private, who diall neglect or refuse to obey the orders 
of his commanding officer in the case above provided 
for, shall be liable to a fine of not less than twenty- 
five nor more than one hundred dollars, and imprison- 
ment in the county jail for a period not to exceed 
three months, to be prosecuted and recovered in the 
manner hereinbefore provided in the case of commis* 
sioned officers* 

§ 297. All officers, non-commissioned officers, and pri- 
vates, in cases of riot, tumult, breach of the ^eace, re- 
sistance to process, or wlienever called npon in aid of 
the civil authorities, shall receive the compensation pro- 
vided by an act entitled, An act to enforce tiie laws 
and preserve order/' passed April 15tb, eighteen hun- 
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dred and forty-fi?e, which continues in force, and shall 
be published with this act ; and every person who shall 
be wounded or disabled in such service, shall bo taken 
care of and provided for at the expense of the county 
whore such service shall be rendered. 

OF DRAFTS OF THS HILITIA, 

. § 208. Whenever the commander-in-chief shall order 
a draft from the reserved militia of any company dis- 
trict, to raise the company of the national guard therein 
to, and maintain the same at, either the mioimum or 
maximum number provided by this act, or wheneyer a 
general draft of the, militia shall be made by order of 
the commander-in-chief, or of the president of the 
United States, such draft shall be determined by lot, to 
be drawn by the clerk of the county in which such roll 
has been filed, in the presence of the county judge and 
the mayor of any city, or the supervisor of any town or 
ward, upon the requisition of the commanding officer 
of the regiment witliin whoso bounds such^person may 
reside. 

§ 299. Any person so drafted may, within ten days 
after receiving such notice of the same, present to the 
commandant of the regiment, independent battery, or 
battalion, his certificate of exemption by reason of 
physical disability, from some surgeon or assistant- 
surgeon of the national guard, or other due and sufficient 
proof of his non-liability to military duty, and if such 
certificate or proof shall be sufficient and satisfactory, 
such person shall be discharged and another person 
shall be drafted in his stead, in accordance with the 
provisions of tin's act. The necessary expenses for 
serving notices upon drafted persons shall be a county 
charge upon tlie county in which snch drafted persons 
shall reside respectively, and shall be audited and paid 
in the same manner as other county charges are au- 
dited and paid, (yis amended hy chap. of 1865.) 

§ 300. Any person so drafted, in accordance with 
the above provisions, may offer a substitute at the 
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liino of the rendezvous of the drafted military force 
and militia, and such substitute, if he shall be an able- 
bodied man, of the ago of twenty-one years and up- 
ward, and shall consent in writing to subject himself 
to all the dutip^, fines, forfeiture?, and punishments to 
wliich his principal would have been subject had he 
personally served, shall be acccpted^by tho commandant 
of the company of drafted militia to which his princi- 
pal may belong. 

2iny person so drafted, who may be a member of 
any religious denomination whatever, as from scruples 
of conscience may be averse to bearing arms, shall be 
excused from said draft on payment to the clerk of the 
county by whom sucli draft is made the sum of three 
hundred dollars, to be by said county clerk paid to tho 
comptroller of the State, to be applied to the purposes 
mentioned iu this act. {As amended by § 0, chap, 425 
of 1863.) 

§ 301. Whenever ilie president of the United States 
or the commander-in-chief shall order a draft from the 
militia for pablic service, such draft shall be made in 
the following manner : 

1.. When tho draft required to bo made shall be a 
number eqaal to one or more companies to each 
brigade, such draft shall be made by company, to be 
determined by lot, to be drawn hy the commandant of 
brigade in the presence of the commanding officers of 
the regiments composing said brigade, from the military 
forces of the State in his brigade, organized, uniformed, 
armed, and equipped, according to the provisions of this 
act. 

2. In case such draft shall require a number equal to 
one regiment, such shall be determined bj lot in the 
manner above prescribed. 

3. In case such draft shall require a larger number 
tlian the whole number of men composing the military 
force of said brigade, such additional draft shall be 
made of the requisite number, to supply such deficiency, 
from the military roll of the reserve militia of each town 
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or wardi filed in tlie office of the city, Tillage, or town 
clerk, as hereiDbefore provided. 

§ 302. The commander-in-chief shall prescribe such 
rules, orders, and regulations, relatiye to the distribn* 
tion of arms, ammunition, and militarj stores, to the 
militia vhen called into actual service, as he maj deem 
proper. • 

§ 303. The command of any military force, called 
into service under the provisions of this title, shall 
devolve upon the senior officer of such force, unless 
otherwise specially ordered by the commander-in-chief. 

OP THE MILITARY FUND OP THE STATE, AND APPBOPBIA- 
TI0N8 FOB If ILITABT PUBPOSBS. 

§ 804. The moneys received from the several county 
IroLisurers, under the provisions of this act, shall be 
kept separate and apart from the current and ordinary 
finances of this State, and shall be applied to the pur- 
poses mentioned in this act and to no other. 

§ 305. For the pnrchase of uniforms and equipments, 
pay of officers and privates, and other expenditures au- 
thorized by this act; the sum of three hundred thousand 
dollars is herel^ appropriated from the moneys men- 
tioned in the last preceding section, and from any 
other moneys in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

UISGEUiANEOUS PBOYISIOKB. 

306. The com niander-in chief is hereby authorized 
to establish and picsci ibc such rules, regulations, forms, 
and precedents as he shall deeai proper for the use and 
government of the military forces of the State, and to 
carry into full effect the provisions of this act. Such 
rules, regulations, forms, and precedents shall be pub- 
lished in orders by the adjutant-general, and, from time 
to time, distributed to the commissioned officers of the 
State. 

S 307. Whenever any non-commissioned officers, 
musician ,8or privates, of any uniform company or troop, 
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shall Lave performed service in any sucli company or 
troop for the space of seven years from the time of his 
enliBtment therein, properly uniformed according to 
the provisions of law, he shall be farnished, on applica- 
tion, by the commandiDg officer of such company or 
troop, with a certificate, duly setting forth such &ctB, 
which shall, for all purposes, be deemed prima facU 
evidence thereof. 

i 808* The commanding officer of evenr uniform 
company or troop shall, on the application of any com- 
missioned, non-commissioned officer, mnsictan, or private 
of his company, deliver to him a certificate, stating 
that such person is a member of his company, and 
whether he is nniformed according to law, and how 
recently ho may have performed duty in said company. 
Such certificate, when dated within six months, shall 
be deemed for all purposes prima facte evidence of the 
matter therein stated. 

§ 309. Every oflScer, non-commissioned officer, nrnsi- 
cian, and private of the uniformed militia of this State, 
wlio shall have {uovided himself with a uniform, arms, 
or accoutrements required by law or regulation, shall 
hold the same exempt from all suits, distresses, execu- 
tions or sales for debts, or for the payment of taxes ; 
and every mounted ofiQcer, and every member of a 
troop of cavalry or light artillery, who shall own a 
suitable horse necessary for his use as such officer or 
member, shall hold tlie same with the like exemption. 

§ 310. The rales and regulations, prepared by a 
board of officers under section one of title nine of the 
miliiia law, passed April seventeen, eighteen hundred 
and fifty-four, with such changes and moditicalions as 
arc provided ia this act, liaviog received the approval 
of the commander-in-chief, arc hereby ratified and 
confirmed ; and the comuiauder-in-chief is hereby au- 
thorized to make such changes and alterations in said 
regnlations, from time to time, as he may deem expe- 
dient. 

§ 81 L The commandants of regiments may si^^iat

ordnance sergeants as keepers of armories, not cxcced- 
iu*^ one to eacli armory, who shall be under the au- 
thority and hold office during the pleasure of the com- 
mandant; such ordnance sergeants shall be paid as 
now proTlded for keepers of armories. 

§ 312. No person belonging to the military forces 
shall be arrested on any ciyil process while going to, 
remaining at, or retnrning from any place at which he 
. may be required to attend for military dnty. 

§ 313. Any person who shall purchase, retain, or have 
in custody or possession without right any military 
pro})erty belonging to this State marked as or known 
to him to basach, and shall, after proper demand, re- 
fuse to deliver the same to any officer entitled to the 
possession thereof, shall bo liable to an action for the 
recovery of the possession of such military property, 
and of a penalty of not less than ten nor more than one 
hundred dollars. 

§ 314. Any peirson belonging to the military forces 
who shall, contrairy to the lawful order of the proper 
officer, retain in liis possession or control any military 
property of tliis State, shall be liable to an action to 
recover the possession thereof and to pay a fine of not 
less than ten, nor more than one hundred dollars, and 
shall also be deerned guilty of a misdemeanor ; and any 
commanding oflicor may take possession thereof, or of 
such military property nu ntioned in the preceding sec- 
tion, wherever the same may be found. 

§ 315. Actions to recover the possession of military 
property, and the amount of any fine or penalty under 
the two precediu<^ sections, may be brought, by any 
officer entitled to the i)OsscsHion of suck property, in 
any court of competent jurisdiction, and such fine or 
penalty, together with all other fines and penalties pre- 
scribed by this act, and by chapter three hundred and 
ninety eight of tiic Session Laws of eighteen hundred 
and fifty-four, shall be paid to tlie treasurer of the 
county where the offender may reside, for the benefit of 
the military fund of the regiment located therein. The 
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possession of any milUarj property, or the amount of a 
fine or penalty, may be recovered in the same action. 
Proceedings at law shall not preclude the punishment 
of any military person in the military courts. 

§316. Any person belonging to the military forces 
of this State, going to or returning from any parade, 
encampment, drill, or meeting, which he may be required 
by law to attend, shall, together with his conveyance 
and the military property of the State, be allowed to 
pass free through all toil-gates, over toll-bridges and 
ferries. 

§ 317. Wlicncvcr any officer shall have served or 
shall hereafter serve continuously and honorably as 
commandant of any military company, under a military 
commission issued under the laws of this State, for the 
period of twenty years, the commander-in-chief shall 
iiavo power to confer upon such officer the brevet or 
Itoiiorary rank of colonel, but such brevet shall not con- 
fer additional pay or emoluments for services under this 
act. 

§ 318. All officers, non-commissioned officers, musi- 
ciuus, and privates of the national guard, while on duty 
or assembled therefor, pursuant to the order of the 
sherifif of any county, or the n]a}'or of any city, in cases 
of riot, tumult, breach ol peace, resistance to process, 
or wlienever called upon in aid of the civil autliorities, 
shall receive the compensation provided by the twenty- 
first section of the act entitled "An act to enforce tbe 
laws and preserve order,^' passed April fifteen, eighteen 
hundred and forty-five, and such compensation shall be 
audited, allowed and paid by the supervisors of the 
county where such service is rendered, and shall bo a 
portion of the county charges pf said county, to be 
levied and raised as other county charges are levied 
and raised. 

§ 819, Chapter three hundred and ninety-eight of the 
Laws of eighteen hundred and fifty-four, except such 
parts of the same as are referred to in sections five 
and ten of this titlo, chapters two hundred and sixty-one 
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and five liundred and thirty-six of the Laws of eighteen 
hundred and fifty-live, chapters one hundred and twenty-

AJfACTto amend an ad eniiSed **An Ad to provide far 
the enrcUmenJt (f tie MiHUa^ ihe argamzatian and 
discmUne of Uie JffUikmoil Omrd if the Siaie Jfew 
York, am far the pttbHc d^ense, passed JlprU 2B» 
I862y designated as the. Military Code ef the State tf 
York. Passed April 22, 1867 \ by ft two- 
thirds TOte. 

Tho People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

§ 1. SnbdiTision two of section one, sections fonr, 
eight, nine, ten, eleyen, twelve, thirteen, fourteen, fif- 
teen, eighteen, twenty-six, thirty, one hundred and. two, 
one hundred and twenty-one, one hundred and twenty- 
six, one hundred and twenty-seven, one hundred and 
thirty-eight, one hundred and thirty-nine, one hundred 
and forty, one hundred and forty- two, one hundred and 
forty-six, and two hundred and eighteen, of chapter four 
hundred and seventy-seyen, of the laws of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-two, designated as the military code 
of the State of New York, are hereby amended so as 
to read as follows : 

§ 2. Persons who have been or liererifter pliall be re^^- 
ularly and honorably dischniv^^cd from the reguhir or 
volunteer army or navy of tlio United States, in con- 
sequence of the performance of military duty, in pur- 
suance of any law of this State, and sach firemen as ai^e 
now exempted by law. 

§ 4. Under the direction and superintendence of the 
commander-in-chief, all persons liable to military duty 
in this State, who are not already members of the or- 
ganized militia, shall be annually enrolled in such man- 
ner, and under such rules and regulations as the com- 
mander-in-chief may from time to time prescribe, and 
by and under the direction of such officers as he may 
appoint ; but no person sliall be so njipointcd wlio is not 
an officer or member of the aalioual guard and amcua- 
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ble to military law for any neglect or dereliction in the 
discharge of suclwiiaty. Such enrollment shall distinctly 
specify the names and residences of the persons enrolled, 
and shall divide the same into two classes, the persons 
between the ages of eif^hteeii and thirty years to consti- 
tute the first class, and the persons between the ages of 
thirty and fort3'-rive.Years to constitute the second class ; 
but the erroneous classification of any person liable to 
do Tnilitary duty shall not reiieve him from any of tho 
penalties prescribed by law for non-performance of such 
duty. Such enrollment shall be made and completed in 
each year on or before the first day of July. Tho 
oflScer making such enrollment shall, at the time of mak- 
ing the same, serve upon each person enrolled a notice, 
by delivering the same personally, or by leaving it with 
some person of suitable age and discretion, at his place 
of residence, that he is enrolled as lialde to military 
duty, and that if he claims that he is for any reason 
exempt from military duty, he must, on or before tho 
fifteenth day of August then next ensuing, file a written 
statement of such exemption, verified by affidavit, at the 
headquarters of such earolling officer, to be designated 
in such notice ; but it shall not be necessary to serre 
such notice upon any person so enrolled, whose name 
has been entered upon any previous eurollm^t in the 
same company district. 

§ 8« The commandcMn-diief shall cause to be pub- 
lished once a week for four weeks previous to the first 
. day of August, in the newspaper dengnated in accord- 
ance with law as the State paper, a i^ptice that tho en- 
rollment of persons liable to military duty in the State 
has been completed, and which notice shall also specify 
that any person who claims that he is for any reason 
exempt from military duty shall, on or before the fif- 
teenth day of August then next ensuing, file a written 
statement of such exemption, verified by affidavit, with 
the enrolling officer of his district, or the commandant 
of the company or regimental district in which such 
person may reside ; and a copy of such notice, designa- 
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tiog'the places where exemptions maj bo filed, shall, for 
the same period, be posted by each eniolling officer in 
some conspicuous place in his district ; and pablication . 
of either of such notices shall be a snfficient notice of 
snch enrollment to all pei*sons named therein ; the affi* 
davit required by this section may be made before the 
enrolling officer or commandant of«the district, who 
shall mi^e no diarge therefor. 

§ 9. Snch enrolling officer shall not inclade in said 
enrollment, the names of any officers or members of the 
uniformed militia of this State, nor of the officers or 
members of any fire company, and the foreman of every 
fire company in any city, village, or town, shall, before 
tlie fifteenth day of May in each year, file with snch en- 
rolling ofiicer of the district in which such fire company 
may be located, a list containing the names of all per- 
sons belonging to their respective companies, wliich list 
shall show the town or ward in which each member of 
siich company resides. 

§ 10. All persons claiminf^ exemptions shall file a 
written statement of tlie same, verified by affidavit, 
with the enrolling officer of the district in which such 
person may reside, on or before the fifteenth day of 
August, in default of which, sncli person shall lose bene- 
fit of such exemption, except such, as are especially 
exempt by act of congress. The captain, commandant, 
or other officer making such enrollment, shall thereupon, 
if such person be exempt according to law, mark the 
word "exempt" opposite the name of each person pre- 
senting such exerapiion ; and if such exemption be per- 
manent, the name of such person shall not be included 
in any subsequent enruUment. If any person shaii. 
swear falsely in such affidavit, he shall be guilty of per- 
jury. 

§ 11. The persons thus enrolled shall form the reserve 
militia of the State of New York ■ those between the 
ages of eighteen and thirty years shall constitute the 
reserve of the first class, and those between the ages of 
thirty and forty-five years shall constitote the reserve . 
of the second class. 
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§ 12. Any member of the reserve milttia may commute 
for the military duty, and for the arms and accoutre- 
ments required by law, by the payment in each year of 

the sura of one dollar, which commutation shall be paid 
between the first day of July and the fifteenth day of 
August, to tlie collector or receiver of taxes in the town 
or ward in which ?nch person may reside, for which 
payment the said collector or receiver sliall j^ive his 
receipt in such form as the eommander-in-cliief may pre- 
scribe ; and moneys collected shall, by the collector or 
receiver, be paid over to the treasurer of the county, to 
the credit of the military fund of the State, on or before 
the first day of September ; at which time the collector 
or i*eceiver shall transmit a roll of such persons as shall 
have paid such commutation to the commandant of the 
brigade district, except in the counties of New York 
and Richmond, where such rolls shall be transmitted to 
the commandant of tlie division ; and the correctness of • * 
such rolls shall be verified by such collector or receiver. 
But no commutation paid under this section sliall relieve 
any person liable to niiliLary duty from such duty in 
case of insurrection or invasion, or imminent danger 
thereof. Said collector or receiver of taxes shall on or 
before the first day of July in each year, execute and 
deliver a bond in like manner as other bonds are exe- 
cuted and delivered by such collector or receiver, that 
he will faithfully pay over all moneys and perform all 
duties in respect thereto required by law. 

§ 18. The reserve militia of the first and second 
classes, except such as shall have paid commutation, as 
provided in the preceding section, shall assemble at 
their several company districts, armed and equipped as 
provided by law,- for parade and inspection on the first 
Monday in September in each year, at such hour and 
place as the captain or commandant shall designate in 
orders, to be posted in three public places in said com- 
pany district for ten days, and shall be under the orders 
of the captain or commandant of said district ; and 
such captain or commandant sliall make a register of 
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all micli as shall attend sncb parade, armed and equipped 
as aforesaid, and shall transinit a duly certified copy of 
such register, on or before the fifteenth day of Septem- 
ber, to tlie commandant of the bi iu'^^de, except in the 
counties of New York and Richmoii<l, where snch 
register shall be transmitted to the commandant of the 
division, but in all cases such registers shall be trans- 
mitted through tlic intermediate commanders. And in 
any county which has not been divided into company 
districts, and in which there Lire no officers to comply 
^vitli the above provisions, the commandant of tlic bri- 
gade shall designate some capable officer from his com- 
mand to attend to all the requirements above named. 
And in any locality where there is no brigade organiza- 
tion, the division commander shall in like manner detail 
a saitable officer from his command for the performance 
of these duties. The officer performing this labor maj^ 
in the discretion of the commander*in<chief, receive 
such pay for the same as is provided in section one han- 
dred and seventy-four, military code. 

§ 14. All persons who shall neglect to attend such 
parade, and who shall have omitted to pay the commu- 
tation therefor, as provided by section twelve of this 
act, shall be reported as delinquents, and shall be liable 
to a fine of three dollars. The fo\ oral brigade com- 
manders shall, with the approval of the commanders 
of their respective divisions, appoint in each regimental 
district one or more officers, before whom such delin* 
qaents shall be cited to appear, by order of the briga- 
dier-general, on the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
in October ; and such officers bo appointed, shall have 
power, under the regulations of the commander-in-chief, . 
to determine the facts of such delinquency, and if such 
delinquents shall not prove their exemption by commu- 
tation or otherwise, as provided by law, the officer so 
appointed shall have power to impose u fine, as above 
providcfl, which shall be collected in the same manner 
as fines and penalties imposed by military court? ai-e 
now collected, all the provisions of law concerniug 
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wliicli shall apply to the fines contomplated iii this sec- 
tion. And the officer so appointed to determine sucli 
delinquencies, shall have the same powers, and be sub- 
ject to the same r^ulations as are imposed on tlie pres- 
idents of courts-martial, as provided by section two 
bandred and five of this act ; and any such officer who 
shall be gailty of disobedience of orders, or neglect of 
or malpractices in such duty, shall be liable to the 
penalties imposed by section two hundred and sixteen 
of this act 

§ 15. The officer appointed to determine delinquencies 
shall, immediately after the performance of such duty, 
* report his proceedings to the commander of the brigade, 
and the marshal or other officer who shall collect such 
■fines shall pay. the same to the county treasurer, to the 
credit of the military fund of the State. The county . 
treasnrer of each county shall, on the first days of Feb- 
ruary and October, in each year, remit to the comptroller 
of the State all moneys received by him and in his 
hands, credited to the military fund of the State, which 
moneys shall be kept distinct from other funds in his 
possession. 

§ 18. The commander-in-cliief shall issue such orders 
and regulations, and cause to be provided such books, 
and blank forms and returns, as may be necessary to 
.secure tlio enrollment, and the collection of commuta- 
tion moneys and fines and penalties as herein provided ; 
and there shall be allowed to the military officers 
ordered on duty, in making such enrollment and collect- 
ing such fines, a reasonable compensation, not exceeding 
the rates allowed by section one hundred and seventy- 
four of this act, except that officers below the rank of 
captain may receive the compensation allowed to offi- 
cers of that rank ; which compensation shall be fixed 
by the commander-in-chief, and under his orders paid 
by tlie paymaster-general. The treasurer of any city or 
county to whom any commutation money or fines shall 
be paid, may retain therefrom one per cent as las fees 
for receipt and care oi the buaie j and all collectors or 
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receivers of taxes shall "be entitled to add to and collect 
five cents as fees from each person paying such commu- 
tation. 

§ 26. Company officers shall use their best efforts to 
obtain sufficient volunteers to raise their respective 
companies to the number of at least forty-five non-com- 
missioned officers and privates, which number is hereby 
fixed as the minimum, and one hundred as the maximum 
organization. 

§ 30. Each division shall consist of not less than two 
brigades, each brigade not less than two reiriments, each 
regiment not less than eiglit battalion companies of forty- , 
five non-commissioned officers and privates. Whenever 
any company shall fall below the number of forty-five 
iiQu-commissioned officers and privates, such company 
may be consolidated or disbanded ; and whenever any 
regimental orgamzaiion shall &11 below the number of 
eight battalion companies, or an aggregate force of three 
hundred and sixty non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates, such regiment shall thereupon be designated as a 
battalion, but shall retain its r^imental number, unless 
such battalion shall be consolidated or disbanded. 

§ 102. In the department of the coQimissary-general 
of subsistence there shall be a commissary-general of 
subsistence, with the rank of brigadier-general, and such 
commissaries of subsistence as may be otherwise pro- 
vided by law. 

§ 121. In case such armory shall not be erected or 
rented by the supervisors for the use of such company, the 
commandant of the regiment, in bis discretion, with the 
approval of the inspector-general, may rent or erect a 
room or building, to be used for the purpose of such 
armory, and the amount of rent thereof, provided the 
same shall not exceed the sum of two hundred and fifty 
dollars for each company, in tlie f^cveral cities of thig 
State, and one hundred and iifty dollars for companies 
not located in cities, shall be a county cliarrre, and shall 
be paid by rucIi supervisors, and levied and raised as 
hereinbeiore .provided. 
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§ 126. The commanding officer of each regiment or 
battalion, shall appoint a Boitable person to take charge 
of the armory, armories, or place of deposit of his regi- 
ment, or of the several companies in his regiment, and 
all arms, equipments, and other property of the State 
therein deposited, and to discharge all dnties connected 
therewith, as shall be from time to time prescribed by 
the commandiDg officer. 

§ 127. Sncli person so appointed, shall receive a com* 
ptensation of one dollar and fifty cents per day, for the 
time actually employed in cleaning guns, and other du* 
ties indispensably necessary for the safe l:eoping and 
preservation of such property committed to liis charge, 
which shall be a county charge upon the county in which 
said armory is situated, and audited and paid in the 
same manner as other county charges. 

§ 138. For the purpose of warning the non-comniis- 
sioncd officers, musicians, and privates, to any parade, 
encampment, or place of rendezvous, the commandant 
of each company may ap[>oint a suitable person a warn- 
ing oflBcer, who shall be compensated from the funds of 
the company, and the commandant of each company 
shall issue his orders under his hand, to his warning otH- 
cer or to his non-commissioned officers, requiring them 
to warn all the non-commissioned officers, musicians, and 
privates of his company to appear at such parade, en- 
cam pment, or place of rendezvous, armed and equipped 
a«cording to law and regulation. 

§ 139. Each non-commissioned or warning officer, to 
whom such order shall be directed, shall warn every 
person whom he shall be therein required to warn, by 
reading the orders, or stating the substance thereof in 
the hearing of such person ; or in case of his absence 
by leaving a notice thereof at his usual place of abode 
or business, with some person of suitable age and discre- 
tion, or by sending tbe same to him by mail, directed 
to him at the post-office nearest his place of residence. 

§ 140. Sach Don-com missioned or warning officer shall 
make a return to his commandant, in which he shall 
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state tliG names of all persons by him warned, and the 
manner of warning them respectively, and shall make 
oath to the truth of such return, which oatli shall be 
administered by the commandant, and certified by him 
on the warrant or return. 

§ 142. The return of such non-commissioned or warn- 
inp^ officer, so sworn to and certified, shall be as good 
evidence, on tlie trial of any person returned as a delin- 
quent, of the facts therein stated, as if such officer had 
testified to the same before the court-martial uu such 
trial. 

§ 146. Every non-commissioned officer, musician, or 
])rivate of the national guard of ihis fctate, sliall be 
holden to do duty therein for the term of seven years 
from his enlistment, unless disability after enliBtment 
shall incapacitate him to perform such duty, or he shall 
be regularly discharged by the commandant of his regi- 
ment ^ all general and staff officers, all field officers, all 
commissioned and non-commissioned officers, musicians, 
and privates, of the organized national guard of this 
State, shall M exempt from jury duty during the time 
they shall perform military duty, and shall be entitled 
to a deduction in the assessment of their real and per- 
sonal property, to the amount of five hundred dollars 
each, except cavalrymen, artillerymen, and mounted 
officers who shall be entitled to .a deduction of one 
thousand dollars on all classes of taxes. And every 
person who shall have so served seven years, and sball 
have been honorably discharged as required by this sec- 
tion, shall forever after, as long as he remains a citizen 
of this State, be exempt frqm jury duty. No non-com- 
missioned officer, musician, or private, in the national 
guard shall be discharged from service, except for phys- 
ical disability or expiration of term of service. Dis- 
charges for physical disability shall be given only upon 
the certificate of the regimental surgeon ; and no mem- 
ber of any company ^hail be discharged from service 
except upon the certificate of the commandinf^* officer 
of ills company, that such member has turned over or 
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fiatiftfactorily accounted for all property issued to and 
charged to h\m, Gommanding officers of- regiments 
sbaU make returns throuffh intermediate officers, to the 
adjutant-general, on the first day of January and July 
in each ^ear, of all discharges granted by them during 
the previous six months, giving names and grades of the 
persons so dischargedi and the causes for vhicU dis* 
charged. 

§ 218* Subdivision 1* Every non-commissioned offi- 
cer, musician, and private, for non-appearance, when 
duly warned or summoned, at a company parade, a fine 
of two dollars for each day ; at a regiment or battalion 
parade, or encampment, not less tlian three or more than 
six dollars for each day ; and at a place of rendezvous, 
when called into actual service, a sum not exceeding 
twelve months' pay, nor less than one mouth's pay. 

§ 2. The commandcr-ln chief shall appoint and com- 
mission brigadier-generals of brigades in the several 
divisions of the State, except the first and second, when* 
ever vacancies exist, or whenever tlicy may occur. 

§ 3. The staffs of divisions, brigades, and regiments, 
shall be constituted and appointed as follows : to each 
division, an assistant adjutant-general, with the rank of 
colonel, to be chief of staff; a division inspector, with 
the rank of colonel ; a division engineer, with tlierank 
of colonel ; a division judge-advocate, with the rank of 
colonel ; a division surgeon, with the rank of colonel ; 
an ordnance officer, with tliC rank of a lieutenant-col- 
onel ; a quartermaster, with the rank of lieutenant-col- 
onel ; a commissary of subsistence, with the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel ; two aides-de-camp, with the rank of 
major ; and one aide-de-camp, with the rank of caj»tain; 
all of whom shall be commissioned by the commander- 
in-cliicf, upon appoiiitniunt by tlie mnior-genci nl com- 
manding the division. To each brigade, an assistant 
adjutant-general, with the rank of major, to be chief of 
staff ; an inspector, with tlie rank of major ; an engi- 
neer, with Uie rank of major ; a judge-advocate, with 
the rank of major ; a surgeon, with the rank of major ;

an ordnance officer, with the rank of captain ; a quarter- 
master, witli the rank of captain ; a commispary of sub- 
sistence, with the rank of captain ; one aide-de-camp, 
with the rank of captain, and one aide-de-camp, with 
the rank of first lieutenant, all of whom shall be com- 
missi one 1 by the commander-in-chief, upon election or 
the appointment of the brigadier-general commanding 
the brigade. To each regiment, an adjutant with the 
rank of first lieutenant ; a quartermaster, with the rank 
of first lieutenant ; a commissary of subsistence, with 
the rank of lirsi lieutenant ; a t^urgeon, with the rank 
of major ; an assistant surgeon, with the rank of hml 
lieutenant ; and a chaplain, with tlic rank of captain, all 
of whom shall be commissioned by the commander-in- 
chief, upon the recommendation of the colonel command- 
ing the reffiment ; bat regimental staff officers shall not 
be allowed to vote at an^ election of field officers. 

§ 4. The oommattdeiMn-chief shall be empowered to 
prescribe and enforce such rales and regulations in re- 
gard to the disbursement and accounting for the regi- 
m^tal funds of the several regiments, as may by him 
be deemed necessary to secure a proper disposition of, 
and accountability for, snch funds. 

§ 5. Division, brigade, and special judge-advocates 
and presidents, and members of any court of inquiry or 
court-martial for the trial of officers, shall receive for 
such duty a sum equal to one day's pay for field duty, 
for each day he may be actually employed in said court, 
or engaged in the business thereof, or in traveling to 
and from the court, allowing thirty miles for a day's 
travel, the same to be paid upon the approval of the 
judge-advocate general, m the same manner as other 
military accounts. 

§ 6. Division and brigade inspectors are hereby 
classified as belonging to the department of the inspec- 
tor-general, and all reports heretofore required to be 
made to the adjutant-general shall be made to the in- 
spec tor-general. 

§ 7. Tho county treasurers of the several counties 
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■ shall, on or before tlie first day of June, 1867. remit to 
. tlie comptroller of the State all raoDcys -whicli may 
have been received in any year by them or their prede- 
cessors, to the credit of the militia fund, from the mem* 
bers of the reserre militia of the national guard, on 
account of fines, for not parading, in requirement of 
section thirteen, Military Code, or on account of any 
sums paid for exemption from the service demanded 
under said section. And any sum or sums of money re* 
ceived from the sources above mentioned shall be ap- 
plied to military purposes, the same as other military 
funds are applied and paid. 

S 8. Such sections and parts of the military code as 
are inconsistent or conflict with this act, are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 9. This act shall take efifect immediately.

The organization of the NM^ional Guard is established 
as follows :

REGIMENTAL ORGANIZATION — INFANTRY, 

L — One Colonel, one Lieutenant- Colonel, one Major, 
one Adjutant, with rank of 1st Lieutenant, one Qnarter- 
master, with rank of 1st Lieutenant ; one Commissary 
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of Subsistence, with rank of 1st Lieutenant; one Sur- 
geon, with rank of Major ; one Assistant-Surgeon, with 
rank of 1st Lieutenant ; one Chaplain, with rank of 
Captain ; one Ser<ieanL'Major, one Quartermaster-Ser- 
geant, one ConiinisHary-Sergeant, one Hospital Steward, 
two principal Musicians, ten Companies. 

In addition to the Regimental Non-Commissioned 
Stafif above provided, it shall bo optional with the Regi- 
mental CommaDder to appoint two Sergeant Standard- 
bearersy as the same aro now provided bj law, bat such 
officers can not be mastered into the service of the 
United States. 

' A R<^imental Band, under command of a Leader, may 
also be enlisted. 

COMPANT OBGANIZATION — INFANTRY. 

One Captain, one Ist Lieutenant, one 2d Lieutenant, 
one Ist Sergeant, one Quartermaster-Sergeant, four 
Sergeants, eight Corporals, two Musicians, thirty to one 
hundred Privates. 

It will be optional with Company Commandants to en- 
roll one musician in addition to the two above stated, 
as the Military Code provides for three in each com- 
pany, but only two can be nuistercd into the United 
States service ; also, in case of muster into United 
States Ffrvice, there will be allowed to each company 
two Artilicers and one Wagoner. * 

II. — ^No officers in excess of those designated in these 
orders can be recognized. 

TIT. — The enlistment of all members of the National 
Guai 1, as provided by General Orders, No. 23, of 1867, 
is strictly enjoined. 

Mitiors must not be enlisted except with consent of 
parents or guardians. 

The enlistment of aliens is prohibited. Foreigners 
who have declared on oath their intention to become 
citizens may be enrolled. 
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IV. — The attentioTt of all officers and members of 
the National Guard is directed to the proviflioDS of law 
that the term of service shall be seven years, and that 
discharges can be granted only for physical disability 
or expiration of term of service. 

Surgeons will give certificates of disability only in 
cases where the causes are permanent, and disqualifying 
for active service, 

V. — The payment of fines or penalties for absence 
from company meetings, drills, parades, and other as- 
semblages, can not in any sense be considered as a com- 
mutation for the actual service required of the officers 
and members of the National Guard. 

Whenever an officer or member shall have been ab- 
sent from three oonseoutiva meetings, drills, or parades, 
without rendering a satisfactory excuse for such absence, 
either on account of illness of self or members of his 
family, or unavoidable absence from homo, in addition 
to all fines and penalties imposed for such absence, the 
time from the-date of the first absence to the date when 
the delinquent shall again report for duty at a company* 
meeting or drill, shall not be allowed upon his term of 
enlistment; and the Commandant of the company shall 
upon the descriptive books charge sucli time, giving 
dates, against such member, who will not be entitled to 
a discharge for expiration of term of service until he 
shall have made good the time so lost and deducted, and 
shall have actually served the full term required by law. 

VI. — Delinquent members will be dropped from the 
rolls in manner as follows : 

Whenever a member of any company shall have 
moved beyond the bounds of the State, or having been 
absent without leave and returned to and fined by sen- 
tence of court-martial, and such sentence can not be en- 
forced on account of inability to fine such member, and 
such sentence having been promulgated at least three 
months prior to the annual inspection and muster, then 
the names of such persons shall not be borne in place 
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upon the first mnster-roll succeeding snch absence or 
sentence of conrt-tnartlal ; but sucli names shall be 
entered after the alphabetical list of privates, and op- 
posite their names in the column of remarks shall be en- 
tered :" Dropped (May 30), removed from State," or 
" dropped (Feb. 9), can not be found/' as the case may 
be, and the date entered being that when the person 
last reported for duty. But no member shall be so 
dropped, except with the approval of the Commandant 
of the Kegiment, to whom the Company Commandants 
shall, at least three weeks before the annual muster, re- 
port the names of persons liable to be dropped and tho 
causes therefor, which report shall be returned with ap- 
proval or disapproval within ten days after receipt. 

VIL — Members so dropped from the rolls shall not 
be included in the aggregate strength of the company 
or reghnent as absent," or aggregate, " present and 
absent." 

On mu8ter*rolls succeeding the first roll after snch 
persons are dropped, their names shall net appear at all 
except by order of the Commandant of the Regiment 
upon evidence that such members have voluntarily re- 
turned to duty and paid all fines and penalties due, or 
have been arrested and the sentence of court-martial 
enforced, and in such case their names shall be entered 
in place on the next rolls thereafter, and opposite them, 
in the column of remarks, shall be entered " dropped 
(May 30, 1867), taken up (April 11, 1868)/' And simi- 
lar entries shall be made on the company descriptive 
books at the time the order of the Commandant of the 
Regiment, directing the dropping or taking up, is re* 
ceived. 

Members, wlien dropped, shall be estimated as a " loss," 
and when taken up, as a *' gain/' 

YIIL — ^In addition to all fines and penalties imposed 
for absence, the term during which a person sliall havo 
been dropped from the rolls sliall not be allowed upon 
his term of enlistment, but ho shall serve sucli additional 
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time as may \)C equal to the entire term daring which 
}ie Avas dropped, in order to falfill the condiiions of his 
enltetment. 

IX. — Members whose names are dropped from the rolls 
shall not be included in any company or regimental 
report or retnm of the strength of such coinpany or 
'regiment, bnt shall be separately reported as " dropped.'' 
Their names shall be continued on tne descriptive books, 
with appropriate remarks, and they shall be considered . 
as members of the National Guard to all intents and 
imrposes, as proTided by lav, and subject to all liabili- 
ties as such. • 

The process of dropping from the rolls is not in any 
sense a discharge, nor does it afford any relief from ser- 
vice or condonation of offenses, but is to be considered 
simply as a purgation of the rolls by the temporary 
omission of recreant members, in order to avoid a falla- 
cious exhibit of the available strength of the command. 

X. — Commandants of regiments will be held respon- 
sible for the proper discliarge of their duties, in approv- 
ing the expulsion of members, under section 161 of the 
Military Code. Such expulsion should only be ap- 
proved when founded upon general bad character, un- 
fitting the possessor for association with gentlemen, or 
base misconduct, and in the latter case only when the 
offense can not be punished by action of a court niartial. 

In all cases, the cause for expulsion shall be fully 
given by the Commandant of the regiment in the fren- ' 
eral orders approving such expulsion, and copies oi all 
such orders shall be transmitted to the Adjutant-General. 

XI. — Transfers of members from one company to 
another in the same regiment must be approved by the 
Commandants of each company and hy the Command- 
ant of the regiment. If the transfer be from rcLnment 
to regiment in the same brigade, the further approval 
of the Commandant of the brigade will be required. 

If the transfer be made from brigade to brigade in 
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'the BStoa diTisiont or from diyklon to d|vi8ion, tlte ad- 
ditional approval, of the CommaBdant of the division 
will be required. • 

XII. — In the transfer of men, the Commandant of 
the company from which transferred shall furnish to the 
Commandant of the company to wliich transferred a 
descriptive roll of the man or men transferred, which 
eliall set forth the date of cnlistmen.t, and the place 
where and by whom ; the date uf inuster iuto service, 
and place where and by whom mustered ; the number 
of days lost by reason of being dropped from the rolls, 

^or for inexcusable absence, and such other records as 
may have been entered upon the descriptive books, and 
which abstract shall be entered upon the descriptive 
books of the company to which such man or men may 
be transferred. 

XIII. — Persons who have served the full term of en- 
listment, but voluntarily remain in service, are, Avhen at- 
tentive and efficient, deserving of high regard for their 
unselfish devotion to the public interests ; but when 
negligent and insubordinate, their example becomes 
doubly pernicious in its effects upon younj^er members, 
and tlicy may bo summarily discharged by the issue of a 
certificate of discharge for expiration of term of service 
by the Commandant of the regiment, and without ap- 
plication on their part, and which dismissal shall be 
published in regimental general orders. 

XIV. — Vacancies in the position of Non-Commis- 
sioned OflScers of companies shall occur only upon the 

expiration of term of service of the incumbent, his 
death or discharge for pliysical disability, his promotion 
or reduction to the ranks by the order of the Command- 
ing Officer of the regiment, or by sentence of court- 
martial ; and any company by-law limiting the tenure 
of office by Noa- Commissioned Officers shall be void. 

Xy«— The Field Officers of each regiment shall con- 
B^tute a Board, which may examine, into and decide 
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upon the qualifications of any person holding or elected 
to position as a company Non-Commissioned Officer, 
and if the decision of such Board sliall be adverse, the 
Commanding OflRcer of the regiineiit shall revoke or 
refuse to issue a warrant to such person, and au eiectioa 
- shall be ordered to till the vacancy. 

X:VI. — The " First Sergeant " of each Company is 
tbe proper title of the Orderly-Sergeant^ who may be 
appointed to the duty by tbe Captain, from any of the 
Sergeants in the company* 

XYII. — ^^Company QuartermasteivSergeants will be 
appointed from each company by the Commandant of 
the regiment, npon the recommendation of the Com- 
pany Commandant. They shall have charge of all 
property in the possession of the company not issncd 
to the members, and shall keep an accnrate account of 
, all property whether issued to members or in store, and 
shall make such reports to the Regimental Quartermas* 
ter as he may req^uire. They will sustain the same re- 
lations to companies as the Regimental Quartermaster- 
Sergeant to tlie regiment, and to whom they will bo 
sabordinate. They will be under the orders of the 
Company Commandant in regard to all property in 
possession of the company or its members, and subject 
to tlie same provisions of law and regulations as tho 
other Sergeants. When necessary, they will also act as 
Company Commissary-Sergeants* 

XVIII. — ^The following modifications and additions 
to the regulations regarding the chevrons of Non-Com- 
missioned Officers, are hereby made : 

For a Regimental Quariermasier^Sergemi — ^Three bars 
and a tie of three bars in silk. 

For a Company Quarfermcusier-SergearU — ^Three bars 
and a tie of one bar in worsted. 

For a Hospital Steward — A. half chevron of tlie follow- 
ing description, viz.: of emerald-green cloth, one and 
three*foarths inches wide,ranninff obliquely downward 
from the outer to the inner seam of the sleeve, and at 
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an angle of about thirty degrees with a liorizoixtal, 
parallel to and one-eighth of au inch distant from both 
the upper and lower edge, an embroidery of yellow silk 
one-eighth of an inch wide, and in the centre -a 
cadncens " two inches long, embroidered also with 
yellov silk, the head toward the outer geam of the 
aleeve*

THE AMENDMENTT TO TKE MILITIA LAW. 

The Attorney-General has declared constitutional the 
amendment to the Militia Law, repealing the clause ex- 
empting members of the National Guard from taxation 
to the extent of $500, and directed the Assessors to pro- 
ceed accordingly. 

The law exempting military men from jury duty is 
also repealed* 
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OPINION OP THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 



The followiiig: npiniou of the Attorney-General, in 
relation to exemptions from taxation of members of the 
National Guard, addressed to his Excellency Gov. 
lioiiman, is published by the Adjutant-General for the 
information of all concerned. The patriotic Senator 
from the Eighteenth Disti'ict will please make a note of 
this : 

** Sir: — The question submitted by recent comnumica- 
tions from the Executive Department and Adjutant-. 
General's Oflice, involving the inquiry whether certain 
exemptions from taxation of members of the National 
Guard arc repealed, has been duly considered. By 
section 145, chapter 334, laws of 1861, tiiese exemptions 
were somewhat enlarged from those declared by previ- 
ous enactments. 

" All officers, musicians, and priTates of the military 
forces of the State were declared to be exempt from 
jury duty during the time they performed military 
serviee, and from the payment of highway taxes, not 
exceeding six days in any one year. Such persons not 
assessed for highway taxes were entitled to a deduction 
in the assessment of real or personal property to the 
amount of $500. 

'* Every person who served seven years, and was hon- 
orably discharged, was forever after, so long as he re- 
maioed a citizen of the State, entitled to an exemption 
of six days highway taxes in each year ; and, if a 
resident of any city (where not liable for highway 
taxes), he was forever entitled to a deduction in the 
assessment of his real and personal property of $500. 
Section 146, chapter 612, laws of 1865, repealed all 
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these exemptions, except from jury duty during the time 
such persons should perform military service. 

** By section 14(5, clinpter 502, laws of 1867, these ex- 
emptions were rc-cnncted and considerably extended. 
By this section all ofhccrs, musicians, and privates were 
exempt from jury duty durinj]^ the time they perforna- 
ed military service. They were entitled to a deduction 
in the assessment of tlicir real and personal property to 
the amount of $500, except that cavalrymen. artillei*y- 
men, and mounted oflicers were entitled to a deduction 
of $1,000 on all classes of taxes. It will he noticed 
that exemption from hio;hway taxes, as sucii, is omitted 
in this provision ; and that the exemption upon prop- 
erty is extended from $500 to $1,000 to cavalrymen, 
artillerymen, and mounted oflBcers. 

"The following is the provision incorporated in the 
general appropriation act* of the present year, which it 
is claimed rej)eals these exemptions : Section 146, chap- 
ter 334, laws of 1864, which exempts members of the 
iS'ational Guard from the payment of highway taxes, 
and which entitles tlieiu to a deduction in the assess- 
ment of real and personal property to the amount of 
$500. This attempted repeal, it is obvious, is directed 
at the wrong statute. 

" At the time of its passage the members of the Na- 
tional Guard did not derive the exemptions from sec- 
tion 146, chapter d34, laws of 1864 } but such exemp- 
tions were given bjr the provision contained in the law 
of 1867, above cited, it has been suggested that, al- 
though the wrong statute is named in tiie repealing 
clause, that there is enough in the reference to the 
subject-matter of the provision to effect the repeal* The 
subject-matter recited is as variant from the exemption 
declared by the law of 1867, as it is from the description 
of the statute. There is no exemption from highway 
taxes, as such, provided in tlie enactment of 1867. 
There is a six days' exemption declared in the act of 
1864. 

** The provision in the paragraph of tke Appropriatioii 
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Bill, ^yhich declares that section 146, chapter 334, laws 
of 1864, which exempts members of the National Guard 
from the payment of hif^hway taxes, clearly identifies 
the provision of tlie seclioii and cliapter specified by the 
subject-matter referred to as the one iu tended to be 
repealed, as no such exemption is contained in the act 
of 1867. Af^ain, this paragraph provides further, 'and 
wiiicli entitles them to a deduction in the assessment of 
real and personal property to the amount of $500 is 
hereby repealed.' 

**By the act of 1864, the exemption of property 
jiUowed was fixed in all cases at $500. By the act of 
1867, such exemption, when allowed, is fixed at $500 
each, to all officers, musicians, and privates, except cav- 
alrymen, artillerymen, and mounted officers, who were 
each entitled to an exemption of $1,000. 

" From this comparison it is obvious that the subject- 
matter referred to is the exemptions contained in the 
act of 1864, and not those contained in the act of 1867. 
It is difficult to conceive of the reasons for repealing the 
lesser exemptioa to a portion of the members of the 
National Guard, which would not operate equally to 
influence the Legislature to repeal the greater exemp- 
tion of $1,000 given by the act of 1867, to the other 
members. 

It follows that the above clause, in the Appropria- 
tion Bill of 1869, does not at all touch the exemptions 
declared by the law of 1867, but that the i>roYlsions of 
that statute remain in full force, because its langui^e 
as to the number of the chapter of the law, and its refer- 
ence to the snbject-matter, is expresslj confined to the 
act of 1864. 

''It is suggested that the paragraph in question shows 
a clear intention in the Legislature to abolish these ex- 
emptions. If this bad been their intention, why was 
not the repeal directed against the statute under which 
such exemptions were claimed ? Exemptions from high- 
way taxes were given by the act of 1864, which were 
not given by the law of 1867. 
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" The TiCgislature may liave thought it prudent to 
repeal them, and also tlie exemption of the $500 of 
property, expressly, for greater certainty, although such 
exemptions had. in effect, been already repealed. If it 
is argued it was tlie intention of the Legitilature to 
repeal these exemi tiinis, the short answer is, it has not 
done so. (The People vs. Bell, 38, N. Y. Eeports, p. 
386.) 

*'It is a rule, fundamental and universal, in the con- 
struction of statutes, that a repeal by implication is not 
favored, and the earlier statute remains in force, unless 
the latter is manifestly inconsistent with it, or unless 
the latter act take some notice of the former, plainly in- 
dicating an intention to abrogate it, and that a con- 
struction which repeals another statute should be yery 
clear, especially vhen the repeal is of a part of a 
statute, and it seriously mars the harmony of a system. 

I am of opinion that all the exemptions to members 
of the National Guard, declared by section 146, chapter 
502, laws of 1867, still exist in full force and are un* 
repealed.
